Of the beſieging of the Spaniards at Kinſale, with 
the Delivery of the Town to the Lord Deputy, 
and their Return into Spain in the ſame Tear 

1601. hs | Wk: wy 19 | | 


HE. 13th Day of November, 1601, our 
Fleet recovered the Mouth of Kinſale 
Harbour, but could not get in, the Wind 
being ſtrong againſt them. The 14th 
y the Fleet with much Difficulty warped in, 
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and recovered the Harbour, whence the Admiral 
and Vice-Admiral came to the Lord Deputy at the 
Camp. This Night and the next Day the 2000 7 
Foot ſent under Captains in the Queen's Ships 7 
were landed and came to the Camp: And theigth 
Day in the Afternoon the Lord Deputy went 
aboard the Ships, whence returning to the Camp, 
the Enemy diſcerned him riding in the Head of 
a Troop of Horſe, and made a Shot out of the 
Town at him, which grazed fo near him that it 
did beat the Earth in his Face. In theſe Ships 
were lent unto us not only Artillery and Munition, 
but alſo ſpccial Officers to attend the ſame, as 5 
 Cannoneers, 2 Black- ſmiths, 2 Wheel-wrights, = 
and 2 Carpenters. This Day the Lord Deputy 
15 Was advertiſed, that according to his former Di- 
FR rection Sir Chriſtopher He. 1 was come out 
} of the Pale, and the Earl of Clanrictard out of 
Connaught, to the Lord Preſident's. Camp, to 
whom his Lordſhip wrote that if the Rebels 5 
ſhould ſlip by him he ſhould be careful to come 
3 up with his Forces to our Camp, ſo as he might 
1 arrive there to join with us before the Rebels 
ö came up ſo far. The Queen's Ships, after they 
nad ſaluted the Lord Deputy at his going aboard 
þ Woith thundring Peals of Ordnance, had Direction 


= the next Day to beat upon a Caſtle in the Iſland, 
* called Caſtle Nypark, which the Lord Deputy was 
| treſolved to make his next Work, and to beat the 


Spaniards out of it, and ſo to inveſt the Town 
on that Side: this ſome of the Ships performed, 
and brake the top of the Caſtle, but finding that 
they did it no greater Hurt, and that the Weather 
was extreme ſtormy, they ceaſed ſhooting. This 
Day his Lordſhip gave Direction that the 100 
Horſe and 1900 Foot which firſt landed at Cafile 
j Haven, and now were arrived from thence in the 
Mm Harbour of XMinſale, ſhould be conducted to Cork 
= to refreſh themlelyes, tor Dn beaten at 251

and now landed in extreme Weather, and in a 
Winter Camp where they had no Means to be 
refreſhed, they began to dic, and would have been 


loſt or made unſerviceable if this Courſe had not 
been taken to hearten them. This Day and for 


many Days after divers Spaniards ran from the 


Town to us, by whom we underſtood that in the 


toth Day's Skirmiſh the above-named Capt. Sato, 


a Man of ſpecial Account, was lain. _ 
The 17th Day the Weather continued ſtormy, 


ſo as neither that Day nor the next we could 


land our Ordnance or do any thing of Moment, 
yet becauſe this was the Day of her Majeſty's 


Coronation, which his Lordſhip purpoſed to ſo- 
lemnize with ſome extraordinary Attempt if the 


Weather would have ſuffered us to look abroad; 
we ſent at Night, when the Storm was ſomewhat 
appealed, the Serjeant-Major and Capt. Bodley, 


with ſome 400 Foot, to diſcover the Ground a- 
bout Caftle Nypark, and to ſee whether it might 
be carried with the Pick-ax, which was accord- 
ingly attempted; but the Engine we had gotten 
to defend our Men while they were to work be- 


ing not ſo ſtrong as it ſhould have been, they 
within the Caſtle having Store of very great 


Stones on the Top, tumbled them down fo faſt as 


they broke it, ſo that our Men returned with the 
| Loſs of two Men, and proceeded no further in 


that Courſe. 


© The18th Day the Lord Deputy called a Council 


both of the Council of Jreland, and of all the 


Colonels and chief Officers of the Field, and pro- 


pounded to them, that ſince it had pleaſed her 
Majeſty ſo graciouſly to ſupply us with the Mat- 
ter and Proviſions for the War, it was our Parts 


to adviſe of ſuch a Form as might be moſt likely 


to bring forth an Effect not unworthy her Princely 
Care. Firſt, our Strength and Means to attempt 


the Place, or continue the Siege, were tho-

roughly conſidered, and next the Numbers and 


Commodities of the Enemy in the Town, and of 


their Succours abroad. The Commodities and In- 
commodities of proceeding with Expedition, or 
by keeping them from all Relief, were thorough- 
ly diſputed; and in the End it was con- 
cluded, that the ſoundeſt Courſe were to uſe all 
Means to inveſt them as ſpeedily as we might, 
by poſſeſſing ourſelves of all they held without the 


Town, and next to mount our 3 in ſuch 


Places where it might annoy them moſt, and by 


breaking down their Houſes to expoſe them to 


the ſame Extremities of Cold and Rain as we 


were expoſed to in the Camp, by which Means 
they might be reduced to a greater Weaknels, 
and then be forced with much leſs Hazard, ſince 
when it comes to the Point of entering of a 
Breach there is little or no Difference between a 
ſtrong Town and a weak, for the Beſieged in 
either do wholly truſt to their new and ſudden _ 
Works, which the Enemy within had as good 


Opportunity to do in this Place as in any other, 


and had yet (of our Knowledge) ſo many Hands 
to fight, as that the Advantage would chiefly 
genen, =: „„ 


The 19th Day a demy Cannon was unſhipped 
aſſoon as it was calm, and placed on this Side of 
the Water, which play'd moſt Part of the Day 


upon the Caſtle Nypark, being a great Relief to 


the Beſieged, and brake many Places, but made no 


Breach that was aſſaultable. In the Night, they 
of the Town attempted to relieve the Caſtle by 


Boats, buf were repelled by Capt. Tolkerne and 


Capt. Ward, who lay with their Pinnaces between 


the Iſland and the Town. 


Hitherto nothing could poſſibly be attempted 
| againſt the Town more than had been done: For 
conſidering that the Numbers of the Defendants 
not only equalled, but by all Report, exceeded 
„„ * the 
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the Number of the Beſiegers, yea, exceeded them 


far after the Lord Preſident was ſent trom the 


Camp to inect Tyrone with 2100 Foot and 320 


Horlte,) and conſidering that if we had undertaken 
the carrying ot Approaches, with a Purpoſe to 
batter, the whole Army muſt either have been 
tired with watching Night and Day without 
Shelter in tempeſtuous Weather, or diſgracefully 
have forſaken the Work, or (to ſay the bet!) in- 
curred the Hazard of Fight in Places of Diſad- 
vantage with an expert Enemy: And conſidering 
that the Country ſtood upon ſuch fickle Terms, 


and ſo generally ill affected to our Side, that 


almoſt the leaſt Blow, which in the doubtful E- 

vent of War might have lighted upon us, would 
have driven them headlong into a general Revolt; 
and further, that our Army conſiſted for a third 


Part (at the leaſt) of 7-i/ſþ, who being not fit to 


mae good an entrenched Camp, and much leſs 


fit to give upon a Breach, would, without que- 
ſtion, cither preſently have quitted us, or turned 
their Weapons againſt us if the Spaniards had hal 
any Hand over us; and conſidering that in all 


ſound Judgment this little Army (which was to 
be the Soul of that Body that ſhould oppoſe itſelf 


againſt theſe Invaders and Rebels) was by all poſ- 
ſible Means to be preſerved as much as might be, 
and not at all ventured but with manifeſt Afurance 
to prevail. Theſe things, with other like Cir- 
cumſtances, conſidered, hat could there be more 


done during the timethat we wanted our Supplies 
and Seconds but to aſſure our Camp with careful 


Watches againſt Sallies or Surprizes of the Ene- 
my, and to inveſt them from Succours or Relief, 


not omitting in the mean time to 23 what- 
ſoever might be needful for the Buſineſs in Hand, 
the meeting with all Inconveniencies, and the 
taking of all Advantages upon the Enemy's Guards 


without the Town, for which Purpole divers

The 20th of November his Lordſhip underſtood 
by Letters from the Lords in England, that 1000 
Foot and fo Horſe were ſent, and already ſhip- 
ped for Loughfoyle. The ſame Day the demy- 
Cannon planted the Day before, did again batter 
Caitle Nypark, together with another Cannon this 
Day landed, and planted by it: And with ſome 

Ordnance alſo out of the Ships, though they ſer- 
ved to {mall Purpole. About Noon 100 
Men were ſent with Captain York and Captain 
Smith, to view the Breach, and though they 
found it not aſſaultable, yet the Spaniards with- 

in being no longer able to indure the Fury of the 
Shot, hung out a Sign of Parley upon the firſt 

 ſtſhew of thoſe Men, and offered to yield 
themſelves and the Caftle, upon promiſe of their 
Lives only, which being accepted, they were 
brought preſently to the Camp, being in Num- 
ber 16 that were left alive. F 
| Betore the Caſtle was yielded, the Spanzards in 

the Town made divers Shot at Captain Tolkernes 
Pinnace with a Piece of Ordnance which they 
mounted a Day or two before cloſe to the Gate 
of the Town, but did no hurt at all unto the 
Pinnace, the ſame warping nearer to the other 
ſide under the Hill, and at laſt riding ſafely without 


danger of the Shot,

The ſame Day a Platform was made upon a 
Ground of Advantange, being a ſtrong Rath, be- 
tween the Town and the Camp, that command- 
ed one Part of the Town, that under the Favour 
thereof, we might the better make our nearer 
Approaches, though at that time we could hard- 
ly work, by reaſon of the extream Froſt, anda 
demi-Cannon was mounted upon it, with which 


ſome Shot were made at the 'Cown. A Sentinel. 
taken in the Evening a#irmed, that the hrit Piece 


ſhot off, went through the Houſe in which Don 
Jean lay, and did otherwite great hurt. The 21ſt 
the Priſoners taken in Caſtle Nypark, and tome 
 Run-a-ways, were ſent to Cork, with Yirections 
to the Major, to ſend them and the former Pri- 

ſoners by the firſt Ship into England, keeping 

(of them) ſtill at Cork only the Serjeant Major 
(taken in Skirmiſh), and the two Commanders of 


the Caſtles of Rincorran and Nypark. This Day 


the Cannon and demi-Cannon, planted upon the 
Platform, did play into the Town. And this 
Day the Lord Deputy went over into the lilaud, 
to view how from thence the Town might be 
beſt annoyed and inveſted. And the Spaniards this 
Day put out of the Town great Numbers of /- 
_ #i//þ Women, and Children, which came to the 
Camp, and were ſuffered to pals into the Coun- 
try to their Friends. „„ 1 
The zzd Day, one James Grace an Iriſhman, 
obtaining the Lord Deputy's Protection, eſcaped 
out of the Town, and gave his Lordſhip this 


Intelligence following. Six Jriſh Gentlemen 
_ Horſemen came into the Town of Kinſale on Sun- 
day the 15th of November, and one Owen Conde 


came the ſame Day, and they are all ready to go 


out again, and Father Archer with them, to put 


out the Country, if the Biſhop will ſuffer him. 
Don Jean lays privately, that the Lord Deputy 
was born in a happy Hour, for he will have the 


Town, 
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Town, unleſs they be relieved from the North. 
They have nothing but Rusk and Water. They 
have but four Pieces of Artillery, one ſmall 
Piece is at the Church- yard, one great and a ſmall 
in James Meaghes Garden, and the other big- 
geſt of all is at the Water- gate, to play upon the 
| ſhipping, and all four are mounted. The Spani- 
ads were ooo by report at their ſetting out 
from Spain, they landed at AKinſale 3500, they 
are yet 3000, there are 200 ſick and hurt in 
the Hoſpitals, they loſt roo at Rincorran, and 17 
and a Boy at Caſtle Nypark. They had nine lain 
when they offered to relieve the Caſtle, and five 
when Captain Soto was flain. They had 34 Co- 
lours abroad when they ſhot into the Lord De- 
puty's Camp, and that was all they had, and they 
bad then two Pieces, a great and a ſmall, and that 
Day all the Townſmen were put out at the Gates, 


that they might do no hurt with the Munition. 


They fill the old Abbey at the Weſt-gate with 
Earth, that they may mount a great Piece there, 
which they make account will command the 
Ground where the Engliſh Battery is planted at 


the North-gate, where the Mount is raiſed, yet 


it is not likely they will mount any Ordnance 
there, but rather keep it as a Hold. They have 
ſtore of Powder and Munition, which lies at 


John Fitz Edmond's Caſtle, but they mean tore» 


move it preſently, and put it in a Cellar within 
the Town. Their Treaſure lies at the Houſe 
where Captain Bofock lay. They are much afraid the 


Lord Deputy will place ſome Ordnance at Ca- 
ſtle Nypark, or thereabouts, which will much 
\ annoy them: But moſt of all they fear the pla- 
cCing of it at a Place near the Water fide (where 
ſome were ſent to ſeek Rods, not far from the 
Place where the Skirmiſh was, when they falli- 
ccc), for which cauſe they raiſed their Mount, but 


eipecially filled up the old Abbey, from whence 


— — — 
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it is beſt commanded. Don Jean lies at Philip 


Roche's. A ſhot made from the Engliſß on Friday 
at Night, hit the Houſe where Don Fea; lay. 
The Townimen will ſtay no longer there, for 
fear of the Shot, and then the Spaniards will be in 
great Diſtreſs. One went from Don Jean to H- 


rone about nine Days ago to haiten his coming, 


the Man was blind of one Eye. 


The ſame Day the Lord Deputy received from 
her Majeſty Direction, that for as much as the 
County of Clare was of ancient time within the 

Sovernment or Precinct of the Province of 
Maunſter, until of late it was annexed to the Pro- 

vince of Connaught, which her Majeſty unacr- 

ſtood was upon ſome untrue Surmiſe made by 

Commiſſioners for Connaught, to the Grievance 

and Diſlike of her Subjects of that County. That 


the Lord Deputy and the Council there, ſhould 


ſpeedily conſider of this Information, and if they 
found it not evidently an Hindrance to her Ser- 
vice, then they ſpeedily ſhould give order, that 

by Revocation of the former Commiſſioners and 
Letters Patents for Government of theſe ſeveral 
Provinces, and by granting new Commiſſioners 


of like Authority and Effect, and by all other 


ways requiſite in Law, the ſaid County of Clare 
ſhould be reunited and annexed unto the Province 


of Munſter, and be reduced under the Order and 


Government of the Lord Preſident and Council 
of Munſter, which her Majeſty was perſwaded 


would be for the Advancement of her Service, 


and the good liking of her loving Subjects in

The ſame 22d Day four Pieces were planted by 
the Cannon and demi-Cannon, which altogether 
plwK⸗ayed into the Town, one of which Shot killed 
four Men in the Market Place, and ſtruck off a 
Captain's Leg, called Don John de Saint Jon,

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Who after died of that hurt, we likewiſe planted 


3 Culverins in the Iſland beyond the Water, in 
which the aforeſaid Caſtle Nypark ftands, and 
from whence we heard, that Don John feared An- 
noyance. 1 bas 
The 23d theſe did beat upon the old Town 
with good Effect. And the ſame Day our other 
ſix Pieces on the North-eaſt Side played upon the 
Town, and fo continued till Night, in which 
time (in all Mens Judgments, and by report of 
the Priſoners we took) they did great hurt to the 


Town. This Day while the Lord Deputy, the 
Marſnal and Serjeant Major were viewing the 


Ground where the Approaches were intended, a 


private Soldier of Sir 70% Barkley's in their ſight, 
and in the face of the Span Guards, attempt- 


ing to ſteal a Spaniſh Sentinel (as he had ſtoln di- 


vers before) this Sentinel being ſeconded by 

that he ſaw not, he fought with them all five, 
whereof one was the Serjeant Major, whom he 
had almoſt taken; and when he Gadd he could 


do no good upon them all, he came off without 
other hurt, than the cutting of his Hand a little, 
with the breaking of a thruſt, which one of 


them made at him, and he hurt the Serjeant Ma- 
-Jor. 3

The Night following, we began certain near 
Approaches on the North-eaſt fide of the Town 
on a Hill, which by the natural Situation there- 


of, was free from ſudden Sallies, by reaſon of a 
Valley between it and the Town, fo as it might 


be ſpeedily ſeconded from the Camp. There with 


much Expedition was raiſed a Fort (and Artille 


Planted, to play into the Town, ) which with 
three or four Companies was eaſily guardable; 


for in this Buſineſs there ſeemed nothing more to 


be reſpected, than how to approach and infeſt 


the Enemy in ſuch ſort, as neither our old, nor 
our new Men might be overſpent, or over-har- 


ried 
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ried with Watches and Works (the time of the 
Year and Extremity of the Weather conſidered) 
nor the Enemy might take any Advantage to 
ſurpriſe our Works by their fallying, without 
ingaging themſelves in fight with our whole Ar- 
my. For making thoſe Approaches, the Lord 
Deputy drew out 1000 Foot, continuing the 


Work all Night; and although the Ground were 


extreme hard, by reaſon of the Froſt, and the 
Night very light, yet that Night they brought 


the Work to very good Perfection. The Enemy 


played all the Night upon them with great Vol- 


lies, but hurt only three Men, either in the 
Trenches, or in divers Sallies they made (in the 
one whereof a Squadron of our new Men did 


beat them back to the Gates.) 5 
This Day the Lord Preſident advertiſed, that 


6 Donnel, by Advantage of a Froſt (ſo great as 


ſeldom had been ſeen in Heland,) had paſſed a 
Mountain, and ſo had ſtoln by him into Munſter, 
whereupon he purpoſed to return with the Forces 
he had, to ſtrengthen the Camp. And in the 


Evening Sir Richard Leviſon, by the Lord De- 


puties Direction, drew the Admiral and Vice- 


Admiral in between the Iſland and Kinſale, whence 
the 24th Day they ſhot into the Town. 


The zyth Day all the Artillery ſtill played up- 


on the Town; but the Shot from the Ships do- 


ing little hurt, ſave only upon the baſe Town, the 


Lord Deputy gave Direction to ſpend few Shot 


more, except it were on the high Town. This 
Night Direction was given to make a Platform 


for the Artillery upon the Trenches, which was 
made the 23d at Night. Somewhat after Mid- 
night the Spaniards made a ſudden Sally, with 


purpoſe to force the Trench, but were ſoon bea- 


ten back by Sir Francis Barkley, who command-

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The 26th the Lord Preſident with the two 
Regiments of Foot, and with his Horſe he had 
led out againſt Donnel, together with a Con- 
naught Regiment under the Earl of Clanrickard, 
and a Regiment of the Pale under Sir Chriſtopher 
St. Laurence (which upon the Way were com- 
manded to join with the Lord Preſident,) came 


to the Camp; and theſe 4 Regiments were that 


Night quartered by themſelves, upon the Weſt⸗ 
ſide of Kinſale, to inveſt the Town more cloſely, 

and to keep 6 Donnel and the Spaniards from join- 
ing together, which quarter or leſſer Camp was 
commanded by the Earl of Thomond : For the 


Lord Preſident remained ever near the Lord De- 


puty in the great Camp, and fo did the Earl of 


TClanrickard. This Day the three Culverins were 


brought from the Iſland beyond the Water on 
the Eaſt- ſide, and were planted on a Hill, in a 


Point of Land near the Water on this Side of the 


Haven, lying to the Eaſt of our Fort newly built 
there, to which Hill the Town lay near and very 
open. In the mean time the Spaniards from the 

own, played upon our Ships with a Demi-Can- 
non, and ſhot our Admiral twice, and our Vice- 


Admiral once, while they rode (as aforeſaid) cloſe 


by the Town, but our Ships within few Shot 
exchanged, did diſmount their Demi-Cannon, fo 
as they could make no more Shot with it, andat 


the ſame Shot hurt their chief Gunner. 


The 27th Day betimes in the Morning, our 
three Pieces planted the Day before on the Point 
of the Hill near the Water- ſide, played upon the 

Town, and did great Hurt to the Enemy, by 
reaſon they were planted ſo near the Town, but 
the 28th Day falling out extream windy and rainy, 
we were enforced to ceaſe our Battery, and ſpent 


the reſt of the Day in drawing down to that Place, 


ſiome other Pieces, formerly planted upon the firſt 
Platform. ; n 
The 
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The foreſaid 28th in the Morning, we ſent a 


Trumpet to ſummon Kinſale, who was not ſuffer- 
ed to enter the Town, but received his Anſwer 


at the Gate, that they held the Town firſt for 


Chriſt, and next for the King of Spain, and fo 


would defend it Contra tanti. Upon his return 


with this Anſwer, the Lord Deputy commanded 
to make Battery with all our Artillery, (planted 
all on the Faſt-fide of the Town,) which was 

reſently performed, and continuing till towards 
Night, brake down great Part of the Eaſt-gate. 
In the mean time the Spaniards being retired in 
great Numbers into their Trenches on the Weſt- 


ſide, to eſcape the Fury of our Ordnance on the 
Eaſt- ſide, Sir Chriſtopher St. Laurence was com- 


manded to draw out from our new Camp on the 


Weſt-ſide, and to give upon them in their 
Trenches, which he performed, and did beat them 


out of the Trenches, following them to the very 


Gates of the Town, killing many, and hurting more 


of them, and ſo returned without Loſs of a Man on 


our Side, having only ſome few hurt. The 29th 
all our Artillery played upon the Town, and brake 


down moſt Part of the Eaſtern Gate, and ſome 


Part of a new Work the Enemy had made before 
the Gate. This Day two Spaniards wrote from 
| Kinſale to ſome of their Friends Priſoners in our 


Camp, whom they {tiled poor Soldiers, when we 
knew them tobe Men of Account, and withal ſent 


them ſuch Money as they wanted, yet under the 


Title of Alms, as if they had neither Money of their 


own, nor were of Credit to be truſted for any. 

The laſt Day of November Sir Richard Ning: 

field, the Marſhal, took ſome 750 Shot, and went 

to the Wall of the Town, to view the fitteſt _ 
Place for us to make a Breach, the Spaniards made 
a light Skirmiſh with them, and hurt ſome few. | 
The Marſhal when he had well viewed the Wall, 
drew the Shot off, and judging the Wall, cloſe 
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to the Eaſtern- gate on the right Hand, to be 
fitteſt for the making of a Breach, he gave pre- 
ſent Order that our Artillery ſhould beat upon 
that Place, which was done without Intermiſſion, 
and therewith we brake down before Night a 
great Part of the Wall, which the Enemy in the 
Night attempted to make up again, but was bea- 
ten from it by our Guards, who played upon 
them with ſmall Shot moſt Part of the Night. In 
the Evening a Spaniard ran away from Kinſale to 
our Camp, who reported to the Lord Deputy 
that our Artillery had killed divers Captains and 
„ 8 in the Town, beſides many private Sol- 
dier, 3 | 
Tue firſt of December it was reſolved in Coun- 
cil of State and by the Council of War, (namely 
the chief Commanders and Colonels) that ſome 
Foot ſhould be drawn out of the Camp, to give 
the Spaniard a Bravado, and to view if the Breach 
we had made were aſſaultable, and alſo to cauſe 
the Spaniards to ſhew themſelves, that our Artil- 
lery might the better play upon them. To this 
purpoſe 2000 Foot, commanded by Sir John 
Barkley the Serjeant Major, and Capt. Edward 
| Blaney, were preſently ut in Arms, and drawn 
near the Walls. of the Town, who entertained a 
very hot Skirmiſh with the Spaniards, who were 
' lodged in a Trench cloſe to the Breach wit!:.,ut 
the Town. During this Skirmiſh, our Artillery 
played upon thoſe that ſhewed themſelves, either in 
the Breach or in the Trench, and killed many of 
them, beſides ſuch as were killed and hurt by our 
= Tn Roe. ̃ ĩᷣͤ - . 
Among the reſt one Capt. Moryſon a Spaniard, 
(of whom as one of the Pledges upon the Compo- 
ſition, we ſhall have Cauſe to ſpeak hereafter) 
walked croſs the Breach, animating his Men, and 


» though Sir Richard Wing field, our Marſhal, 


+ cauſed many both great and {mall Shot tobe made 


at. - 
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at him, with Promiſe of 20 J. to him that ſhould hit 
him, or beat him off, (whereupon many great 
Shot did beat the Dirt in his Face, and Stones 


about his Ears) yet all the Skirmith he continued 
walking in this brave Manner, without receiving 


any hurt. Many think them beit Soldiers, who 


are often and dangerouſly hurt, but it is an Er- 
ror: For Wounds are Badges of Honour, yet 


may befal the Coward as ſoon as the valiant Man; 
and I have known moſt advent'rous Men who ne- 


ver received Wound. Pardon this my Digreſſion, 


not warrantable in a Journal; I will only add, 


that brave Soldiers (for the Stars have a Kind of 


Power in our Birth) are by ſome ſecret Influence 


preſerved, when others intruding themſelves into 
that Conrſe of Life, or driven to it by Neceſſit 

of Eſtate, fall at the firſt Alarm: And to eib | 
theologically, God preſerves us, but {till in our 


Ways, ſo as he who without calling ruſhes into ano- 


ther Way than his own, hath no Warrant of di- 
vine Protection. After an Hour's Fight, when 
we had taken full View of the Breach, and found 


it not aſſaultable, our Men were drawn off, with 


little or no Damage on our Part, only three of 


our Men were hurt, and Capt. Gueſt's Horſe was 
killed under him, which Captain firſt had killed 
two Spaniards with his own Hand: 


The ſame Day it was reſolved in Council, to 


plant a Fort on a Rath on the Weſt⸗- ſide of the 
Town, to lodge therein ſome Foot, for Seconds 


to the Guard of our Artillery, intended to be 


planted near the ſame. And to this purpoſe, in 


the N ighr following, the Marſhal, the Serjeant 
Major, Capt. Edward Blaney, and Capt. Foftas 


Bodley, Trenchmaſter, (the Lord Deputy being 


almoſt all Night preſent with them,) drew out 
25 of cach Company, and intrenching themſelves 
on the {aid Hill, not half Calliver's Shot from the 
Town, began tocaſt up a ſmall Fort. And Foogh WM 
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the Spaniards perceived not their Purpoſe, yet ma- 
ny of them lying in a Trench they poſſeſſed cloſe 
to the Weſt- gate, did play very hotly all Night 
on our Men, guarding the Pioneers, and ours did 
no leſs on them, ſo that divers were hurt and 
killed on both Sides. But the ſecond Day of De- 
cember, about nine in the Morning, when a great 
Miſt began to break, and they diſcovered our 
Work a Yard high; then from the ſaid Trenches, 
and more from the Caſtles, and high Places in 


the Town, they plyed us all the Day with ſmall 
Shot. Notwithſtanding which Annoyance, our 
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Men brought the Work to very good Perfection 


before Night. In the mean Time, a Serjeant to 


Capt. Blaney, drew out ſome ſeven or eight Shot, 
and ſuddenly fell into a Trench which {ome $pa- 


niards poſſeſſed, cloſe by the Town, of whom the 
Serjeant killed two, and each of the reſt one, with 
their own Hands. But when not content there- 
with, they attempted another Trench, ſomething 
diſtant from the firſt, the Serjeant in going on 
was ſhot through the Body, and two of his Com- 
pany were hurt in bringing him off, and ſo return» 


ed with this and no more Lolss  _ 
This Night the Trenches where the Cannon 


was planted, on the Eaſt-fide of the Town, were 
manned with the Lord Deputy's Guard, (com 
manded by Capt. James Blount) with Sir Thomas 
Bourt's Company, and Sir Benjamin Berry's Com- 
pany's (both commanded by their Licutenants,) 


y Capt. Rotheram's Company, (commanded bj 
. himſelt) by Capt. Hobby's Company commanded 


by himſelt) Capt. Nu/e's (commanded by his 
Lieutenant) and by Capt. Roger Harvey his Come 
pany, (himſelf commanding in chief as Captain 
of the Watch there that Night, for as every Co- 


lonel watched each third Night, ſo every Cap- 


rain watched in one Place or other each ſecond _ 
Night.) Alfo this Night the Fort on the . 
5 5 : VV 
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ſide near the Town, between the two Camps, 


which was caſt up the Day before, was manned 


by Capt. Flower (commanding in chiet) and his 
Company, by Capt. Spencer and his Company, by 
Capt. Dillon and his Company, and by the Com- 


panics of Sir Arthur Savage, Sir John Dowdal, 
Capt. Maſterſon, and Sir William Warren, (com- 


manded by their Lieutenants) together with cer- 


tain Squadrons out of the Earl of Thomond's 


Quarter in our ſecond Camp, which ſtood in 


Guard without the Trenches. Now within an 


Hour after Night, and ſome two Hours before 


the Moon roſe, it being very dark and rainy, the 
Spaniard impatient of the Fort's Building, the 


Day before ſo cloſe to the Town's Weſt-gate, 
and reſolving to attempt bravely on our Ordnance, 
_ planted on the Eaſt- ſide, made a brave Sally with 


tome 2000 Men, and firſt gave ſlightly towards 


the Trenches on the Welt-ſide, but preſently 


with a Groſs and their chief Strength fell upon 


the Trenches, in which the Artillery lay on the 


_ Eaft-fide, continuing their Reſolution to force it 
with excceding Fury, having brought with them 


Tools of divers Sorts, to pull down the Gab- 


bions and the Trenches, as alſo Spikes, to cloy 

the Ordnance. The Alarm being taken in the 
Camp, the Marthal and Scrjeant Major, Sir 

Richard Moryſon, Sir William Forteſcue, Sir Francis 


Ruſh, and Capt. Roe, ſallied preſently with ſome 
600 Men towards the Cannon, and Sir Benjamin 


Berry with ſome 100 Men fell directly towards 
the Port of the Town next to the Camp, and 
the Lord Deputy ſent out Sir Oliver St. John witn 


Seconds. Upon the Marſhal's Arrival and Charge, 


the Enemy brake, and our Men did Execution ö 
pon them. Sir Benjamin Berry fell directly up- 


on the Enemy's Seconds, whom he charged and 


brake, killing many of them, and taking the 
Commander of that Body, being an ancient Cap- 


tain, 
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tain, of great Eſtimation with the Enemy. At 


the ſame time the Enemy gave upon our Trenches 


and Fort built the Day before on the Weſt-ſide, 


and continued the Attempt long with great Fury, 


till Capt. Flower in Heat and without Direction, 
ſallying out of the Fort, to follow Part of their 
Forces diſcomfited, the Enemy entered the Fort 
before he could return, and poſſeſſed themſelves 
of our Trenches. Vet ſtill our Men continued 


the Fight, and Sir William Godolphin gave many 


brave Charges with his Horſe, to countenance 
our Men, till the Earl of Clanrickard was ſent to 


ſecond them on this Part, with Capt. Skipwith, 
Capt. Clare, Capt. Boiſe, Capt. Thomas Bourke, 
and ſome o Men (for the reſt of the Regiment 


was not advanced fo far.) Then his Lordſhip 
and the reſt charged the Enemy's Groſs, being 


without the Fort, and break them, and did Exc- 


cution upon them falling towards the Town, and 


fo returning thence, entred the Welt Fort again, 
with little Reſiſtance, for the Enemy abandoned 


it. This Fort his Lordſhip and his Company 
made good, till he was relieved from the Lord 


Deputy. In this Sally, in all, the Enemy left in 


the Field above 120 dead Bodies, beſides ſuch as 


were killed near the Town, and could not next 


Day be diſcerned by us. And we took 13 Priſo— 
ners, among whom was a Captain Reformado (as 
they term them, for Honour of Antiquity) who 
was taken by Henſloe, Captain of our Pioneers, and a 
Ser jeant, and a Drum. After we heard by ſome 
of the Town, that they left dead above 200 of 


their beſt Men, among whom were two Captains, 


two Alteroes, and the Serjeant Major (being the 
ſecond Commander to Don Jean,) and Don Carlos, 
and that more than 200 of them were hurt. On 
our Part Capt. Flower, Capt. Skipwith, and the 


Fuarl of Claurictard's Lieutenant were hurt, and 


Capt. Spencer, and Capt. Dillon, and Capt. Flower's 
B 3 Licutenanr,

Lieutenant, were killed in the Weſt Fort, who 
ſaying in 'the Fort when Capt. Flower {allied, 
were there found dead in the Place which they 
we © commanded to make good, and with their 
Fa es to the Enemy, in as honourable Manner as 
cou d be expected from any Soldier. The Ene- 
my ſa'lving on our Fort guarding our Cannon, 
clo'ed a Demi culverin of ours, which being a 
little cr:{-d, was left without the Fort, but the 
next Murning it was made ſerviceable again. Some 
of them were killed upon the Cannon, and upon 
the Powder, and the "Trenches about the Cannon 
were in ſome places filled with dead Bodies; for 
in that particular Attempt oy left 72 Bo- 
dies dead in the Place, and thoſe of their beſt 
Men, whereof ſome were found having Spikes 
and Hammers to cloy the Cannon. And in gene- 
ral among the dead Bodies many were found to 
| have Spells, Characters, and hallowed Medals, 
which they wore as Preſervations againſt Death, 
and moſt of them when they were ſtripped, were 
ſeen to have Scars of Venus Warfare. We took 
ſome 45 Shovels, and as many Mattocks, and 
much Arms, left in the Field, which Tools were 
ſo maſſy, as they had great Advantage of us there- 
in, and the Sight of them would have put her 
Mia; [eſty's Miniſters of the Ordnance to ſhame, 
who for private Gain ſent fale Ware to us, unfit 
to be uſed. In defending this Fort of the Can- 


non, Capt. Rotheram and James Blount Enfign, - 


won great Reputation by their Valour, and the 
Courage they gave to others. Becauſe the Earl 
of Clanrickard's Company had watched the Night 
before this, Sir ferry Folliot was ſent with his 
Regiment to guard the Weltern Fort till Mor- 
„ing. | | 
Some Hour . this Skirmiſh, the Lord 

Nepaty was advertiſed by one Donnogh 6 Driſcol, 
that {1x m_ if Ships were put into Cafle-haven, 

and 
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and that ſix more were ſent with them from the 
Eroyne, but in the Way were ſcattered from theſe 
by Tempeſt, and that fince it was not known 
What became of them. That in theſe ſix Ships 
arrived, were 2000 Spaniards, with great Store 
of Ordnance and Munition, and that by their Re- 
port 20000 more were coming preſently after 
them. The zd of December, by reaſon of rainy 
Weather, nothing could be done, only upon Re— 
lation of a French Run- away, that the Enemy 
purpoſed to ſally again, ſome of our Men were 
for a ſhort time drawn to Arms, but in vain. 
The 4th Day we received a Confirmation of 
the Spaniards Arrival at Caſlo-haven, whereupon 
it was reſolved in Council that our firſt Cam 


ſhould be more ftrongly fortified, and that all our 


Horſe ſhould be drawn into it, and that the Quar- 
ter or leſſer Camp on the Welt-f1de (conſiſting 
now only of three Regiments, namely, of the _ 
Ear] of Thomond, Sir Richard Percy, and Sir Chri- 
ſtopher Ft. Laurence) ſhould riſe and fit down far- 
ther off, towards the South-gate, having another 
Regiment added to ftrengthen it, drawn out of 
the firſt Camp on the North-ſ{ide of the Town, 
where the Lord Deputy lodged, the Lot whereof 
fell to Sir Charles Wilmot that our Trenches and 
Fort on the Eaſt-fide for the guarding of the Can- 
non ſhould be committed to the continual Guard 
of Capt. Blaney, and our Fort at the Weſt-gate 
to Capt. Get; and that our Battery ſhould ceaſe 
till thoſe Storms of new Spaniſh Supplies and 
the Iriſb Rebels drawing near were over. Mts 
A Drum was ſent to the Town to offer 
Don Jean Liberty to bury his Dead, which 
Meſſage he received with due Reſpect, but 


. prayed us to bury them, with Promiſe to do the 


like for any of ours happening to fall in his 
Power; and becauſe our Drum, according to 
his Direction, expoſtulated with Don Jean, that 
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howſoever the Spaniſh Priſoners were well uſed 
by us, yet his Lordſhip heard that one of our Men, 
taken in the laſt Sally, after he was hurt, ſo long 


as he gave himſelf out to bean /r;/bman was kept 


in the Hoſpital, but after being diſcovered to be 


an En7iſhman was drawn out and killed; for this 
Cauſe Don Jean ſent back with him a Spaniſh 


Drum to the Lord Deputy intreating Burial for 


his dead, with the foreſaid Promiſe to do the like 
for ours; and for the Expoſtulation, denying 
any ſuch Thing done to his Knowledge, with 

Proteſtation to puniſh it highly if he could diſ- 
cover any ſuch thing to have been done. The _ 
firſt his Lordſhip promiſed to do as a Chriſtian= 
like Act, though he knew the Inequality of the _ 


Offer, having ſo many of their Bodies preſently 
in his Power. For the ſecond, his Lordſhip reſt- 


dd fatisfied, yet his Lordſhip did further expoſtu- 
| Hate with the Drum, that upon our Summons of 
the Town, after martial Manner, they were not 
content to return a reſolute Anſwer, but added 
{candalous Words, terming us meſchini. To _ 
which he anſwered, proteſting that the Speech 

was ill delivered by an Harquebuzier who under- 
took to interpret it, but could not do it rightly. 
His Lordſhip alſo excepted to a Kind of Chal» 
lenge ſent by Non Fear, that the Queſtion be- 


tween England and Spain ſhould be try'd by Com- 
bat between them two, this Trial being in nei- 


ther of their Powers by Commiſſion, nor in Don 


Jean's Will, though he had the Power; beſides 
that the Council of Trent forbad the Romaniſts to 


fight in Campo Steccato (or Combat in the Field) 
io as this Meſſage was rather quarrelſome than 
honourable, which otherwiſe his Lordſhip pro- 
teſted to be moſt willing to accept, with Thanks 


for the noble Offer. Laſtly, his EA way re- 


membred that at our firſt ſetting down he ſent a 
Drum to Don Jean with this Meſſage, That 
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' whereas his Lordſhip underſtood certain Ladies 


and Women to be in the Town, he offered them 
before the playing of our Artillery free Leave to 
depart, or remaining there ſtill, to command any 
Proviſion for themſelves which our Camp afforded; 
and that Don Jean made an uncivil Anſwer, that 
© he would not be his Bawd. To theſe Excepti- 
ons he anſwered with a Spaniſh Shrug of the 
Shoulder, as having no Knowledge nor Com- 
miſſion to ſatisfy his Lordſhip therein. So his 
Lordſhip proteſted, that all the Courteſ/ offered 
hitherto by him proceeded out of that onoura- 
ble Reſpect which uſeth to pals between! noura- 
ble Enemies, and becauſe he would ever be true 
to his own Honour whatſoever others were to 
| theirs : But in Cale it were conceived to proceed 
of any Reſpect of the Greatneſs or Power of the 
| Spaniſh Nation, or his own Fear, that he would 


hereafter ſhew how much he diſdained ſuch ill 


Interpretations of Courtefy z and ſo his Lordſhip 


diſmiſſed the Drum. 
This Night the Spaniards attempted ſomething 


2 by Boats againſt our Sentinels, but were foon 


beaten back again. The 5th Day, Sir Rich Le- 


viſon, though the Wind hindered the going out 
of Kinſale Harbour, yet with towing got out the 
. Warſpite, the Defiance, the Swiftſure, the Mar- 
line, one Merchant, and a Carvil, and with them 
went to ſeek the Spaniſa Fleet newly arrived at

The ſame Day the 4 Regiments above- named 


did remove to the new camping Place, as was de- 
.. termined the Day before. 1 


The 6th Day, at 10 in the Morning, our Fleet 


arrived at Caſtle-haven, and before 4 in the After- 


noon one Spaniſh Ship was ſunk, the Spaniſh 
Admiral, with 9 Foot Water in Hold, drove to 
the Shore upon the Rocks, the Vice-admiral 
with two others drove likewiſe a-ground, moſt

of the Spaniards quitting their Ships. Our Fleet 


Was forced to ſtay there the next Day by contrary 
Winds, and the Spaniards having landed ſome 
Ordnance play'd upon our Ships all the Day, but 


the Night following they warped out, and the

The 6th Day likewiſe a Scottiſʒh Bark bringing 


Soldiers from Spain, and being one of the Fleet 
newly arrived at Caſtle-haven, but ſevered from 
them at Sea by Storm, came into the Harbour of 
Kinſale, and put the Spaniards, being 80, into 
our Hands, who were brought to the Camp and

that he heard at the Groine that the Adilantado, 
being then at Port Sf.

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The Spaniards then examined on Oath ſaid, 
That there is in the Fleet with Siriago not above 
1000, divers of them taken out of the Jails, and 


very poor and naked, whereof one whole Com- 
pany of Portingals was taken out of Priſon : 


that the Admiral is laden with Biſquet, Powder, 1 


and Match, and 2 Cannons for Battery: that the 
whole Fleet conſiſts of 10 Sail, whereof the Ad- 
miral and Vice-admiral are Hulks of 300 Tuns, 
as they eſteemed them, the reſt ſmall Barks of 
divers Nations: That Siriago commands the Fleet, 
and Capt. Alonzo del Campo commands the Foot 
in chief, being a Captain of the Terceres, who 
hath an old Company, and Savedra hath another 
old Company, but is himſelf a young Soldier: 
that they heard nothing that Kin/ale was beſieged : 
that Brittingdona was at Lisbon, and that they were

5 3000 Italiaus was to come for Ireland, that the

This 6th Day of December all the Ordnance was

Town where the Lord Deputy lodged, that we 
might the better attend the Service of the Field, 
having our Artillery commodiouſly placed, ſince

The 7th Day the Lord Deputy advertiſed Ma- 
ſter Secretary in Eugland of all theſe Particulars, 
adding, that we daily heard very hot Alarms of 


Tyrone's Purpoſe to relieve the Town, who, 


ſtrengthened with the above-named Forces, was 


now lodged in Woods and inacceſſible Strengths 


very near to our Camp, ſo as he hindred us from 
Forage for our Horſe, and from the Helps we 


formerly had out of the Country for Suſtcntation 


of our Army; and that his Neighbourhood on 
the one Side, and the Spaniards in Kinſals on the

other, kept us at a Bay from proceeding in our 
Approaches and Battery: Beſides that our laſt Sup- 
plies were in this ſhort Time incredibly waſted, 
the new Men dying by Dozens each Night thro? 
the Hardneſs of the Winter Siege; whereunto 


they were not inured. Yet his Lordſhip {till 


made good his firit Hope of Victory, though it 


were eferred, and that which he thought to have 
attempted with Safety to the State and Eaſe to 


the Army, was now to be done with Hazard to 


the State (inſeparable from great Actions) and 
greater Painfulneſs to the Soldier (to be endured _ 


with Patience.) 


The 8th Day our Artillery was placed in the

Time all, ſaving the Watch vere diſmiſſed to 


This Night Sir Richard Leviſon returned from 


Caſtle-haven with the Queen's Ships into the 


Harbour of Kin/ale, and came to the Camp to 


give the Lord Deputy Account of the good Ser- 


vice done there.

_ ourſelves (we acknowledge) hoped, we

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confident it will) that nothing hath been want- 
ing in our Endeavours to bring this Work to the 
deſired Concluſion, but that a more flow Pro- 
ceeding hath been unavoidably occaſioned by 
the flow and untimely coming to us of thoſe 
Means and Proviſions, without which it is im— 


poſſible to be effectually active, and the ariſing of 
new Accidents and Impediments in the mean time, 
which made our Work more difficult, and there- 


fore will not (we hope) be imputed any Fault of 


ours. Since the Arrival of the Queen's Ships, 
the Forces, Artillery, and other Proviſions out of 
England, we have ſo annoy'd this Town with Bat- 
tery in all Parts thereof, as the Breach was almoſt 
aſſaultable, and the Houſes in the Town much 
beaten down, to the great weakning of the 
Defendants, inſomuch as we were not without 
Hope to be offered it by Compoſition, or within 
a little more time to have entered it by Force, 
though that was held a Courſe of much Hazard 
and Loſs, in regard they within are very ſtrong 
in Bodies of Men, which we know to be moſt 


certain. The Spaniard, finding how hardly he 


Was laid to, importuned Tyrone and 6 Donnel with 
their Forces to come to relieve him, they both 
are accordingly come and encamped not far from 


the Town. And now 1000 more Spaniards are 
arrived at Caſtie-haven, with great Store of Mu- 


nition and Artillery, and report that a greater 


Force is coming after, which doth ſo bewitch 


this People, as we make Account all the Coun- 
try will now go out, as molt of them have done 
already, as in our former Letters we ſignified that 
we feared. 6 Donnel's Forces are ſaid to be 4000 
and to be joined with the Spaniards that landed 


at Caſtle-haven, and Tyrone's (as we hear gene- 


rally) to be as many more, and ſince his Paſſage 


through 
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through the Country hither, Tyre} with many 


other Leinſter Rebels (as it is ſaid) are joined with 
him, and coming alſo hither. By theſe Means 
we are induced to leave our Battery for a Time, 


and to ſtrengthen our Camps, that we may be 


able to endure all their Fury, as we hope we 


ſhall, and keep the 'Town ſtill beſieged and fo in- 


veſted as we are not out of Hope in the End to 


carry it, notwithſtanding all that they can do. 


Yet ſince it is now moſt apparent that the King 
of Spain means to make this Place the Seat of 
the War, not only for the gaining of this King- 


dom, but from time to time to puſh for England, 


if he ſhould get this, (for ſo ſome that we have 


taken and examined do confeſs,) and that the 
whole Strength of the 7ri/þ are drawn and draw- 


ing hither to ſet up their Reſt, to get that Li- 


berty (as they call it) that they have ſo long 
ſought for. We muſt earneſtly intreat your 
Lordſhips to ſupply us, and that ſpeedily, of all 
Things neceſſary for ſo great a War as this is like 
to be. We hold it a Matter of Neceſſity that 
| 4000 Foot more be ſent us preſently, without 


ſtaying one for another to come together, but as 


they can be levied and ſhipped away, and we de- 
fire good Choice may be made both of the Men

tertainment for the Preachers and the Cannoneers

= niards, and to furniſh us with Victuals, Muni- 


tion, and Money, for Eaſterly Winds are rare at 


this Time of the Year, and without every of 
theſe this Action cannot be maintained, but that 
the Army will break and come to nothing: Neither 
will this Country now afford us any Thing, no 
not ſo much as Meat for our Horſes, and there- 
fore we muſt likewiſe be humble Suitors that 


2000 Quarters of Oats may ſpecdily be ſent us, 
without which undoubtedly our Horſes will 


be ſtarved. The Particulars of our Wants, 
both of Munition and Victuals, are ſet down 
by the Maſter of the Ordnance and the Victualler 
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for this Province, and we have made Choice of 
Sir Oliver St. John to ſollicite your Lordſhips 
for a ſpeedy and favourable Diſpatch, as alſo to 
give Satisfaction in all Things wherein it may 


pleaſe your Lordſhips to require a more particu- 


lar Information, in regard he is well acquainted 
with all things that have paſſed here, otherwiſe, 
as we were unwilling to have ſpared him, ſo we 
found him very unwilling to leave the Service at 


this time, had not I, the Deputy, enjoined him 
to undertake this Buſineſs, knowing he could beſt _ 
Hatisfy your Lordſhips in any Particular that you 
might doubt of. We have allo held it very fit 


humbly to ſignify to your Lordſhips, that where 
we heard from the Council of Dublin, and other- 


wiſe, of her Majeſty's Purpoſe to ſend ſome Scots, 


that it would now very much advance the Ser- 


vice, for if 4000 Scots (which we think a con- 
venient Number) might ſpeedily be landed there 


to join with the Engliſh at Loughfoyle and Carrick- 


fergus, while Tyrone keeps here with the Forces | | 


of that Country, they would no doubt in ſhort 


Time make ſo great a Spoil there as he ſhould 
never be able to ſubſiſt to maintain a War any 


more, anda great Part both of the Eugliſh Forces and 


of them, after having {wept thoſe Countries bare, 


which they might quickly do, might draw hither 
to our Aſſiſtance with great Part of the Prey, 


which would abundantly relieve both them and 
us with Victual, and ſo ſtop the Paſſages behind '! 
him as he ſhould never be able to return; but 

that the War both of Spain and Ireland might 


have an End together here, whereof we cannot 
but wiſh your Lordſhips to have due Conſidera- 
tion, and humbly pray you to excuſe us for making 


thus far bold, which nothing ſhould have led us 
_ unto but Zeal and Affection to the Service.. 
Laſtly, whereas the Enemy's Fleet at Lisbon, un- 
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der the Conduct of Bretandona, is (by Intelligence 
trom Spain) aſſuredly intended for theſe Parts, to 
bring Supplies to Kinſale within a Month or fix 
Weeks: And whereas we find the great Impor- 
rance of this Service depending on the Counte- 

nance of her Majeſty's Fleet, to have the ſame 
with us as well to guard the Harbour and repel 
= the Enemy's Landing, as alſo to guard our Ma- 
gazines of Munition and Victuals, which muſt 
be kept in Ships, we having no other Conveni- 
ency to keep them: We have made humbly bold 
do ſtay the Fleet commanded by Sir Richard Levi- 
pon, and do in like ſort beſeech your Lordſhips 
to victual them for three Months longer with all 
poſſible Speed, for they are now victualled only 
till the zoth of January And becaule fo great a 
Quantity of Victuals as will ſerve them for that 
time can hardly be fo ſoon provided, we humbly 
_ - defire that this Supply of their Victuals may be 
ſent unto them in Parts, as it can be made ready: 
And becauſe this Fleet, by the Opinion of the 
beſt experienced in Sca-ſervices, (whom we for 
our Parts do believe,) muſt neceſſarily be divided, 
and yet is too {mall to ſerve in two Parts, we 
humbly pray that ſome ſuch Addition of Ships, 
as in your Wiſdoms ſhall be thought meet, may 
be ſent hither to forbid the Enemy to plant in 
other Places, as Baltimore and Beer-haven, wherc 
it is very probable they mean to plant; by which 
Diviſion of the Fleet better Service may be ex- 
pected than otherwiſe can poſſibly be performed 
For it 15 no doubt but many Opportunities will be 
offered to fight with the Enemy which other- 
wiſe cannot be looked for. This we humbly ſub- 
mit to your Lordſhips favourable Conſideration, 
not forgetting (as earneſtly as we may) to recom- 
mend to your Lordſhips good Favour Sir Richard 
Leviſon, Admiral of this Fleet, who hath ſhewed 
himſelf a moſt worthy Gentleman, both in per-

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forming of that Service upon the Shaniſh Ships at 
Caſtle-haven (which in our Journal is expreſled,) 
as allo in n himſelf painful, careful, wiſe, 
and valiant in the whole Courſe of all Affairs 
which your Lordſhips committed to his Charge, 
and that in ſuch Meaſure as we think a more ſuf- 
_ ficient and pallant Gentleman could not have 
been choſen for ſuch an Employment. And ſo 
we moſt humbly take Leave, Oc. 


By the ſame Diſpatch the Lord Deputy wrote this 
following Letter to Maſter Secretary in England. 


Know that all great Actions are accompanied 
L with many Difficulties, neither are they ſtrange 
to me, that have put on a mind to indure any 
thing for ſuch a Miſtreſs, in ſuch a Quarrel; and 
with Chearfulneſs ſhall I ſuffer the Extremity of 
Hardneſs, and Adventure, if it ſhall pleale her 
Majeſty ſo graciouſly to interpret our Labours, as 
to believe (as it is true) that our Difhcultics ariſe 


out of themſelves, and not from any Defect of 
our Councils or Endeavours. For my ſelf, I pro- | 


teſt that I do faithfully propound unto my ſelf, 
whatſoever I preſume are her Majeſty's chief Ends, 
to make a ſpeedy, ſafe, and honourable Conclu- 


fion of this War, which to no private Man 


would be more unſupportable than to my ſelf, 
were I not upheld by my Duty and Affection to 
her Service. I do conceive that it 1s apparent, 
that the King of Spain is reſolved to make a pow- 
ertul War with England, and that he hath choſen 
this Country to be the Seat thereof, where we 
that are her Majeſty's Miniſters here, muſt either 
mar, or give way to this Foundation. If he be 
reſolved to ſend continual Supplies, and to fortify 
in ſeveral Places, the War is likely to grow long 
and difficult. For firſt, it is hard to force a 19 7 
e 5 15 „ lie 
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like Nation out of any Strength, without great 
Numbers, royal Proviſions, and 700g time, and 
how hard our Supplies of either canbe ſpared, or 
ſent in time ſo far, I fear the Eſtate doth already 
feel too much. The Neceſſity of making head 
to an Enemy (who having the Hearts of all this 
People, ſhall have all their Helps, if they durſt,) 
doth draw our Army to indure all the Incommo- 
dities of a miſerable Winter's Siege, wherein, 
without all Prevention, the greateſt Part of our 
Strength will decay, before we be ready (in our 
chief Deſign of forcing the Town) to uſe it. 
And if otherwiſe we Hould uſe in this Work 
more than adviſed haſte, we might cafily hazard 
the Loſs of this Kingdom; for little Diſaſters to 
us will be conceived Overthrows, and believe, 
Sir, that nothing contains even the beſt of this 
Country Inhabitants, but the Proſperity and Re- 
putation of our Army; ſo that, although it may 
pleaſe God to enable us to cut off the Thread of 
this War, ſooner than we ſee reaſon to preſume 
of, yet becauſe we have juſt reaſon to expect 
a growing Enemy, and in ſo great a Cauſe, it 
mult pleaſe her Majeſty, either to bend and main- 
tain her Royal Power this Way, or by ſome At- 
tempt in his own Countries, to divert his Pur- 
pole for this; for otherwiſe if he perſiſt in his 
Purpoſe for Jreland, if he once grow of Power 
to break the Banks of our Oppoſition, he will 
ſuddenly (and not by Degrees) overflow all. Hi- 
therto it hath pleaſed God to proſper us, in all we 
have undertaken, or hath been undertaken againſt 
us; we have won whatſoever the Enemy was 
poſſeſſed of without the Town; we have taken 
above 200 Spaniſh Priſoners ; there are (as we are 
certainly informed) above 1000 dead and killed of 
them in the Town, the which we have now as 
throughly inveſted as may be : But on the other 
Side, the whole Force of Bone and 6 Donne!, 
. C4 - oy with 
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with all the Strength of the Rebels of Ireland, 
do he within fix Miles of us, and to their Aſſiſt- 
ance they have the Spaniſh Supplies, and (that which 
is worſt) their Munition and Proviſions z the 
whole Province either 1s joined with them, or 
{ſtand Neutrals; and what Uſe ſoever the Enemy 


maketh of them, I am ſure we receive by them 


no Manner of Aſſiſtance. Notwithſtanding all 
this, I hope we ſhall give a good Account of the 
Beſieged; hut we have reaſon to proceed with 


great Caution, having a deſperate Enemy before 


us, and ſo many that are ingaged in the ſame For- 

tune behind us. For Tyrone and 6 Donnel have 
quit their own Countries, to recover them here, 
or elle to loſe all. Now, Sir, to enable us inthis

dible ſoever you think it, that of 2000 Men you

| little more than 500, and yet we can well juſtify,

John, becauſe I preſume 
he can fatisfy you in many things, which b 
Writing we can hardly do. Once more I thought 
good ro remember you, that I proteſt before the 
_ eternal God, that it grieveth me to ſee her Ma- 
jeſty ſo ill ſerved in her Muſters, from the Abuſes 
whereof (as I have done heretofore) I do utterly

the Service I deſire, to enjoy a quiet, private 
Life, and that her Majeſty may never more have 
need of Men of our Profeſſion.

The 14th Day was ſo rainy, and ſo tempeſtuous 
in Winds, as we could not ſtir out, to proceed 
any thing in our Buſineſs. The 15th our Artille- 
ry, planted by the Camp on the Weſt-ſide, did 


play upon the Tops of the Caſtles in the Town, 
where the Enemy's Shot were placed, that from 


thence they might annoy our Men, working 


in the Trenches, and in the Platform, and. at- 
tending our Artillery. Our Pieces brake 
down many of theſe Caſtles, and killed ma- 
ny of their Shot lodged in them. Likewiſe in 
the Night, while our Men were making new 
Approaches, our Ordnance played upon the 
Town, and many Vollics of {ſmall Shot were ex- 
changed between us and the Enemy. 
The 16th Day the ſame Ordnance played in 
like ſort upon the Caſtles in the Town, and did 
much Hurt to the Men there lodged. The 17th 
Day was very tempeſtuous with Rain, and eſpe- 
cially Wind, and ſo continued all Night, 
„ he ca whic 
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which Cauſe our Artillery played but ſeldom up- 
on the Town. And this Night the Spaniards 
{allied, and break down a Platform, which we 
had begun the Day before, with Purpoſe to plant 
our Artillery there; whereupon a flight Skirmiſh 
fell between us and them, but with little or no 
Hurt on either Side. The 18th Day our Artille- 
ry continued to play upon the Town. And this 
Day his Lordſhip intercepted this following Let- 
ter, which he commanded me to tranſlate out of 
Spaniſh into Engliſh. 


To the Prince 6 Neal, and Lord 6 Donnel. 


I Thought your Excellencies would have come 


at Don Ricardo his going, ſince he had Order 


from you to ſay, that upon the Spaniards coming 


to you (from C2ſtle-haven,) you would do me that | 
Favour. And ſo I beſeech you now you will do 


it, and come as ſpeedily and well appointed as may 


be. For I aſſure you, that the Enemies are tired, 
and are very few, and they cannot guard the third 
Part of their Trenches, which ſhall not avail _ 
them, for reſiſting their firſt Fury, all is endet.

for I will give them well to do this Way, being |

The 19th Day was ſo extream rainy, as we 
could do little or nothing. The 2oth in the 
Morning being very fair, our Ordnance played, 
and break down good Part of the Wall of the 
Town. And to the end we might ſharpen Tyrone 
(whoſe lying ſo near did more annoy us, by keep- 
ing Relief from us, than he was like to hurt us 
by any Attempt;) or if Tyrone's Force came not 
up ſooner, that we might proceed more roundly, 
this Day another great Breach was made beneath 
the Platform, and though many Shot were made 
to hinder us, yet by the next Morning the Work 
was brought to good Perfection. The Night 


was ſtormy, with great Lightning and terrible 


Thunder, to the Wonder of all, conſidering the 
_ Seaſon of the Year, and this Night came certain 
Intelligence, that Tyrone, drawn on by Don Jean's 
Importunity, determined preſently to ſet up his 
Reſt for the Relicf of the Town, and that the 
next Night he would lodge within a Mile and 
half of our Camp. 5 : e 
The 21ſt our Scouts confirmed tze 
ſame, and towards Night Tyrone ſnew- 2 Ale ow 
ed himſelf with all his Horſe and Foot, and roo. 
upon a Hill within a Mile of us, in TSR 
the Way to Cori. Whereupon two Regiments 
of our Foot, and moſt of our Horſe being drawn 
out of the Camp, made towards them : But _

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they ſaw our Men reſolutely come forward, they © 
fell back to a Faſtneſs of Wood and Water, where 
they encamped. 2 
This Night being light with continual Flaſh- 
ll ings of Lightning, the Spaniards fallied again, 
If and gave upon a Trench, newly made beneath 
1 our Canon, but were the ſooner repelled, becauſe 
i we kept very ſtrong Guards, and every Man was 
ready to be in Arms, by reaſon of Tyrone's being 
ſo near unto us. nk : 
The 224d Tyrone's Horſe and Foot often ſhewed

Our 
Artillery ſtill played upon the Town, that they 
might ſee we went on with our Buſineſs, as if

one Camp, and the Spaniards upon the other, 
meaning to ſpare no Man's Life but the Lord 
1 . Dtieputy's 
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Deputy's and his. Don Jean del Aguila after con- 
feſſed to the Lord Preſident, that not with ſtand- 
ing our Sentinels, he and Tyrone the Night fol- 
lowing, had three Meſſengers the one from the 
other. All the Night was clear with Lightning 
(as in the former Nights were great Lightnings 
with Thunder) to the Aſtoniſhment of many, in 
reſpect of the Seaſon of the Year. And I have 
heard 25 many Horſemen of good Credit, and 
namely by Capt. Piteman, Cornet to the Lord 
Deputy's Troop, a Gentleman of good Eſtima- 


tion in the Army, that this Night our Horſemen 
fer to watch, to their ſeeming did ſee Lamps burn 


at the Points of their Staves or Spears in the 'J 


midſt of theſe Lightning Flaſhes. Tyrone's Guides 
miſſed the Way, ſo as he came not up to our 
Camp by Night, as the Spaniards ready in Arms 


hourly expected, but early about the Break of the 


. next Day. © 


The 24th of December, ſome half Hour before 


Day, the Lord Deputy in his Houſe fitting at 
Council with the Lord Preſident and Maſter Mar- 
hal, as thinking the intended Enterprize of the 

Enemy by ſome Accident to be broken, ſuddenly 
one of the Lord Preſident's Horſemen called him 
at the Door, and told him, that Tyrone's Army 


was come up very near to our Camp. And Sir 


when he diſcovered that Tyrone with his Forces 


was on Foot marching towards the Camp, pre- 
ſently advertiſed the Lord Deputy thereof, and 
his Lordſhip being always in Readineſs to enter 
tain them (ſeldom going to Bed by Night,) and | 
at this time (as J ſaid) ſitting in Council, when he 
heard that they were advanced within three Quar- 
ters of a Mile to our Camp, cauſed all our Men 


to draw into Arms in the Quarter, and himſelf 


wards our Scouts, whence he ſent the Marſhal 


Sir 
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Richard Greame, having the Scout that Night, 3 


with the Marſhal attending him, advanced to- 
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EE Sir Richard Wing field, to take View of the Ene- 
my, and he brought him Word, that they were 
in the ſame Place formerly advertiſed. Upon his 
Return the Lord Deputy left for Defence of the 
great Camp on the North- ſide, his Lordſhip's 
- own Regiment, under his Lieutenant Sir Benja- 
min Berry, the Lord Preſident's Regiment (who 
was in his Lordſhip's Abſence to command both 
Camps in Chief,) the Earl of Clanrickard's Regi- 
ment, the Lord Audley his Regiment, and Sir Ki- 
chard Moryſon his Regiment. This done, the Lord 
Deputy ſent a Corporal of the Field unto our 
leſſer Camp (or Quarter) commanded by the Earl 
of Thomond, and gave Order there for diſpoſing 
the four Regiments of the Earl of Thomond, Sir 
Richard Percy, Sir Charles Wilmot, and Sir Chri- 
ſtopher St. Laurence, and directed how to ſet all 
the Companies in their ſeveral Guards. In for- 
mer Notes I find Sir Richard Percy's Regiment 
quartered in the Earl of Thomond's Camp, but 
here I find it reckoned among them of the grea- 
ter Camp, and the Earl of Clanrickard's Regiment 
in this leſſer Camp, whereof I remember not the 
Certainty, but am ſure, howſoever they had been 
changed, that the Regiments for Number, were 
at this time thus diſpoſed in the two Camps. By 
this time the Marſhal, with ſome 400 Horſe, and 
Sir Henry Power's Regiment (being to anſwer 
Alarms, and ſo drawn out at this time, as the 
had been for three Nights before on like Occa- 
ſion) was advanced within twenty Score of the 
Enemy, the Ground riſing ſo high between them 
and our Men, as they could not ſee one the 
other. j or OL 
It was now the Break of Day, whereas Mid- 
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n night was the time appointed for the Rebels to 
it meet with Don Jean's Forces, the Spaniard being 
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Van- guard (in which were the Spaniards lately 
landed at Caſtle-haven,) and Tyrone leading their 
Battail, and Donnel their Rear, being all to ſer 
upon our chief Camp, conceiving themſelves of 
ſufficient Strength to force both our Camps at one 
Inſtant, and to make no great Work of it. 

The Lord Deputy, with the Lord Preſident in 
his Company, being come up to our Forces, led 


out againſt Tyroze, and reſolving there to give 
him Battle, commanded Sir 70%n Barkley, Ser- 
jecant-Major, to draw out of the Camp the two 


Regiments of Sir Oliver St. John and Sir Henry 


Folliot: Upon their coming up, the Enemy find- 
ing us reſolved to fight retired himſelf over a 


Ford, and the Marſhal ſeeing them diſordered in 
their Retreat ſent Word thereof by Sir Francis 
Ruſh to the Lord Deputy defiring leave to fight, 


and his Lordſhip by Sir Samuel Bagnol gave him 


leave to order that Service according as he, in 


his Diſcretion, ſhould find the Diſpoſition of the 
Enemy, and therewith ſent back Sir George Ca- 
re, Lord Preſident, with 3 Troops of Horſe to 


the great Camp, to command both Camps in 
chief and to make head againſt the Spaniards if 


they ſhould ſally out of the Town. 


But the Spaniards ſtill expecting the coming up 
of the Rebels, according to their mutual Project, 


and never imagining that we with our ſmall For- 
ces could draw out ſufficient Bands to meet and 


beat the Rebels, contained themſelves within the 


Town Walls, till (as by the Sequel ſhall appear) 


their Sallies could little profit them. 


After the ſaid Meſſage ſent to the Marſhal, 
preſently the Earl of Clanrickard came up and ex- 
ceedingly importuned the Marſhal to fight; 
whereupon the Marſhal drew a Squadron of Foot 
_ with their Drum to the Ford, and willed Sir Ri- 
chard Greames with his Horſe to march directly 
to the Ford; then the Enemy retired ay ==

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with Horſe and Foot over a boggy Ground to 


firm Land, hoping to keep that boggy Paſſage 
againſt us; then the Marſhal directed Sir Henry 
Davers (commanding the Horſe under him) with 


bis Horſe and Sir Henry Power with his Regi- 


ment of Foot to advance; who preſently came 


over the foreſaid Ford unto him. The Lord De- 


uty being upon the Hill with 2 Regiments of 
Fe commanded the Serjeant Major there attend- 


| ing him to ſecond our Men with thoſe Foot; ſo 


the Marſhal, having the Earl of Clanrickard and 
Sir Henry Davers with him, advanced with ſome 


| 100 Horſe, and began with a too Harquibuſiers 


{led by Lieutenant Cowel, a valiant Gentleman, 


marked by a red Cap he wore to be a ſpecial In- 


ſtrument in this Fight) to give Occafion of Skir- 


miſh on the Bog-fide, which the Rebels with 
ſome looſe Shot entertained, their 3 Battalions 


ſtanding firm on the one Side of the Bog, and 
our Fort on the other Side: In this Skirmiſh our 


| Foot were put up hard to our Horſe, which the 


Marſhal perceiving, put forth more Shot, which 


made the Rebels retire towards their Battail : 
then the Marſhal finding a Way through a Ford 


to the Ground where the Rebels ftood he poſ- 
ſeſſed the fame with ſome Foot, and preſently he 
paſſed over with the Earl of Clanrictard, Sir Ri- 
chard Greames, Capt. Taffe, and Capt. Fleming, 
and their Horſe, and offered to charge one of the 


Rebels Battails of 1800 Men; but finding them 


ſtand firm, our Horſe wheeled about. Now Sir 
Henry Davers with the reſt of the Horſe, Sir 
IVilliam Godolphin with the Lord Deputy's, and 
Capt. Minſhal with the Lord Preſident's Troops 
(kept by the Lord Deputy to anſwer all Accidents,) 
and our Serjeant-Major with 2 Regiments (ſent 


| by the Lord Deputy to ſecond the Regiment 
of Sir Henry Power being with the Maſhal) came 


all up, whereupon the Marſhal with the Horſe 
Vorn. II D Fe charged 
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charged Home upon the Rear of the Battle, and 
the /riſþ not uſed to fight in plain Ground, and 
ſomething amazed with the blowing up of a Gun- 
powder Bag (they having upon the like Fright 
defeated the Engliſh of old at Blackwater,) but 
moſt diſcouraged to ſee their Horſe fly (being all 
Chiefs of Septs and Gentlemen, to the Number 
of 5 or 600,) were ſuddenly routed, and our 
Men followed the Execution : the other two Bat- 
tails that ſtood ſtill, now finding this routed, 
made haſte to ſuccour them; whereupon the Lord 
Deputy ſent inſtantly Capt. Francis Roe with Sir 
Oliver St. John's Regiment (of which he was 
Lieutenant-Colonel) to charge on the Flank of 
the Vanguard, which preſently retired diſorderly, 


being followed by our Foot and Horſe; but the | 


Spaniards, landed at Caſtle-haven, marching there, 
and being not ſo good of Foot as the [rifh, drew 


cout by themſelves, yet were by Sir William Go- þ 


dolphin, leading the Lord Deputy's Troop, ſoon 
broken, and moſt of them killed, the reſt (with 
their chief Commander, Don Alonzo del Campo) 
being taken Priſoners, namely, 2 Captains, 7 Al- 
fieroes, and 40 Soldiers, whereof ſome were of 
good Quality. In the mean Time many of the 
light footed 7ri/h of the Van eſcaped, as did like- 
wile almoſt all the Rear, by Advantage of this

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The 1ri/þ Rebels left 1200 Bodies dead in the 
Field, beſides thoſe that were killed in 2 Miles

Arms: And had not our Men been greedy of the 


Spaniards Spoil, being very rich; had not our 
Foot been tired with continual Watchings long 


before in this hard Winter's Siege; had not our 
Horſe eſpecially been ſpent by ill keeping and 


Want of all Meat for many Days before, (by 
Reaſon of Tyrone's Nearneſs, ſo as the Day before 
this Battle it had been reſolved in Council to ſend 


the Horſe from the Camp for Want of Means to 


feed them, and if Tyrone had lain ſtill and not 


ſuffered himſelf to be drawn to the plain Ground 


by the Spaniards Importunity, all our Horſe muſt. 


needs have been ſent away or ſtarved ;) had not 
theſe Impediments been we had then cut the 


Throats of all the Rebels there aſſembled, for 


they never made Head againſt them that followed 


the Execution, nor ſcarce ever looked behind 
them, but every Man ſhifted for himſelf, caſting 
off his Arms, and running for Lite, inſomuch as 


Tyrone after confeſſed himſelf to be overthrown 


by a ſixth Part of his Number, which he aſcribed 
(as we muſt, and do) to God's great Work, be- 


yond Man's Capacity, and withal acknowledged 
that he loſt above 1000 in the Field, beſides ſome 


890 hurt: This we underſtood by the faithful 


Report of one who came from him ſome few 
Days after, and told the Lord Deputy more- 
over, that he tormented himſelf exceedingly for 
this his Over throw.

After the Battle the Lord Deputy in the midſt 
of the dead Bodies cauſed Thanks to be given to 


God for this Victory, and there preſently knighted 


the Earl of Clanrictard in the Field, who had 
many fair Eſcapes, his Garments. being often

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3 with Shot and other Weapons, and with 


is own Hand killed above 20 7ri/þ Kerne, and 
cried out to ſpare no Rebel. The captive Sha- 
iſh Commander, 4/onz0 del Campo, avowed that 


the Rebels were 6000 Foot and foo Horle 


whereas the Lord Deputy had but ſome 1200 


Foot, and leſs than 400 Horſe. So before Noon 


his Lordſhip returned to the Camp, where com- 


manding Vollies of Shot for Joy of the Victory,

His firſt Conference with Sir Milliam Godolphin 
tended to this. That having found the Lord De- 
puty (whom he termed Viceroy) though a ſharp 
and powerful, yet an honourable Enemy; and the 
triſh not only weak and barbarous, but (as he 
teared) perfidious Friends, he was ſo far in his Af- 
fection reconciled to the one, and diſtaſted with 
the other, as he was thereby induced to make an 
_ Overture of ſuch a Compoſition as might be ſafe 
and profitable for the State of England, with leaſt 
Prejudice to the Crown of Spain, by delivering 
into the Viceroy's Power the Town of Kinſale, 
with all other Places held by the Spaniards in Ire- 
(and, ſo as they might depart upon honourable 
Terms, fitting Men of War not forced by Ne- 
ceſſity to receive Conditions, but willingly indu- 
ced for juſt Reſpects to relinquiſh a People by 
whom their King and Maſter had been nba: ww 4 
ly abuſed, if not betrayed.

But Don Jean vowed rather 
to indure the laſt of Miſeries, than to be guilty of 
ſo foul a Treaſon againſt his King, and the Re- 
putation of his Profeſſion, though he were unable 
to ſubſiſt, much more now when he had not on- 
ly Means to ſuſtain the War, but hope by Pati- 
ence and Conſtancy to attain the beſt Ends of 
his Buſineſs. Adding, that he took it ſo ill to be 
miſunderſtood, in having an Article of this nature 
propounded to him, as if it were once more men- 
tioned, the Viceroy ſhould from thenceforth uſe 
the Advantage of his Sword, and not the Benefit 
of his former Proffers. He further ſaid, that the 
Viceroy had Cauſe rather to judge 200000

haven, which with all them periſhing, yet Balti-

: * deeply ingaged ſhould pleaſe to ſend, which might 


draw on a more powerful Invaſion, this firſt be- 
ing undertaken upon falſe Grounds, at the In-

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diſcovered their own Weakneſs, had armed his 
_ King and Maſter to rely on his own Strength, be- 
ing tied in honour to relieve his People thus ingaged. 
This (ſaid he) I ſpeak in caſe the Viceroy were 
able to force Kinſale, as I aſſure my ſelf he can- 
not, I having upon my Honour 2000 able fighting 
_ Men old Soldiers, beſides the Sick daily recover- 
ing, now better inured to the Climate, and indu- 
ring of all Hardneſs, beſides our convenient 
Means of Food, ſuch as we Spaniards can well 
live upon, and our Store of Munition moſt im- 
porting, with confident Aſſurance ſhortly to have 
new Supplies of all things. Adding that he pre- 
ſerved his Strength, to be able to front us in a 

Breach, which their Hearts not failing, they had 
Hands and Breaſts to ſtop againſt treble our Forces, 
though he would give the Viceroy that Right, 
that his Men were paſling good, yet ſpent and 
tired with a Winter's Siege, obſtinately conti- 
nued beyond his Expectation, but with ſuch Cau- 
tion and ſo good Guard, as he having watched all 
Advantages, could never make a Sally without 
Loſs to his Part, wherein he acknowledged him- 


ſelf much deceived, that grounding upon ſome _ 


Error in our Approaches, he had promiſed him- 
ſelf the Defeat of 1000 Men at leaſt, and at one 
Blow: But (ſaid he) when we meet in the Breach, 
I am confident upon good Reaſons, to lay yoo of _ 
your beſt Men on the Earth, which Loſs will 
make a great Hole in your Army, that hath alrea- 
dy ſuffered ſuch Extremity. „„ 
Laſtly, He concluded, that the King his Ma- 
ſter {ent him to aſſiſt the two Counts 6 Neal and 
6 Donnel, and he preſuming on their Promiſes to 
join their Forces with his within few Days, had 
firſt long expected them in vain, and ſuſtained the 
Viceroy's Army, and at laſt had ſeen them drawn

mond's Man was the Relator. For prevention of 
which Uncertainty hereafter, we are commanded 
in her Majeſty's Name to require you from hence- 


forward to advertiſe us frequently from time to 
time of your Proceedings, to the Intent that her

Lordſhips often, according to our beſt Informa-

for the Rebels are broken and diſperſed; 5 Don-

have done if they had regarded their Duties as 
they ought. Their tired Horſes were ſlain by 
their Riders: Their hurt Men which eſcaped at 
the Overthrow, and were carried away upon Gar- 
' Tons, died upon the Way, and 4 principal Gen- 
tlemen (whereof we underſtand Tyroze himſelf 
was one, and Mac Mahown another, the reſt are 
not known yet) were carry'd in Litters. Since 
his Departure from 6 Mulryan's Country we hear 
nothing of him, but we aſſure your Lordſhips 
that the Diſmay in which they were, and ſtill 
are, is incredible. Upon New-year's Eve, Don 
Jean ſent a Letter unto me, the Deputy, the 
| Copy whereof is here within ſent unto your 
Lordſhips. The next Day Sir William Godolphin 


was ſent with Inſtructions to receive from Don © 


Jean the Points whereof he deſired to treat, whoſe 
diſcreet Carriage in ſo weighty a Cauſe (wherein 
he performed as much as in Diſcretion and Judg- 
ment could be required) was ſuch, as (without 
doing the Gentleman wrong) we may not omit 
to recommend him to your honourable Favours, 
he being (as by Experience we may truly report) 
wiſe, valiant, and of many extraordinary good 
Parts. The Copy of the Articles agreed upon 
between us and Don Jean, ſubſcribed by either 
Part, your Lordſhips with theſe ſhall likewiſe 
receive, hoping that in the ſame we have 
done nothing but that which ſhall be ago 


to your Lordſhips, and which (as we ſuppoſe) 


our preſent Eſtate (duly confidered) vehemently 
urged us to embrace. Now our great Care is to 
haſten theſe Spaniards away, who are (as Don 
Jean affirms) no leſs by Pole than 3500. The 
Defect of Shipping is our chief Want. They 
and we are in equal Pain, for they are no leſs de- 
ſirous to be gone than we are to {end them "ay 
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The Contempt and Scorn in which the Spaniards 
hold the ri/h, and the Diſtaſte which the Jri/þ 


| have of them, are not to be believed by any, but 


thoſe who are preſent to ſee their Behaviours and 


hear their Speeches; inſomuch as we may probably 
conjecture, that by ſuch time as Don Jean with 


his Forces is arrived in Spain it will be a difficult 


Thing for the /r;þ hereafter to procure Aids out 
of Spain. The Copy of the Contract for the 
Rates which Don Fear mult pay for Tunnage and 
for Victuals, for his Men in their Return, your 
Lordſhips with theſe ſhall alſo receive. The 9th 

of this Month we diſſolved the Camp, and 
brought hither with us Don Jean, who remains 

Hoſtage for the Performance of the Covenants 


between us. 


The Day following Capt. Roger Harvey and 


Capt. Flower were diſpatched Weſtward, to re- 


ceive from the Spaniards the Caſtles of Caſtle- 
haven, of Baltimore, and of Beer-haven : The 
winning of which Places, in our Judgments, (al- 
though Kinſale had been taken by Force) would 
have been more difficult unto us than that of Kin- 
ale, as well in reſpe& of the Incommodities 
which we ſhould have found in keeping a ſtrong 
and furniſhed Army in ſo remote Places, as in re- 
ſpect of the natural Strength of thoſe Places, and 
_ eſpecially of Baltimore, which with a little Art 
would be made of great Strength. Since our 
coming to Cork, I, the Deputy, to caſe her Ma- 
jeity's great and unſupportable Charges, have diſ- 
charged 2000 Foot in Lift, wherein, without all 


Reſpects of Favour, I caſt thoſe who had the 


weakeſt Companies. And as ſoon as we may be 
better ſecured, that the Spaniards purpoſe to for- 
bear any further Attempt for this Realm, (which 
in a few Months will appear,) as many as poſh- 
bly can be ſpared ſhall in like Sort be caſhiered. 
To ſuppreſs the preſent Rebellion in Munſter, I, 


the 
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the Deputy, have deſigned 4000 Foot and 325 
Horſe, which being layed in ſuch convenient 
Places as we intend to lay them, our Hope is, that 
in ſhort Time this Rebellion will be extinguiſhed : 
But until we be better aſſured from the Attempts 
of Spain for this Kingdom, the Remainder of the 
Army is diſperſed into the remote Places of the 
Province Eaſtward of Cork, and I, the Deputy, 
do purpoſe to remain here until I may be more 
ſecured, that there will be no Cauſe to draw the 
Army back into theſe Parts.

| bedience (of whoſe Aſſurance, in Caſe the Spani- 


ards had prevailed, we had Cauſe to doubt, ) we 
think it (under your Lordſhips Reformation) very 
expedient that in every of them Citadels were 
raiſed, which guarded with a few Men, and having 
| ſome Pieces of Artillery, will ever have Power 
to command them. Theſe Places being thus 
| ſtrengthened, there is no Port forgotten that may 
| be fit for the Spaniards accommodating in any 


Enterpriſe from hence upon England, for all which 
lie in Deſmond, Kerry, or Connaught, have too 


& large a Sea to paſs for England, which is ſubject 


to infinite Inconveniencies: And as for the Coaſt 
within St. George's Channel, the Dangers of it 
are ſo infinite as there is no Fear of thoſe Ports. 
Notwithſtanding it hath pleaſed God to give us 
this happy Succeſs in freeing this Realm of the 
Spaniſh Army under Don Jean, yet fearing that 
ſome ſeconds under another Commander may be 

employed hither, we humbly beſeech your Lord- 


ſhips, that you will be pleaſed to ſend the Victu- Ds 


als for which we wrote by Sir Oliver * 7%. 
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If the Spaniſh Supplies come we ſhall have Cauſe 
to expend them in this Province; if they come 
not, then our Cares ſhall be ſuch as they ſhall be 
preſerved and diſpenſed to the beſt Uſe for her 
Majeſty's Service. The like Suit we make for 
the Munitions for which we then wrote. Burt 
for the Supplies required of us in the Diſpatch 
we made by Sir Henry Davers your Lordſhips 
may pleaſe to make ſtay of them till a further 
Occaſion to uſe them: Only of 1000 thereof we 
have great Need for the reinforcing of the Com- 
panies which are weak; and theretore we deſire 
that yoo of them may land here at Cork, and the 
other oo at //aterford, and that the reſt may be 
in readineſs if we have any new Occaſion to ſend 
for them, till which Time we are unwilling to 
charge her Majeſty, or trouble your Lordſhips, 
or to draw any new Forces into theſe Parts, 
which hath made us give Direction that Sir 
Arthur Chicheſter with the 1000 Men which 
your Lordſhips have commanded him to lead hither 
| ſhall ſtay about the Newry and make the War 
there, as well defending the Pale as annoying )- 

vone; for Sir Arthur being there ſhall be near e- 
nough to us if there ſhould fall out any Occafion 
to draw thoſe Men hither. Sir Richard Moryſon 
is made the Bearer of theſe our Letters, whom 
we have choſen to ſatisfy your Lordſhips in ſuch 
Things wherein, haply, you may doubt. In par- 
ticular, we have acquainted him with the Dates 
of all our Letters which we have ſent your Lord- 
ſhips ſince the landing of the Spantards, fo as he 
can inform your Lordſhips of his own Know- 
| ledge that we all, or I, the Deputy, have written 
thus often, namely, the 23d of September, the 1ſt, 
zu, and 24th of Ofober ; the 7th and the 13th 


- of November; the 7th, 12th, and 27th of Decem- 


ber; and this preſent Diſpatch by himſelf: If 
. . Hay 
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any of theſe have miſcarried or found ſo flow 
Paſſage as your Lordſhips Expectations were not 
ſatisfied in ſuch Time as for the Services had been 
fir, we beſeech you be pleaſed to conſider that the 
like may happen to ſuch of yours as are ſent hither. 
And this may appear by your Lordſhips Letters 
which we laſt received; for the 11th of January 
(as is noted in the Beginning of this Letter) we 
received your Lordſhips of the 24th of December, 
and with it another of the 27th of that Month 
touching the Apparel, a third of the 22d of De- 
cember, yea a fourth of the 22d of November. 
Wie have licenſed Capt. Jo/fas Bodley to pals into 
Fingland upon ſome private Buſineſs importing 
him, and have addreſſed him to your Lordihips 
to receive your Pleaſure. If you reſolve upon 
any Fortiſications in this Kingdom, the Gentle-_ 
man is very well experienced and practiſed in 
that Art, and one whom in all our Works we 
have principally employed, which he hath with 
great Hazard, Labour, and Sufficiency, diſcharged. 
We find all Men here to embrace with much 
Gladneſs her Majeſty's Reſolution to leave the a- 
paralling of the Soldier, being much better con- 
tentcd to have full Pay, without detaining of any 
Sums for their Cloths, and we hope it will be a 
Mean to make the Captains keep their Compa- 
nies ſtrong. And as your Lordihips have direct- 
ed, upon Notice of the Deceaſe of the Earl of 
Deſmond, the Company allowed for him is diſ- 
charged, ſave what hath pleaſed you to continue 
to his Siſter, to the Archbiſhop of Caſhel, and 
John Power : Order is alſo taken that the Oats 
{ent over hither ſhall be iſſued at as high Rates as 
we can, but it hath never been hitherto ſeen that 
the Price exceeded 105. the Quarter, and we 
think they cannot be iſſued at a higher Rate, for 
the Soldier cannot live paying any more, but will 
rather ſuffer his Horſe to ſtarve, which would be 
T_T ET greater 
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greater Inconveniency to the Service, than if the 
Oats had not come at all, though that way alſo 
they muſt have ſtarved, if the Siege had conti- 
nued. The Spaniards ſhipped from hence to Phy- 
mouth, where either ſuch as had run away from 


the Spaniards, or ſuch as were in Nyncorran and | 


Cajtle-Nypark, and yielded upon Promiſe of their 
Lives only; and ſo much I the Deputy ſignified 
by my Letters to ihe Gentlemen of the Parts 
where they ſhould nd, of purpoſe to be made 


known to your Lordihips, and that they might 


accordingly be ſuffered to pals into France, or ſome 
other Country, which was as much as they deſired.

The Lord Prefident was deſirous to 80 over 


with this Diſpatch of pleaſing News to the Court, | 


but the Lord Deputy was loth to ſpare him, till 
the Spaniards were gone, and becauſe the Relati- 
on of this Buſineſs much concerned his Lordſhip's 
Honour, he thought it neceſſary to chuſe a Meſ- 
{cnger, as in other Parts fit for the Buſineſs, ſo 
_ eipecially found to him in Affection. And for 


| ſuch be choſe Sir Richard Moryſor, who had been 


very inward with him, till the Death of the Earl 
or He, at which time his Lordſhip began to 
gro ſomething ſtrange towards him, in regard 
that Mr. Secretary had conceived ſome Diſplea- 
{ure againſt him, about a Paſſage of his Depen- 
dancy on the ſaid Earl; yet his Lordſhip ever 
profeſſed to continue his Love to him, and pro- 
miſed at ſome fit time, to make his Peace with 
Matter Secretary.

Lord Preſident's Letters to Maſter Secretary of 


eſpecial Recommendations on his Behalf. 


Among his Inſtructions, he was directed, at his 
firſt Arrival, to repair to Sir Oliver St. John's, to 


learn of him the preſent Eſtate of the Lord De- 
puty's Aﬀairs in Court, and that after, they both 
ſhould communicate their Proceeding one with 


the other. To an imaginary Queſtion, why there

might in three Hours have fallen upon us on all 


ſides, with great Advantage, which made us draw 


the Cannon into the Camp, and to leave that 
Work, chuſing rather to inveſt them cloſe on 
the Welt-fide, which before lay open, ſo as they 


235 eaſily that Way receive Succours from the 
Rebels, and join with their Forces. Further the

as weak, as at the firſt fitting down, whereas the 
Spaniards were more now than 3000 Men by 
Pole: The Sufferings of a Winter's Siege, 
falling more upon us in the Field, than upon 
them in the Town. Beſides, if we had taken 
Ninſale by force, our Army could not poſſibly 
have marched into the Weſtern Parts, poſicfled 
by other Spaziards, till it had been refreſhed, and 


till we had new Supplies of Victuals, and Muni- 


tion, which could not caſily arrive, Eaſterly 
Winds in Winter being very rare upon this Coaſt. 


Beſides that ere we could have forced the Spa- | 


wiards in the Weſt, in all Likelihood new SHaniſß 
Supplies would have arrived, and the taking of 
thoſe remote Places, would have been more diffi- 
cult and dangerous, than that of Azz/ale, and the 


King of Spain would have been engaged in a long 


War, which by this Compoſition 1s like to be 
ended. Beſides our Army conſiſted much of 7ri/h, 
unfit for ſuch Service, as the entring of a Breach, 
ſo as therein we muſt of Neceſſity have uſed our 
old Engliſh Companies, where in all Probability 

we mult have loſt great Part, (they being eſteem- 
cad by the Sparninrds themſelves as gallant Fellows 
as ever they met, and ſuch as in truth the Loſs of 
them would be for many Ycars unrepairable.) 
And if we had been repulfed with any Blow gi- 
ven us, we had Reaſon to doubt, that all the 770 
(yea thoſe of our Army) would have turned their 
Swords againſt us; yca, if the Breach had been 


entered, the Town of Xin/ale being built all of 


Stone, the Spaniards in the Houſes would have 
made us new Work, no leſs difficult than the 


Former. Moreover, fix of our Pieces for Batte- 


ry were cralcd, ſo as we could not make any more 


than one Breach, and the Spaniards having ſo ma- 


ny Hands, and ſo large 55 of Ground with- 
in, might eaſily have ſtopped one Gap againſt us. 


And if we could have made divers Breaches, yet 
8 PR "WC. 
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we had not Powder and Bullets ſufficient for that 
Purpoſe, and for the ſmall Shot: Beſides that our 
Men were ſo waſted, as they could not guard di- 
vers Batteries, neither had we ſufficient Engi- 
neers for that Purpoſe: So that, howſocver we 
ſtood upon Terms, that Don ca thould leave 
his Munitzons and 'Treature to her Majeity, yet 
finding him make obſtinate Oppolition thereunto, 
we were forced for the above- named Reaſons, 
and many like, to make this preſent Compoſi- 
LOB Gn nf Da 1 

Likewiſe among the Inſtructions, divers Rea— 
ſons were ſet down, moving Don Jean to make 


the ſaid Compoſition, namely, the Malice he and 


the Spaniards generally had conceived againſt the 
triſh, in whole Aid they too late diſcovered no 
Confidence could judicially be placed. And for 
that they coming to fuccour Tyroze and 6 Donye!, 
could never ſee any ſuch Men, ſaying, that they 
were not In rerum naturas, (that is exiltent.) Alte 
for that Don Jean, having Inſtructions to keep 
the Field, and not to defend Kinſale, now ſince 
the Overthrow of the 1ri/h, had no hope to be 
able to come into the Field. Moreover, that his 
beſt Men in this long Siege were ſpent, in conti- 
nual Watches, and his new Men grew weak, 
with feeding only upon Rusk. Further his De- 
fire to diſingage the King his Maſter, from a 
War wherein he had little Probability to prevail, 
in reſpect of the ſmall or no Aſſiſtance, which he 
conceived might be expected from the Iriſh. Al- 
ſo for that the Treaſure he brought, being at the 
firſt but 100000 Ducats, was in great Part ex- 
hauſted, by paying the Soldiers 6 4. per diem, and 
the Commanders their Entertainments, ſo as by 
the Remainder he had no hope to work any Re- 
volt among the 7r:/h, or to give Satisfaction to 
the covetous Humours of thoſe already in Re- 
bellion. .

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The 29th January, the Lord Deputy and Council 


here, wrote to the Lords in England this fol- 
lowing Letter, 


Any it pleaſe your Lordſhips, 
IN CE our laft Diſpatch by Sir Richard Mo- 
3/01, here hath no extraordinary Matter hap- 
e that might give us juſt Cauſe now ſo ſoon 
to write again, were it not, that it pleaſed your 
Lordſhips in your laſt, to blame our Slackneſs, 
that of late we wrote too ſeldom, and to com- 


mand from hence a more frequent Advertiſement 
of our Proceedings, which for your Lordſhips 


Satisfaction we are molt careful to perform. The 
chief Point to which of late we have applied 


our ſelves, hath been the diſpatching away of the 
 Spaninrds into their Country, becaule till we have 

| freed the Country of them, we may not ſafely 
leave this Province, to follow ſuch Services in 
other Parts, as we deſire next to undertake, and 
we do the more earneſtly labour to end this, for 
that we more and more obſerve ſuch a ſettled Ha- 

rech againſt this People, both in Don Jean and 
the Shai in general, as we gather upon many 


good "Grounds, that if they could be returned be- 
tore any new Supplies come from Spain, the King 
would be caſily induced to forbear any further to 
engage himſelf in this Buſineſs, and for that they 
0 tha do proteſt, to uſe their beſt Endeavours to 


that Effect, which we hold to be . But 


the Winds continuing hitherto Weſter 


y, and for 


the moſt P art ſomew hat to the Southward, and 


Withal very much frormy, neither {uch of them 
as had Shipping, and for 2 good Space lay aboard 
to take t the firit Occaſion to be gone, can by 


any Means get out of the Harbour, nor ſuch 


Ship pins of ours as are to come from the Eafterly 


Porte, for Tranſportation of the reſt, can find the 


Means 
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Means to come about hither, nor three other 


Ships that have been long ready to go to the 
Weſtward, to take in thole at Caſtle-haven, Bal- 
timore, and Beer-haven, can by any Induſtry work 


thither for that Purpoſe, though we know they _ 
have with all Care and Earneſtneſs endeavoured it. 


So as now we grow more doubtful than before, 


that other Forces from Spain will arrive here, ere 


theſe get home, and therefore cannot but with, 
that for the Prevention thereof, her Majeſty will 
be pleaſed to continue her Reſolution, for the 
ſending of her Fleet to Sea, with as much Expe- 
dition as may be, and that the Tramontana, and 


the Moon, being Ships of ſmall Burden, and ſo 


fitteſt for the Service on this Coaſt, may preſent- 


ly be ſent hither, and the rather, for that here will 


be none left but only the Swiftſure under the Com- 
mand of Sir Amias Preſton (the two Merchants 


Ships, appointed by your Lordſhips to {tay here, 
being, the one ſent away with Sir Richard Levi- 
ſon, and the other imployed for the tranſporting 

of theſe Spaniards, by reaſon we had not other 

Ships for that Purpoſe.) And upon the ſame 
Grounds, we moſt humbly pray your Lordſhips, 


to ſend away the 1000 Foot for Supplies, and 


what elſe we deſired in our former Letters, that 


we may not be unprovided for the worſt that may 
happen, although that we are in good hope, ere 
it be long, to have good Reaſon to caſe her Ma- 
jeſty's Charge in this Country, without any Dan- 
ger to her Service here. We are further humbly 


to beſeech your Lordſhips, to procure us her Ma- 
jeſty's Warrant, to pals unto Neal Garvy 6 Don- 
nel the Country of Tyrconzel, in ſuch ſort as we 


promiſed the ſame unto him under our Hands, 


now almoſt a Year ago, fo warranted by Direc- 
tion from her Majeſty. He thinks the time long 


till he hath his Grant, and in his late Letter to 
me the Deputy, proteſts that he will do no more 


Ee Ser- 
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Service, until he have ſeen me, or that his Grant 
be performed; for which though I have blamed 
him, as I juſtly might, that being an unfit Fa- 
ſhion of Writing for any Subject, yet the Rude- 
neſs of his Education, and his For wardneſs and 
Ability to do Service 'confidered, we cannot but 
acknowledge, that we hold it very meet, that 
we ſhould perform unto him what we promiſed, 
which to do, we want Warrant from her Maje- 
ſty; and therefore deſire to have it with your 

Lordſhips next Diſpatch, for we know he will 

earneſtly call upon it. We do not hear of any 

Head of Importance or Strength, that remains 
gathered together of the Rebels, ſo that we hope, 
that if no more 8p2iſh Succours do arrive, their 

Force will quickly come to nothing. But be- 
cauſe we cannot aſſure the Subjects, what further 
Aſſiſtance the Rebels ſhall reccive out of Sparn, 
and for that if the King ſend any more, we pre- 
ſume he will do it in a far greater Meaſure than 

| | heretofore, as having Experience not to truſt in 

| the Force of the Rebels, and therefore Reaſon to 

1 rely upon his own Strength. We moſt humbly 
deſire your Lordſhips for a while to continue | 

.=- your honourable Cares of our Affairs, and to en- 

able us to withſtand whatſoever ſhall be attempt- 

cd by the foreign Enemy, and what you ſend, we 

=p will imploy with all Sincerity and our beſt En- 
deavours, to the Advancement of the Service 

which her Majeſty doth require and __ from 1 

us. And ſo, c. 
The laſt of January, the Lord Deputy was: ad ; 
vertiſed by one coming out of the Weſt Parts, 
that he was at Beer-h2ver the zoth of that Month, - 
where the Spaniards were in Number 60, and | 
 Ofwyllivan had ſome 300 trifh, and the Spaniards = 
not knowing of Don Fea;'s Compoſition with 
Bis 1; ordſhip, did build a Fort there with Trees 
and Earth, near the Caft. lc, and planted three ſmall

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Pieces of Ordnance therein, whereof the greateſt 
carried nine Pound of Po 1 a That he came 
from thence to Baltimore, where he found 100 


Spaniards, Which did not fortify, but hearing of 
Don Jean's Compoſition, and having two Ships 


with them, had ſhipped their Orcnance, and were 
ready to go to Sca. £ 


About this time one Richard Owen came from 
Tyrone, to mediate with the Lord Deputy her 
Majeſty's Mercy towards him; whereupon his 


Lordſhip gave leave to a Gentleman in the Pale 
of Tyrone's old Acquaintance, to parley with him. 
according to the following Inſtructions, | dated 
the 4th of February. 

W hen you ſpeak with him, you ſhall tell kim, 
that you underſtand, that Richard Owen came 


from him to the Lord Deputy, with Commiſſi- 
on from him to tell his Lordſhip, that he deſired 


to be received into the ens, Mercy, if his 
Life might be ſecured. 


Whercupon you finding in him ſuch Confor- 
mity, (out of your ancient Love, which in for- 
mer time you bare him,) were glad of the Alte- 


ration; and therefore, as his Friend did now un- 
dertake this long Journey, to perſuade him to 


thoſe Courſes, which might beſt anſwer his Du- 
ty to his Prince, and repair his Eſtate, which in 


your Opinion is deſperate. 
If you find him deſirous to be received to Mer- 
cy, you ſhall give him hope of it, and promiſe 


him Furtherance for the effecting of it, upon theſe 
Conditions. That he ſhall in Token of his Pe- 
nitency, and according to the Duty of a Rebel 
to his natural Prince, firſt under his Hand write 

a Letter of Submiſſion to the Lord Deputy, hum- 
bly craving in the ſame her Majeſty's Mercy, with 
Promiſe to redeem his Errors paſt by his future 
Service. That likewiſe he ſhall write a publick 


Submiſſion to her Majeſty, imploring at her Hands 


Fore 
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Forgiveneſs of his Faults, and likewiſe promiſe 
Amendment of his Life, with a willing Deſire to 
do her ſome acceptable Service, in Recompence 
of his Tranſgreſſion, in the ſame proteſting, to 
ſerve her Majeſty againſt all Men, either of /re- 
land, or Foreigners, that ſhall endeavour the Diſ- 
turbance of this Country. _ 

That he ſhall put into her Majeſty's Hands his 
eldeſt Son, for the Aſſurance of his future Loy- 
alty, and four principal Gentlemen of his blood, 
as he formerly promiſed. 5 . 

That he ſhall at his Charge, find Workmen to 
build ſuch Forts in the County of Tyrone, and in 
3 Places, as the Lord Deputy ſhall think 
That he ſhall permit throughout Tyrone her 
Majeſty's Officers of Juſtice, as the Sheriffs, and 
others, to have tree Liberty to execute their Of- 
fices, as is accuſtomed in other Provinces and 
Counties of the Realm, and anſwer all other Du- 
ties formerly agreed upon. 
That he ſhall only undertake for himſelf, and 

his Pledges to lie for no more, than thoſe that 
dwell upon that Land only, that is contained in 
his Letters Patents, not any Way undertaking 
for the reſt of Jyrone, as Turlogh Braſſilo's Sons, 
Mac Mahown, 6 Cane, Mac Cenis, Mac Guire, the 
two Clandeboys, and all of the Eaſt- ſide of the 
Ban. That if any of his Neighbours ſhall con- 
tinue in Rebellion, none of their People ſhall be 
harboured in Tyrone, and likewiſe that none of 
Tyrone ſhall (by his Conſent or Knowledge) ſuc- 
cour any Rebel, or give Aſſiſtance to them; and 
if any ſuch Offender ſhall happen to be diſcover- 
ed, cither by himſelf, or any other her Majeſty's 
Officers, upon Knowledge thereof, that he ſhall 
do his beſt Endeavour to proſecute the Parties of- 
tending, and either take them, whereby they may 
be tried by the Laws of the Realm, or kill then, 1 
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if they may not otherwiſe be had, and ſhall aſſiſt 


her Majeſty's Officers, in taking to her Uſe the 
Goods and Chattels of the Offenders and their 
Retinues. That he ſhall not only truly pay all 
her Majeſty's Rents and Duties, from this time 
forward, due unto her out of Tyrone, but allo pay 
the Arrearages, that for many X cars have been by 
him detained. 

That in reſpe& of the great Charges that he 


hath put her Majeſty unto, (although it be not the 


thouſand Part of her Disburſements,) In nomine 
pene (which in all ſuch great Offences is accul- 
tomed) towards the victualling of her Majeſty's 
Garriſons, he ſhall pay 2000 Cows within fix 
Months. That the County of Bronce may be li- 
mited, and no more by him to be poſſeſſed, than 

is contained in his Letters Patents. That the 


Territory of Tyrone may be divided into Shires, 
and have Goals as he hath formerly deſired. That 


he put at Liberty the Sons of Shane 6 Neal, and 


all other Priſoners Engliſb and [rifh. Theſe things 
you ſhall only propound as from your lelf, yet 
as conceiving that they will be demanded at his 


Hands, if he be received, and to draw as large an 
Overture from him, of what he will agree unto, 
as you can perſuade him, telling him, that the 


greater Aſſurance he doth give the State of his 4 
Loyalty, the greater will be his Safety, for we 


ſhall conſtrue his good Meaning by his free Offer 


thereof, and after we ſhall bare the leſs Reaſon 
- 6 be Jealous of him. 


The 15th of February the Lord Deputy 1 Council 
here, wrote to the Lords in England this Fol-

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your Lordſhips from this Place, and the 29th we 
wrote again by Capt. Butler, yet to this Day the 


Wind hath continued ſtill fo Weſterly as ſince the 


Departure of Sir Richard no Shipping 1s come to 
us, either out of England from your Lordſhips (as 
we delired,) or from Waterford, Wexford, and 
thoſe Parts (as we directed,) to carry away the 
Spaniards hence, nor yet, until S4z4ay the 7th 
hereof, could thoſe Ships ſtir that lay ready at 


Kinſale to be {cnt to Baltimore, Caſtle-haven, and 


Beer-hawven; but now they are gone, we hope 
that the Service to be done by them (which 1s 
the poſſeſſing of the Caſtles, and ſending away 
the Spaniards in them,) will be preſently accom- 
pliſhed, although the Wind hath ſerved them ſo 


fcantly as we fear they will hardly recover all | 


the Places whercunto they are directed. There is

only one Sco77iſh Ship gone from Kinſale for Spain, 


which carry'd 160 Spaniards with Part of the Ar- 
tillery, but there lies now ready at the Harbour 


for the firſt Wind ſo much Shipping as will carry 1 
away 1500 more, fo as there will be yet remain- 


ing in Kinſale above 1000 Spaniards, which with 

the firſt Shipping that comes from the other Ports 
ſhall be imbarked: Don Fear ſtays to go laſt. It 
appeareth by ſome Letters intercepted, which 


we ſend herewithal unto your Lordſhips, that 


the King of Spain purpoſeth to ſend a 
larger Supply hither with all Expedition. Don 
Jean aſſures us to do his beſt to ſtay them, and if 
he arrive firſt in Spain he makes no doubt to diſ- 
ſuade their coming; but if they ſhould come be- 
fore his Departure, he promiſeth to return them 


according to his Covenant in the Contract, if 


they do not come under the Command of ſome 
other that hath a Commiſſion apart from his from 


the King. The Iriſb have of late received Let- 
ters from 0 Donne to encourage the Rebels to per- 


ſevere 
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ſevere in their Rebellion, aſſuring them of pre- 


ſent Aid from Spain In the mean Time, the beſt 


of them all do but temporize, being ready to aſ- 
{iſt them when they come, eſpecially if they come 
in any Strength, as it is to be thought in all 
Reaſon they will, having found their firſt Error. 


Her Majeſty mutt therefore be pleaſed to be at 


ſome Charge to erect Fortifications at Beer-haven, 
Kinſale, and this Place, the Commodities and 


Weakneſs of theſe Places being as well known 


to the Spaniards as to us, and further with all 
Speed to erect Citadels at Limrich, Cork, 


and J/aterford, though it be only to aſſure the 
Towns from Revolt. It appeareth by the King 
of Spain's Letter (and ſo by the Duke of Lerma's) 
that his Heart is very much ſet upon the Enter- 
prize of Ireland, and therefore it is not unlike 
but that he may ſend more Supplies after or be- 


fore Don FJeau's Arrival in Spain, either under 


d 


him or ſome other Commander, which if he do, 
it is alſo likely the ſame will be ſent ſhortly: For 


Prevention thereof (if in your Lordſhips Wiſdom 


it ſhall be thought meet) we do humbly beſeech 
that the 4000 Supplies heretofore deſired, and by 
your Lordſhips intended, may be preſently ſent 
| hither, whereof 2000 to be erected into Com- 
panics, and their Captains to be named here, and 
the other 2000 for Supplies of the Army, which 
is exceeding weak; for our Men die daily in greater 
Numbers than they died in the Camp, the Infection 


being greater, and by ſome thought a Kind of 


Plague, (for the People in the Towns die in far 
greater Numbers than the Soldiers,) though ve 
| hopethecontrary : And we do further deſire that her 
Majeſty will be pleaſed to haſten her Fleet to the 
Coaſt of Spain, which coming timely will, in our o 
pinions, hinder any Enterprize for Ireland, but leaſt 
that ſhould fail we renew our former Motion, that 
the Tramontama and the Moon may be returned to

ſerve upon the Coaſt of Munſter, that the 
Proportions of Munition and Victuals, deſired in 
our former Letters, may ſpeedily be diſpatched 
hither, and that Victuallers, without Impediment 
may come from all Places to relieve us, for 
already a very great Dearth is begun, and 
a Famine mult enſue, the Rates of all things be- 
ing incredible, and the new Money much repined 
at, notwithſtanding we do our uttermoſt Endea- 
vours to advance it. But in a Matter of ſo great 
Importance we humbly deſire your Lordſhips to 
give us leave to deliver our Opinions freely, 
having ſo aſſured Ground for it, that if the King 
of Spain continue his War in this Country, it 
will be hard to preſerve her Majeſty's Army and 
Kingdom, without the altering of the currant 
Money, ſo general is the Diſlike thereof, and fo 
inſolently do they begin already to refufe it : But 
if there come no foreign Aid, her Majeſty (as we 
think) may ſecurely continue it as it is; for all 
we that are of the Army, whon it moſt concern- 
eth (in regard we hive wholly upon our Enter- 
tainment,) will (God willing) endure it, for the 
Advancement of the Service, though we are ſen- 
ſible of our Loſs by the exceſſive enhancing of 
the Prices of all Things that we are to live upon, 
which cannot be holpen ſo long as this new Coin 
continues currant. Of Tyrone, ſince his Over- 
throw and Departure, we hitherto have heard lit- 
tle, neither do we think he will be able to do any 
great Harm without the Aid of new Supplics 
from Spain. And ſo we humbly take leave, 7c.

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The ſame 15th Day the Lord Deputy wrote to Ma- 
ſter Secretary in England this Letter follow- 


ing. 


S I R, 
T HIS ttrange Continuance of the Winds in 


the Weſt and the South makes me look 


back into the Danger that both her Majeſty's Ar- 
my and Kingdom have paſſed; tor if Sir Richard 
Leviſon, with her Majeſty's Fleet, had not taken 
the Opportunity of that Wind, which did no 
more than bring him hither, and give the reſt of the 


Supplies (with great Difficulty) their Paſſage from 


other Ports to us, no doubt by theſe contrary 


Winds (from that Time to this Day continuing) 


all the Affairs of her Majeſty here had been in an 
extream Hazard. And when I conſider; firſt, 


that in all Likelihood we could expect no leſs 
than a powerful Supply out of Spain, and that 
the greater the more the King ſhould find him- 


ſelf ingaged and his Army ſtand in need of ſe- 


conding, except he might be in Time advertiſed 
of this Overture we have made here, to diſem- 


bark himſelf fairly of an Enterprize which I pre- 


ſume his Miniſters here do believe, and will per- 

ſuade him to be unfit any longer to embrace: 
Then, that the Winds have been ſuch as have 
only ſerved to carry him the Danger of his Men 
here, and not the Peace which they have made 
(for fince Syriago's Departure, which was preſently 

after the Overthrow, Don Jean de Þ Aguila was 
never able to ſend away any Diſpatch, which we 


may hope to be arrived in Spain.) And laſtly, 


that we have credible Intelligence of the King's 
Reſolution and Forwardneſs to fend his Men here 
ſtrong and ſpeedy Succours. When I conſider 
thele things I cannot but fear a heavy War to be 
towards us, which (as I do conſtantly believe) 


had 
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had been prevented, if it had pleaſed God to ſend 

us a Wind in any Time to have ſent away theſe 

Spaniards, or at the leaſt the aſſured Relation of 
their Eſtates. Thus the Continuance of contrary 
Winds in theſe Parts doth make me apprehend 
the extreme Perils wherewith her Majeſty ſhall 
be driven to make the War in this Country with 
extreme Charge if the Spaniards perſevere in their 
Purpoſe; for without huge Magazines, great 
Waſte, and continual Charge of Shipping and 
Land-Carriages, ſuch a War cannot be made, 
and I am perſuaded that her Majeſty were as good 
give over at the firſt the Defence of this Country, 
as to intend a War without making thoſe Provi- 
fions for it. Now as my Love to her and to her 
Service doth make me as ſenſible (I will boldly 
proteſt) as any Man living of whatſoever Burthen 
the State doth feel, ſo the ſame Love ſhould make 
me ſuffer with Alacrity the Weight of my un- 
caly Charge and the dangerous Ways wherein I 
Walk, if I did not perceive the poor Aſs to be 
the worſe liked that he doth carry fo much Trea- 

ſure from her Coffers, howloever he do unwil- 
lingly bear it away and fecleth nothing but the 
heavy Burthen thereof. This, and ſome Inclina- 
tion that I have found to meaſure my Labours by 
the Succeſs, not by my Endeavours, have (I con- 

feſs) more diſcouraged me than all the Difficulties 

I ever paſſed, or may expect: And faving the 
Thankfulneſs, which I cannot chuſe but yield 
_ unto God for the Succeſs which it hath pleaſed 
him of late to give me, I proteſt I was never ac- 
companied with more unquiet Thoughts than ſince 
my laſt coming to Cork, where I continue in a 
moſt noiſome Town, full of Infection, ſeeing no 
End of my Labours, nor finding any Meaſure of 
them, and yet fearing that they are valued of ſo 
little Merit, as they are rather likely to draw on 
Diflike: Wherefore as in my own Heart I do . 
e ee terly 
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terly diſtaſte this unhappy Profeſſion with no fu 
ther Ambition than to {it down in Quietneſs un- 
der mine own Vine with the Conſcience of ha- 
ing been no unprofitable Servant to her Majeſty; 
fo, Sir, (I vow before God) I will acknowledge 


it an everlaſting Bond if you will be a Mean to 


procure me that harmleſs Fortune that I may (as 
above all Things Ideſire) ſerve her Majeity hence- 
forward with as pure, as I will ever do with faith- 
ful Devotion, and make my {elf ready for another 
World, for I thank God I do hare this. Blame 
me not (I beſecch you, Sir,) for apprehending 
my Fortune with ſo much Diſcomfort, ſince I do 
not only perceive what Enemies I have that are 
ingenious and induſtrious to urge all my Proceed- 
ing to my Diſadyantage, but find that their Ma- 
lice did take ſuch Effect with her Majeſty as to 
move her to be unſatisfied with my Endeavours, 
wherein my own Conſcience cannot acknowledge 
any Thing omitted within my Power, or belong- 
ing to my Duty, whatſoever the Succeſs had 

been. Sir, as I never deſerved any Ill of 
them by Deed, {except it be by doing ber 
Majeſty betrer Service than they can or will 
do,) nor by Word, (for I do not think or ſpeak 
of them but when theſe 'Tokens of their Good 
will do force me unto it,) ſo I proteſt I do as 
much ſcorn their Malice as the barking of ſo ma- 
ny W helps, and would be little troubled with it: 
But when I think that their falſe Evidence doth 
[way the Opinion of my ſupreme Judge in the 
Title of her Favour and my Deſert, and do re- 
member how doubtful the Fortune of the War 
is, I cannot but fear that one Diſaſter ſhall be put 
into the Ballance againſt all my Labours and En- 
deavours; and therewithal- conclude and confeſs 
that I covet no mortal Fortune more than to be

Advantage to hiſs at me: Whereas otherwiſe if 1 
had been ſecure of her Majeſty's Favour againſt 
theſe Vipers Tongues I ſhould with Confidence 
and Alacrity go towards the greateſt Dangers that 
can riſe againſt me; but as God hath hitherto 
ſtopped their Mouths, ſo, I hope, for her Maje. 
ſty's Good (if not for mine) he will continue his 
Favour, who proſper me in all Things as I do fin- 
cerely intend her Service, &c. 5

a ſecond Degree) of his Favour beſtowed upon 
us, by their Virtue and Induſtry, we cannot bur 
hold them worthy of Thanks from us, as they 
have received Honour from him. Among whom, 
you being there the chief, (not only as chiefly put in 
Truſt by us, but as we plainly perceive in Vigi- 
lancy, in Labour, and in Valour, in this late Ac- 
tion,) we could not forbear to let you ſee how 


ſenſible we are of this your Merit. It is true, 


that before this good Succeſs upon the Rebels we 
were in daily Attention to have heard of ſome 
quicker Attempt upon the Town (than any was 
made,) both in reſpect that your own Letters 


| tended to ſuch Senſe, and eſpecially becauſe Pro- 


traction of Time brought with it apparent Dangers 


as well of Acceſs of new Supplies from our 
foreign Enemies as of Defection of a People ſo 


inconſtant of Diſpoſition and ſo rebellious to 
Government as thoſe of that Nation ever have 
been. But we that Time having underſtood by thoſe. 


Journals (which were committed to St. ohn and 


Davers) ſome Reaſons which have moved you to 


the Courſe you have taken, rather than to have 


uſed Speed in attempting, ſeeing all Aſſaults are 


accompanied with Loſs, and every Loſs (in ſuch 


a Time) multiplied in Rumour, and wholly con. 
verted by Practice to the Prejudice of the Cauſe 


in Queſtion, which is maintained (now as Things 
do ſtand) by the Reputation of you Army, we 
do now conceive that all your Works have had 


their Foundation upon ſuch Reaſons as you thought 
moſt advantagious for our Service. It remaineth 


therefore now (and ſo we defire it may be made 
known to our Army that have ſerved under you 


in ſuch Manner as you ſhall think beſt to expreſs 
it) that as we do know they have indured many 


Incommodities in this Siege, (which we would 
have been glad they conn have avoided, having 


made 


made ſo good Proof of their Valour and Loyalty, 
as they have done at this time, ſo as we rather ſeek 
to preſerve them as the beſt Treaſure of a Prince 
than to ſuffer them to waſte, if otherwiſe our 
Kingdom could have been kept from Danger of 
foreign Conqueſt and inteſtine Rebellion, ) ſo we 
expect it at the Hands of the better Sort of our 
Servitors there that it ſhall well be infuſed into 
the Minds of the reſt that whatſoever either our 
own Directions or expending of Treaſure could 
do (for prevention of thoſe Difficulties which 
follow all Armies, and are inſeparable where the 


War is made in a Climate ſo ill tempered for a 


Winter's Siege) hath been royally and provident- 


ly afforded them: A Matter of much more Charge 
and Uncertainty, becauſe all our Care and Direc- 
tion have attended the Winds and Weathers 


Curteſy. To conclude with Anſwer to your 
Demands for further Supplies of Men. Al- 
though we hope that the Time is ſo near 


of the final Concluſion of your happy Succeſs 
againſt the Remnant of the Strangers in that poor 
Town, being preſſed with ſo many Wants, and 


with the Deſpair which our late Victory will add 
| hereunto, as that hardly any Supplies ſent from 


us can come before it have taken Effect; yet be- 


cauſe you may perceive how much we attribute 
to your Judgment in any Thing which for our 
Affairs is there deſired, we have (as by our Coun- 
cil hath been ſignified unto you) given Order for 


4500 Men to be ſent thither out of Hand, with 


the full Proportion of Munition which you de- 
fire; in which Kind of Proviſions we find ſo 


great Conſumptions as we muſt require you to take 
ſome better Order with them that have the Di- 


ſtribution thereof. For if it be obſerved what

The Captains laſt come (as o- 


thers did before them) defire that their Warrants 
of Entry might bear Nate that Day that your 
 Lordſhips appointed them to be at the Water- 


1ide co receive their Companies, and we acknow- 


ledge we think in Reaſon they are to have it ſo, 
or elſe their impreſt to be remitted, otherwiſe 


they 
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they have nothing to bear the Charge of them- 
ſelves and Officers from that Time to their land- 
ing here, which is oftentimes ſix Weeks or a 
Month, in which Time their impreſt is uſually 
ſpent; and if afterward it be defalked from them, 


they muſt all be ſo long without Entertainment, and 
ſo unable to live. We humbly deſire to know 
your Lordſhips Pleaſure herein, as we did for- 


merly upon the like Occaſion, but hitherto have 
received no Anſwer from your Lordſhips: We 


are further to ſignify unto your Lordſhips that the 
Victualler iſſues (as he faith by Direction) but one 
Pound and a Half of Beef per diem to a Soldier, which 
is too little for him to live upon, and yet the 
Rate in the Victualling nothing abated, which is 
intolerable for him to bear, and likewiſe the 
Victualler thinks that he may not iſſue the Oats 
at a lower Rate than 155. the Quarter, which is 75. 
6 d. the Barrel, being ſo higha Rate, as the Horſe- 
man out of his Entertainment cannot allow ſo 
much for his Horſe, but by that Means both the 
Horſe will be ſtarved and the Oats will periſh be- 
fore they be ſpent. In Time of Plenty the or- 
dinary Rate of Oats in Ireland was but at 12 d. 
the Barrel, yet they are now well content to pay 
6 5. a Barrel, which is at the higheſt Rate the Sol- 
dier can give. Of theſe Particulars we humbly 
pray Redreſs from your Lordſhips. And ſo, Cc. 


From Cork, &c. 


Ihe 1ſt of March the Lord Deputy by Letters 
from the Lords in England was required to ſend 
over a Lieutenant, being one of che ate caſt Com- 
panies, but ſtill remaining in Jreland, to the End 
he might anſwer before their Lordſhips certain 
Complaints made againſt him: For whereas many 
Officers, in the late Levies of Men, had received 
in the Country able and ſufficient Men, as well 
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to ſerve under themſelves, as to be conducted over 


to be diſpoſed by the Lord Deputy, whereof they 


had for divers Sums of Money diſmiſſed many at 
the Sea- ſide, pretending that they were lame, or 
ſick, and that they had taken better Men in their 
Place, neither of theſe Pretences being true. 


Their Lordſhips purpoſed to inflict ſome exem- 
plary Puniſhment for this great Offence, and 


therefore required this Lieutenant to be ſent over, 


who was accuſed among and above the reſt. 


The 8th of March Sir Oliver St. John, (who 
was ſent into England from Kinſale with News of 


the good Succels in the taking of Rincorran and 
 Nypark Caſtles, and the happy Repulle of the 


Spaniards ſallying upon our Cannon, ) returned 
back to Cork, and brought from the Queen this 
following Letter.

by comparing the ſame with thoſe Reports which 
were brought us by divers, that they were not 
only in Miſery for Victual, but in Penury of Men, 
as not being foo ſtrong, we conceived that you 
might have given them ſtricter Laws in their 
Compoſition, (and ſo do now perceive how eaſy 
a Matter it is, for thoſe that are nearer Hand to 
the Matters of War than we are, tobe miſtaken,) 
vet upon thoſe Conſiderations which we have ob- 
rel in your Journal laſt ſent over, containing 
many important Circumſtances, which did lead 
you to that Courſe, amongſt which no one noe 
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Chap. Il. of IRELAND, 107 
ſo much moved us, as that Aſſault would have 
ſhed the Blood of our Subjects, which is dearer 
to us than any Revenge or Glory, ) we do account 
it both in the Succeſs, one of the moſt acceptable 
Accidents that hath befallen us, and in your Car- 
riage thereof diſcern it to have been guided with 
as many Parts of an able and provident Miniſter, 
as any we have uſed in Service of like Nature. 
And therefore hold it both juſt and neceſſary for 


us to yield you this Teſtimony of our gracious 


Acceptation of your Endeavours, which have 
been accompanied with ſo much Pain and Peril. 
It remaineth now, ſeeing the State of all things 


there, and your own Deſires do require it, that 


we ſpeak ſomething of thoſe things which are fit 


to be thought of for the time to come, whereof 


ſeeing this Event hath both already begun, and 
is very like to work great Alteration to our Ad- 


vantage. That which we could wiſh you to aim 


at, is in ſum (next to the Safety of the Kingdom) 
to give all poſſible Eaſe to our State, by diminiſh- 


ing that great Conſumption of Treaſure, which 


of late Vears we have ſuſtained. And yet how to 
direct preciſely by what Means and Parcels in eve-

weakened by holding more ſmall Garriſons than 


are neceſſary. And this we may with very good 
Reaſon ſay, out of Obſeryation of that which 


hath paſſed of latter Years, and agreeable to your 
own Opinion. That one Charge there is very 


great to us, and yet without any Manner of 
Ground of Safety, if there were Cauſe of Adven- 
ture, and that is the Entertainment of great Num- 


bers of Iriſh, wherein we will note unto you 
_ theſe two Conſiderations: Firſt, that when things FT 
there, were at moſt Hazard for us, your . Wm 
Spirit was doubtful of the Service which might 


be reaped by them. Secondly, that heretofore, 


when they have been uſed, it hath not been ſeen, 
that either they were entertained at the ſame Rate 
of Pay with our own Nation, or ſo mixed in 
common with them in Regiments, but ever kept 
more apart, both in Companies ſeveral, and uſed 
In Places and in Services proper for them, which 
Courſe although this extraordinary Danger of our 
Kingdom hath given Occaſion to diſpenſe with, 
yet doubt we not but in your own Conceit you 
will think it meet, with all convenient Speed to 
reform, and give Beginning to it, by ſuch De- 
rees of Dimunition, and in ſuch Meaſure, as you 
mall find to be moſt for the Good of our Ser- 


ve. 


For the Matter which hath been moved to you 
from the Arch-traitor, we commend your hand- 
ling of the Offer, in that you have kept the dignity 
of the Place you hold, and therein ours, and yet 
we do not miſlike, that you did not ſo deſperate- 
ly reject him, as to conclude him thereby from

before: For all Things here are already grown ſo 
dear and ſcarce, ſince the new Coin went cur— 
rent, as Cloths are both exceſſiwely dear here, and 
in any Quantity not to be had tor Money, but 
muſt necetlarily be provided in Exgland and brought 
hither, which cannot be if the Exchange fail 
never ſo little; for then will the Soldier be un-

Since our being here 
there hath been brought in a notorious Rebel, 
one Milliam Mac Hubbard, lately taken in upper 
O/Jory, who of late hath done great Spoils and 
Murders in theſe Parts more than any other, ſo 
as we have cauſed him to be executed in this 


Town to the great Terror of many. About the

Mac Mortagh, named Morice Mac Garret, died of 
a Hurt lately given him in fight, who was a moſt 
dangerous young Man, like to trouble all the 


Country. The Death of theſe two Rebels, as 


alſo of a notorious Rebel by birth of Munſter,

the Ships prepared at the Groyne for Ireland were 
preſently unfurniſhed, ſo as her Majeſty's Fleet, 
and ſome Ships of the Low Countries lying this 


Summer on the Coaſt of Spain, they conceived 


all Spaniſh Aids for Ireland would for the preſent 


be diverted. That for Citadels to be built in the 
Towns and Ports, her Majeſty in general allowed 


thereof, leaving the Choice of moſt fit Places, 
and the Manner of Building to his Lordſhip, as 
alſo to certify an Eſtimate of the Charge, and the 
beſt Means to raiſe it otherwiſe, than out of her 
_ Majeſty's Coffers. That her Majeſty commend- 
ed the diſcreet intercepting of the Spaniſh Letters, 
by which the King's Earneſtneſs to follow that 
Enterprize appeared, but no doubt by the Engliſh 
Fleet prepared for that Coaſt would be diverted.

Companies ſhould not be imployed near their own 


Home, eſpecially in any great Numbers, neither 
ſhould have any Pay for Apparel, there being no 
Reaſon that their Pay ſhould be equal to that of 
the Exeliſh. Laſtly, to the End the Submittees 
might not abuſe her Majeſty's Mercy to their 
temporiſing Ends, as they had often done, by Re-

But this laſt Point was not effected for this Con- 
ſideration, that by that Means every chief Lord 
upon Submiſſion ſhould leave his Country with- 
out Defence, and open to be ſpoiled, both by 
neighbouring Rebels, and thievith Subjects.

Actors therein (eſpecially in theſe times, wherein 


the Faſhion and Force of this People is ſo much 


alrered from that it was wont to be,) can tho- 
„% oh roughly 
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roughly apprehend with how many Impediments, 


Croſles and Oppoſitions we undertake and pro- | 


ceed in all things. I humbly deſire your Lord- 
ſhips to give me leave, for your Satisfaction and 
the Diſcharge of my Duty, to open unto you 
ſome of the Cauſes (which 1 do better feel than! 
can expreſs) that have hindred ſo ſpeedy a Con- 
cluſion of this War, as her Majeſty, out of her 
great Providence, and large Proportion of Ex- 
pence, might happily expect. At my firſt Arri- 
val, I found the Rebels more in Number, than 


at anytime they had been ſince the Conqueſt, and 


thoſe ſo far from being naked People, as before 
times, that they were generally better armed than 


we, knew better the Uſe of their Weapons than | 
our Men, and even exceeded us in that Diſcipline, 


which was fitteſt for the advantage of the natural 
Strength of the Country, for that they, being 
very many, and expert Shct, and excelling in 


8 Footmanſhip all other Nations, did by that Means ö 


make better Uſe of thoſe Strengths, both for Of- 


fence and Defence, than could have been made of 


any Squadrons of Pikes, or artificial Fortificati- 


ons of Towns. In regard whereot, I preſumed 
that Man's Wit could hardly find out any other 


Courſe to overcome them, but by Famine, which 
was to be wrought by ſeveral Garriſons planted in 
fit Places, and altered upon good Occaſions, 


Theſe Plantations could not be made but by Ar- 


mies, which mult firit ſettle them, and after re- 
move them, as the Strength of the Enemy requi- 
red; the time for thoſe Plantations (not only of 


_ moſt Conveniency, but almoſt of Neceſſity) Was 
to be in the Sum, and that for many eminent 


Reaions, but eſpecially in that Means might be 


roviaced for Horie to live in the Winter, with- - 


out which thoſe Garriſons would prove of little 
Effie Now I boicech your Lordthips to re- 


member, that JI received this Charge the 28th of 
yy Februar, 
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February, in the Year 1599, at which time J 
found the Rebels in Number, and Arms (as I 
have ſaid) grown to the very Height of Pride and 
Confidence, by a continued Line of their Suc- 
ceſs and our Misfortunes z of the Subjects, the 
worſt aſſiſting them openly, and almoſt the beſt 
leaning to their Fortune, out of a Deſpair of ours 
the Army diſcouraged in themſelves, and (believe 
me my Lords, for you will hardly believe) much 
contemned by the Rebels. None of our Garri— 


{ons had ſtirred abroad, but they returned beaten, 


the Enemy being ſo far Maſter of the Field, that 


Tyroae had meaſured the whole length of Ireland, 
and was coming back unfought with. And with 


me they began the War at the very Suburbs of 
Dublin. At that time the Choice of the whole 
Army, and even of every Company (that was left 
behind) was drawn into Munſter by the Earl of 
Ormond, howbeit I being deſirous to loſe no 


Time nor Opportunity, preſently gathered toge- 


ther that poor Remnant, being the Refuſe of the 
reſt, with a Purpoſe to have fought with the 
Traitor in his Return, between Fercale and the Euny: 
But he haſtening his Journies upon ſome Intelli- 


gence of my Deſign, and J being the longer 


ſtayed (by the Difference of the Councils Opini- 


| on) from mine Intent, it fell out, that I came too 


late to try that fair Fortune with him. The reſt 
of the Spring I was enforced to attend the draw- 


ing of divers Captains and Companies from re- 


mote and divided Garriſons, that were to be im- 
ployed for Loughfoyle and Ballyſhannon z tor by 


your Lordſhips Appointment, I was to ſend 1000 
other Solders from theſe Parts, and to caſt 3000 
more, in Conſideration of ſo many ſent thither 


out of England, and to reduce the Lift from 16000 

to 14000, which at that time was a Proportion 
too little to undertake the War withal; I was 
further to victual the Forts of Leax and Ophaly, 
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in thoſe times accounted great and dangerous Ser- 
vices. And about the fth of May, 1600, I drew 
towards the North, chiefly to divert Tyrone and 
his Northern Forces, from giving Oppoſition to 
the Plantationat Lough foyle, but withal purpoſing, 
if I found Means for Victuals and Carriages, to 
have left a Garriſon at Armagh. The firſt I did | 
thoroughly effect, for I gave Way to thoſe of Loygh- 


Foyle to land, and fettle quietly, drew Tyrone with . 


his chief Forces upon my ſelf, and in all the Fight; 
J had with him, made him know, that his For- 
tune began to turn, and break thoſe Bounds of 
his Circuit, whence he was wont to affront our 
| 8 Armies; for in that which was laſt be- 
fore this called a Northern Journey, when the Ar- 
my conſiſted almoſt of double Numbers of Horſe 
and Foot, they were by the Traitor forced and 
arreſted within the Confines of the Pale. At 
my return, I finding by Obſervation in my Jour- 
ney (wherewith the whole Council did concur in 
Opinion, ) that the Garriſon of Loughfoyle would 
do little hurt to Tyroze, except there were Forces 
left at, or about Armagh, ſince they might caſily 
fly out of their Reach, and ſhould enjoy between 
Dungannon and the Pale, one of the largeſt and 


moſt fertil Countries of reland, we became Sui- 


tors to your Lordſhips in June, 1600, that with - 
more Men, and more Proviſions you would enable 
us to that Plantation, and in the mean time I in- 
_ tended the Service in Ophaly and Leax, the 
Strength of the Rebellion in Leinſter, and molt 
dangerous Rebels of /reland. And whereas the 
laſt time the Army paſſed through Leax (being one 
of the greateſt that hath been at any time toge- 
ther in this Kingdom, ) it was encountred and al- 
moſt diſtreſſed by the only Natives of that Coun- 
try, it pleaſed God, that in all our Conflicts, 
which were many, we fo prevailed againſt them, 
28 though all the Rebels in Leinſter were 3 ga 
thered 
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thered together, yet by killing Ouny mac Rory, 
with many of the beſt Men of both Countrics, 
and by utterly ſpoiling them (that were exceeding 
rich in all Means for Life,) they have never ſince 
been able to make Head any otherwile, than to 
live diſperſed in little Numbers as W ood-kernes, 
and daily are conſumed and wear away. And fur- 


ther, in that Year we recovered all the Ear] of 
Ormond's Pledges, Upon the Arrival of the Sup- 
plies ſent by your Lordſhips, although the time 
of the Year were far ſpent, and indeed over-far 


to plant Garriſons to any great Purpoſe, for the 


next enſuing Winter, and that, at that Inſtant we 
were ill provided both of Victual and Money, 
yet we ſet forward, and the 1yth Day of Heptem- 
ber came to Dundalk, and incamping two Miles 
from thence, within half a Mile of the Entrance 
of the Moyry, we found that Pace (by which we 
were to pals,) being naturally one of the moſt 
_ Difficult Paſſages of 7re/and, fortificd with good 
Art, and with admirable Induſtry, (the Enemy 


having raiſed from Mountain to Mountain, from 


| Wood to Wood, and from Bog to Bog, long 
Traverſes, with huge and high Flanckers of great 
Stones, mingled with Turf, and ſtaked on both 
Sides with Palliſadoes watled,) and poſſeſſed with 
one of the greateſt Armies that cver they were 
able to make. But that which was our main Im- 


pediment, was the Extremity of the Weather, and 


great Rain, which made the Rivers unpaſſable, 
howbeit in the end the Waters ſomewhat falling, 


after we had endured more than credible Hardnels, 
and given many, and thoſe violent Aſſaults on their 
Trenches, we won our Paſſage, and immediately 
planted a Garriſon within eight ſmall Miles of 


Armagh, now called Moant-Norris, for at Ar- 
magh the Graſs was ſo conſumed, that we could 


not have lived there with our Horſes, while the 
Place ſhould have been made tenable, and this

and in the mean time of little leſs effect. And ſo. 
far did we ftretch out our Victuals, and improve 
our time, and all other Proviſions, that having 
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other Garriſon was thought neceſſary to be poſ- 
ſeſſed, though Armagh it ſelf had been planted

Tyrone's Army continually within little more than 


| Musket Shot of us, within two Days we made 
this Fort guardable, and left therein all our Bag- 
gage, that with all our Means for Carriage, and 


even with many of our own Horſes, we might 


from the Newry convey as much Victuals thither, 
as might be, which we performed in ſo ſhort a 
time, and yet in ſo good time, that we were forced 
to faſt two Days in our Return. This Garriſon 
could not be to ſuch Effect as it ſhould be, be- 
cauſe we had not Victuals enough to leave a 
competent Proportion for a ſufhcient Number of 
Men, neither could there any Horſe be left for 
Want of Means for them. Nevertheleſs, that 
Winter there was great good Service done by 
thoſe of that Fort, commanded by Capt. Edward 
Blaney, a very worthy and painful Gentleman. 
I do not repeat the Manner of our Fights nor 

the Number of them, both before and after in 
our Return wherein the Rebel ſeldom ſcaped with- 
out a Blow, and namely in the Pace of Carling- 
ford, where he reccived a notable Overthrow : 
Neither ſet I down any thing in this to amplify 
our own Doings or Endeavours, but to give your 
Lordſhips an Account how this Seaſon was loſt _ 
from making ſuch Plantations as by taking their 


Effect in the Winter ſhould in ſhort Time have 


broken the Heart of the Rebellion, and to let it 
appear unto your Lordſhips by the many Diffi- 
culties and Oppoſitions we found in only bending _ 
this Way, how impoſſible it had been for us at 
the ſame time with the Numbers we had to have 
planted in other Places, which had been as ne- 

ceſſary as this to have made a ſudden End of the 


War. 
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War. And among other Conſiderations your 
Lordſhips may be pleaſed to conceive, that albeit 
the Liſt of the Forces here in Ireland being unitely 
conſidered may appear to be ſufficiently great, 
yet dividing the ſame into his Parts, as 3000 in 
Munſter, zooo at Loughfoyle, 1009 for Anockfer- 
gus, and almoſt 2000 in Connaught, the remainder 
(whereof I have been only able to prevail myſoltf, 
and wherewith I have ſuſtained the Burthen of 
the War both in Leinſter and the North,) can 


hardly bear ſuch diminution as all Armies are ſub- 


ject unto in their deficient Men with ſo many ſub- 
diviſions, as J am neceſſarily conſtrained to make 
for the guarding of important Places (as with 


the Earl of Ormond, in Leax, Opialy, and divers 
other Parts) to defend the Subject from the la- 


curſions of Rebels, and yet leave me a competent 
Army to try a Fortune with all the Rebels of the 
North, which we mult be prepared for, ſceing no 


ſuch Diverſion can be expected from the foreſaid 
Garriſons as is able to hinder the light-footed 


Kerne (having fled their Creaghts into their Faſt- 


neſſes) from joining their utmoſt Strength from 
the remoteſt Parts of their Aſſociates in leſs than 


three Days Warning. Whereas we on the con- 


trary, in Caſe of preſent Uſe, can hope for no 
Manner of Aſſiſtance from our disjoined Troops 


within the Compaſs of as many Weeks. And 


beſides theſe Impediments, and many other, I did 


neither then nor at any Time fince meet with any 
more hurtful to my Proccedings than the Reſtraint 
of our Extraordinarics and the Want of all ſuch 
Kind of Neceſſaries as your Lordſhips were per— 


ſuaded were only fit for a more royal War; 
| whereas the Subſtance of Extraordinaries growing 


_ chiefly by huge Proviſions of Carriages to con- 
vey Victuals, and waſte therein by large Propor- 
tions of Pioneers and other Workmens Tools, 


. | with 
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with divers other Sorts of Engines and Engineers 


for Fortification, and Paſſages over Rivers, and | 


other Places otherwiſe unpaſſable, by Materials 
for the ſame, Rewards for Spials and other Ser- 
vices, I will boldly affirm what I preſume I can 
prove to your Lordſhips, that there is no War in 
the World that to be effectually followed doth 
require a more liberal Expence for Proviſion of 
all theſe Things than this, and of all other Extraordi- 
naries, ſaving the Charge of great Artillery, where - 
of alſo in ſome Meaſure, though in a far leſs than 
other Places we have great Uſe. And of many

ons; An Army is | 
no where arreſted with ſo many Rivers and un- 
aſſable Marſhes as here: Secondly, where the 
War is to be made to beſt Effect we find no 
Means of Victuals or any other neceſſary Proviſion Þ 
but what we bring with us. To redeem the Loſs | 
of this Opportunity for Plantation to fo good 


ordſhips only theſe two Rea 


Effect as it ſhould have been I undertook with an 
Army, no greater than a reaſonable Garriſon, to 


make the War of Leinſter in the Depth of Win- 
ter. And firſt I fell into the Glins, the faſteſt 
Country of Zreland, and till now of all the Parts 
of Leinſter only untouched, where I firſt {poiled 
all the Country and made Donne Spaniagh, whom 


before I had received to her Majeity's Mercy, to 
join with me therein, and after forced Phelim Mac 


Feagh and all the Tools (the moſt peſtilent Infeſt- 
ors of the Pale) to Submiſſion, who have ſince 
ſnewed more Appearance of good Subjects than 


_ ever I knew or heard of any of theſe Rebels. After 


going up and down as far as Athlone J tell into Fer- 
cale, forced Tyrell out of an exceeding great 
Strength, and baniſhed him, and in Effect all the 

Connors out of Ophaly into the North. Re- 


Y turning towards the North I ſpoiled all the Fer-

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ney, with a Journey where I was preſent, and 
wherein (beſides many other) were killed two of 
Ever Mac Cooley's Sons. I waſted the Fu/e by 
Sir Richard Moryſon, planted a Garriſon above 20 
Miles from the Pale in the Brenny by Sir Oliver 
Lambert, and returning to Drogheda, by the ge- 
neral Advice of the Council, I took in Turlogh 
Mac Henry, Lord of the Fuſe, and Ever Mac

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Cooly, Farmer of the Ferny, Sir Ohy 0 Hanlon, a 1 
Northern Lord, and many of the Mac Mahowns No 
and 6 Reilly's, who all, beſides their greateſt Oaths, 9 
gave us ſuch as were thought their beſt Pledges for 1 
their Loyalty. And to loſe no Part of this Be- 1 
ginning Year 1601, having ſettled the new Sub- I 
mitties of Leinſter and the Borders of the North, = 
with as great Aſſurance as I could, I drew again " 
into the North, before the general Hoſting for .- 
that Year could be in readineſs, and cleared and .- 
aſſured the Paſſage of the Moyry by cutting down — 
moſt Part of the Woods and building a Fort if 
there; then I went into Lecaile, wholly poſſeſſed = 
by Mac Cennis, and took in all the Caſtles in thoſe - {a 
Parts; from thence I went to Armagh, and there 9 


placed a Garriſon. And albeit at this time the conti- 
nal Rumours we heard of Preparations in Spain 
made us proceed ſomewhat more irreſolutely in our 
main Courſe of Plantation and making the War in 
Hy rone itſelf, yet we went forward with an Intent 
| to draw Sir Arthur Chicheſter by Loughſidney into 
| Tyrone; to plant a Garriſon at the Blackwater z 
to force a Paſſage ſomewhat beneath it to meer 
him; and by building a Fort and Bridge upon 
the Paſſage to have made Dungannon itſelf the 
Center, whither without any great Difficulty the 
SGarriſons of Lovghfoyle, Armagh, Knockfergus, 
| Mount Norris, and all other of the North, might 
at all Times meet together to beat and abſolutely _ 
_ tobaniſh theArch-traitor out of his own Country; 
and in the performing thereof, to have ſpoiled all 
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the Rebels Corn, ſaving ſuch as ſhould be within 
the Command of thoſe Garriſons, whom (with 
the Countenance of the Army in the Harveſt 
Time) we reſolved to enable to make large Pro- 
viſions thereof for themſclves and their Horſes: 
And ſo far had we proceeded in this Courſe that 
we had forced Tyrone from the Blackwater where 
he lay with his Army, and had fortified and en- 


trenched there with great Art; we had cleared 


the Paſſage intended to Dungannon (the making 
of the Bridge only excepted, which we meant to 
ſupply with a Float) and ſpoiled moſt Part of 
their ſtanding Corn: About which Time the al- 


fured News was come unto us of the arriving of | 
the Spaniards, which firſt ſtaying, and after clean 
_ diverting our Courſe, we were driven by their 
coming to bend our Counſels to defend her Ma- 


jeſty's Kingdom from foreign Invaſion that before 


were buſy to recover it from inward Rebellion, 
and to that End to break off our Work, and to | 
leave the further Proſecution of that Buſineſs (the 


Places already poſſeſſed only preſerved). By this 
continued Time wherein the Army from the firſt 


was led on in Action, enduring all Seaſons, and 
more Fights than (I think) ever Army did in ſo 
ſhort Time, your Lordſhips muſt not wonder, if + 


to make Head againſt the Spaniards we drew up 


weak Companies; for beſides Deficients by Sick- 


neſs and Death there were many Companies that 


had zo and 40 hurt Men in them. Yet uponany 

Uncertainty (how probable ſoever) I was loth to 
loſe to her Majeſty the chief Benefit of one 
whole Year's Service till I was fully aſſured of 


their Landing, and therefore firſt drew my ſelf 


only with a few Horſe into Munſter, and never 
ſent for the Forces till the very laſt Pinch of Ne- 
ceſſity. And thus have your Lordſhips alſo the 
| Reaſons how this ſecond Year was loſt, without 

| laying the new Foundation for rooting out of the 


Rebels,

Rebels, though God be thanked it was won in de- 
fending her Kingdom from a powerful and am- 
bitious Invader, to his Diſhonour, and I hope 
alſo to the more ſound and ſudden Subvertion of 
the Rebels. I will ſpeak nothing of the Ser- 
vice at Kinſale, ſince to my great Comfort I do 
find her Majeſty and your Lordſhips fo well ſa- 
tisfied therein, Lat ſo behooful for the publick 

Good I conceived it to make a clean Riddance 
of them out of this Country, and as much as 1 

might to aſſure in them the Performance of their 
Departure, that it was neceſſary to keep the Ar- 
my in thoſe Parts until we were quit of them: 
And to give them the leſs Advantage, if they had 
purpoſed falſly, I preſently conveyed the Cannon 
into an Iſland that doth abſolutely command the 
Haven of Kinſale, with a ſufficient Guard, and 
beginning a Fortification there at that Inſtant to 
maintain it, I took Order they ſhould have no 
more Victuals ſold unto them than I preſumed 
would but ſerve them from Day toDay, and for their 


| Proviſion of Bread in Effect they ſpent on their 


own Store; ſo that I could have been able at any 
Time to inveſt them again on as ill or worſe Con- 
ditions than I left them: But before the Wind 
and other Proviſions ſerved for their Departure the 
Winter was ſo far ſpent that we could not in the 
fitteſt Time return the Companies to their Gar- 
riſons, nor otherwiſe could we have done it, be- 
cauſe the Places were not ſtored with Victuals 
nor any Proviſion for Horſe ; and yer thoſe little 
Remnants that were left to defend thoſe Places 
did many excellent Services, and now I hope 
your Lordſhips ſhall daily hear of more, the 
whole Forces bring returned. What Courſe we 
have thought on for this next Summer I will not 
trouble your Lordſhips with the Repetition there- 
of, being ſet down and delivered to Sir Oliver Ft. 
John Only this I beſcech your Lordſhips to give 
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me lcave to remember you of, out of a publick 
Duty, how much ſoever it may ſeem to taſte of 
my private Ends, that you continually enjoin me, 
and | as much endeavour to decreaſe the Lift, yet 
you {till ſend over new Captains, and command 
me to beitow Companies on ſuch as give them up 
in Hugland to others recommended by them, unto 
whom (to deal plainly) moſt of them do {ell 
them. And cven of late I have received your 
Lordſhips Letters for the Increaſe of ſome parti- 


cular Mens Companies. When I caſt the Cap- 1 
tains which your Lordſhips ſend over I procure | 
their Hate and many of your Lordſhips Diſplea- 


ſures, beſides their own Friends that favour them. 


If I do not increaſe ſuch as you commend I do 


incur the like. If I caſt thoſe Companies and 


Captains, that in ſo many Trials I do know to be 
beſt able to do her Majeſty Service here, I ſhall F 
deſpair, or at leaſt be diffident hereafter of doing 
any Good, and yet have they moſt Reaſon to con- 
demn me of Injuſtice and to importune your Þ| 
 Lordihips to be otherwiſe reheved, that have 
ſpent moſt of them their Bloods, and all of them 
their continual Labours, even in mine Eye for the 
recovery and defending of this Kingdom. I humbly 
deſire your Lordſhips, fince heretofore it was my 


Fortune to be hated of few, that you will preſerve 
me from becoming odious by doing that which is 


fitteſt for the Service: For I have already taſted 
of their Spleen, whom (God knoweth) againſt 


my Will I have been forced to caſhier, though | 


have dealt more favourably with ſome of them, 
whom being loth to harm I have rather com- 
mended, when my only Fault was, that I did not 


3 And ſince I hope, God will ſo 


bleſs our Work, that ere it be long we ſhall much 
diminiſh the Number of our Labourers, if in that 
great caſhiering there be not Means to preſerve 


the beſt Captains I would be loth to be the Man 


that 
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that ſhould undertake the Concluſion of the War. 


And now I do humbly deſire your Lordſhips to

Wie are pleaſed, for your Satisfaction herein, to 
_ aſſure you that in both theſe Points we will take 
ſuch Order that neither our Treaſurer there ſhall 
Want Monies of the new Standard for Payments 
_ neceſſary in that Realm, nor the Banks here Ster- 
ling Nlonics, to make good the Exchange accord- 


ing as it is eltabliſhed by our Proclamations: Al-. 
co CLE though . 


though in this Point we cannot omit to let you 
know that we ſce no Cauſe of ſuch vehement 
Complaints, as your Letters do import, of De- 
fault in the Exchange, for that upon Examinatt- 
on we do find that of 3 or g4000/7. returned in 
this laſt Year there is not unpay'd at this preſent: 
above 6000 . which conſidering our exceſſive 
Charges in that Year, ought not to give to any 
much Cauſe of Offence. Theſe two Points like 


as we are pleaſed to obſerve, in ſuch Manner as we 


have written, to the End that thereby our Army 
and Subjects may perceive how great our Care is, 
that they ſhould receive Contentment in Things 
due unto them: So on the other tide, for that a 


ſtreight Obſervation of the ſame on our Part, 
without a good Correſpondency of yours and 
theirs to remedy ſome Inconveniencies which 
thereby may be caſt upon us, may prove very bur- 


thenſome to us, we are to admoniſh you of the 


Obſervation of two other Points neceſſary on your 
Part and theirs to be obſerved; The firſt is, that 
whereas heretofore, when this Manner of Pay- 
ment in Money only, which now is received, was 
in Uſe, through the corrupt Diſpoſition of ſome 


| Captains, and for Want of good Diſcipline in 


our Forces great Frauds were committed, as well 
to us, in not keeping the full Numbers by us al- 


lowed, as alſo to the Soldiers, in detaining their 


Wages or Part thereof from them, which De- 
ccits without good Caution now to be uſed may 
be again renewed. We do therefore expect that 


you ſhall eſtabliſh ſo good a Courſe of Diſcipline 
for the ordering of our Bands in this Point as that 


we ſhall not be hereafter abuſed in Decays of our 


Numbers as heretofore we have been, which you 


| ſhall never ſo well prevent nor alien Men's Minds 
from like Frauds as by inflicting notorious and 


exemplary Puniſhments upon Captains and Offi- 
ET 2 F 
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cers when their Faults in this Kind ſhall appear 
to be notorious, not only by caſting them out of 
our Pay, but by degrading and other Notes of 
Ignominy, which in military Diſcipline are uſed 
to be juſtly done to Men, who by their ſhameleſs 
Actions do not only bring Shame to their Pro- 
feſſion, but to the publick Services notable Impe- 
diments, and in a Manner an evident 'Treachery. 


And as this firit Change of Payment in Apparel 
to be paid in Money had his firſt Motion from 


you, our Deputy, and the principal Captains and 
Officers of the Army, in which you now note 
Peril if the Exchange be not maintained. As it 
is true that that muſt be ſupported by us, and 


{hall be, ſo we know none mult prevent the Cap- 
tains taking of Pay for their Soldiers Apparel, 


and not beſtowing it, but yourſelf, of whoſe Care 
and Judgment we have great Reaſon to aſſure our 
ſelves, both for your Love to our Service, and 


your own Honour: The ſecond Point which we 
recommend unto you is, the due Execution ot: 


our former Proclamations touching this Matter of 


the Exchange, and the Aſſiſtance of the Maſter | 


of our Exchange and his Miniſters therein, to the 
End that all Frauds diſcovered of late to have been 
uſcd by Merchants, who abuſe our Princely In- 
tention therein for their private Gain, may be re- 
medied, and therein chiefly that the Uſe of all 
Monies deicried may be taken away from the Peo- 


ple of that Country, and withal Sterling Money 
may be brought into our Exchange upon ſuch 
Conditions as our Proclamations contain ; for that 


we do find that our Intent in the Erection of 


this new Coin can no Way ſo ſoon take Place as 
by withdrawing all other Monies from them,

In the Beginning of June, the The Lord Deputy 
Lord Deputy, having gathered the ters into Tyrone. 
Forces together, took the Field, and marched up 
to Blackwater to the Paſſage which he had the 
laſt Year diſcovered to be moſt convenient to car- 
ry her Majeſty's Forces that Way into the Heart 
of Tyrone. At this Paſſage, lying ſome five Miles 
Faſtward from the Fort of Blackwater, bis Lord- 

ip encamped on the South-ſide of the River,

having a {mall Pace or Skirt of Wood between 


him and the River, of which Pace he had the 
Year before cut down many Trees, fo as at this 
Time the Paſſage was ſoon cleared. Hence hi 
Lordſhip {ent Sir Richard Moryſon, with his Re- 
giment, to poſſeſs the North-ſide of the River, 
for ſecurin of the Army's Paſſage againſt any 
Attempt of the Rebels.

ix Miles, and while theſe Works were in Hand 


we might ſee the Town of Dungannon, and Y- 
rone's Chief Houſe there ſeated, to be ſet on Fire, 
whereby it was apparent that Tyrone with his 


Forces meant to fly and quit thoſe Parts; ſo as 


the Lord Deputy ſent Sir Richard Moryſon with 
his Regiment to poſſeſs Dungannon, whither hi 
Lordihip ſoon after marched with the reſt of the

p rom Dungannon the Lord Deputy ſent Sir Ki- 
chard Moryſon, with yoo Foot, to meet Sir Ar- 
thur Chicheſter, who came with his Forces from 
Carrickfergus, and was to pals Loughſidney, and 
land within few Miles of Dungannon, where they 
being met did, according to the Lord Deputy's 
Direction, begin to raiſe a Fort. In the mean 
Time the Lord Deputy, having utterly baniſhed 
all Zyrone's Partakers out of thoſe Parts, marched 


five Miles from Dungannon, to Loughſidney, where 


Sir Arthur Chicheſter lay with his Forces, and his 
Lordſhip encamped there, till he had made the 


Fort defenſible to contain above 1000 Foot and 
100 Horſe, which were to be victualled from 


Carrickfergus by the Way of the ſaid Lough: £ 
This Fort of his Lordſhip's Barony he called 


 Mountjoy, and made Sir Benjamin Barry (his Lieu- 


tenant, and now one of the Colonels of the Ar- 
my) Governor of the ſame for the preſent Service, 


which being done, the Command of the Fort was 
left to Capt. Francis Roe. Likewile for the pre- 
lent Service Sir Arthur Chicheſter commanded in 
chief the Forces to be left there, which he might 


draw out upon all Occaſions of Service, as out of 
all other Garriſons in thoſe Parts towards Carrick- 
fergus. 5 


While his Lordſhip encamped here upon Lough- : 


| fidney, he received the 8th of July Letters from 
her Majeſty, ſignifying by her own Hand, that 


ſhe was glad of his Recovery of that Sickneſs 
_ which did ſurprize him, after his many Cares and 
Labours both of Body and Mind in the Siege of 
EKinſale, commending much his Providence, that 
__ notwithſtanding his own State of Body he did ſet on

Occaſion to call all others to a ſevere Account, 


who in Places under him neglected her Service, 


and for private Gain ſought to prolong the War, 


all other Judgment of her Valuation of his Ser- 
vices making him guilty of his own Grief, and | 


being far from her Diſpoſition towards him. That 
ſince this Summer he meant to lay the Ax to the 


Root of the Tree, by proſecuting the Arch-trai- 

tor, who had nothing to bear him up but falſe 
Rumours of Syaniſb Aids. This Summer (if ever 
any) was the Time to end the War, ſince by Sup- F 
plies ſent to the States ſhe had ſtopped the Cur- 
rent of the Spaniards Progreſs in the Siege of 


Oſtend, and had alſo ſet a chargeable Fleet to Sca 
to attend upon the Coatt of Spain, and prevent 


the Arrival of any of his Forces in /reland. That 
the reducing the Arch-traitor by her Sword, be- 
ing the only agreeable Satisfaction ſhe could rec- 


ceive for the Miſchieſs fallen upon her loving Sub- 
jects by his Iniquities, ſhe conceived the molt 


ready Means for effecting the ſame was, to draw 
trom him the chief Captains of Countries; to 
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which Purpoſe her Pleaſure was, that the Lord 


Deputy ſhould receive to her Mercy ſuch of thema 
truly and humbly. ſought it, wherein, without 
preſcribing him any particular Courſe, who beit 


Kew all Circumſtances, only the gave this Cau- 
tion to provide againit former Miſchiefs, that 


whereas commonly the Rebels, fearing to be ſpoil- 
ed, were wont to contract under-hand with the 
Arch- 
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Arch- traitor to ſubmit themſelves, thereby for the 
preſent to ſave their Country and to give Succours 
to the Rebels Creaghts under Hand, and after the 
Return of the Army to revolt again; now he 
ſhould conſider the inward Motives of their cra- 
ving Mercy, and where he could not ruin them 
without ſpending more Time and Charge than the 
main Action would permit, there to deal with 
them in a more eaſy Manner, otherwiſe to give 
more ſharp Impoſitions in the Conditions of their 


Submiſſions, and by waſting their Goods to make 
their Obedience more durable. That ſhe judged 
one Condition neceſſary, not to pardon any but 
upon Service done, not only upon thoſe whont 
particularly they hated but upon any other as they 
ſhould be directed. That as an Argument of her 
Confidence in him ſhe gave him Power of War 
and Peace, only one Thing ſhe profeſſed to ſee. 
no Cauſe to leave unexempted, namely, the par- 
doning of the Arch-traitor, a Monſter of Ingra- 
titude to her, and the Root of Miſery to her 
People, thinking all other Mercy than the Pro- 
ſcription of him to all Manner of Proſecution 
meerly incompatible with her Juſtice, and there- 
fore conimanding not to receive him upon any 
Conditions, but upon fimple Submiſſion to Mercy 
for all Things (life only excepted,) and to make 
this her Pleaſure known to all his Complices, per- 


ſuaded by him that he may be pardoned at his 
Pleaſure, and ſo fearing to leave him, leſt after

Concerning Fortifications againſt foreign Inva- 
ſion, her Majeſty gave Allowance to repair the 


Fort at J/aterfurd, and to build Forts in the Har- 


bours of Cor and Kinſale, and to build a Fort at 
G4a/way, and at Carling ford, (but this laſt was not 

effected, his Lordſhip leſs fearing the Deſcent of 

loreign Forces within Saint George's Channel,) aud

further to build ſuch ſmall Fortifications, as he 
the Lord Deputy ſhould think meet, as well for 
the preſent planting of Garriſons in Tyrone as o- 
therwhere, imploying therein Capt. Bodley, or 
Capt. Hanſard, being with the Army, or Pay] 
Yuye, being in Munſter, or any whom his Lord- 
ſhip knew fit to overſee and contrive theſe Works. 
Concerning Neal Garvey, who held Part of 6 Don- 
nel's Country as yet by a Cuſtodium, her Majeſty 


gave Warrant to paſs the ſame to him by Letters 


Patents; yet in regard of his tickle Diſpoſition, 
to make ſuch Reſtrictions therein, as he the 
Lord Deputy and the Council here ſhould. think 


meet, and to pretend the ſame to be done by her 


 Majelty's ſpecial Direction. 5 

The Lord of Delvin, upon Succours given to 

the Rebels, and Conferences had with Tyrone, at 
his coming out of the North into Munſter, in the 

doubtful time of the Siege of Kinſale, had ſince 

been impriſoned in the Caſtle of Dublin, and now 


her Majeſty's Pleafure was, that he ſhould be 


called to his Trial before ſome of the Council 
(tho' it came to no Effect, he dying in Priſon 
before the Time prefixed for his calling to an- 


ſwer,) there being Matter enough to charge him 


with underhand favouring the Rebels, howſoever 
peradventure there would be found no plain Mat- 
ter to queſtion him for his Life (wherein her Ma- 
jeſty profeſſed no Prince on Earth leſs allowed any 
Procecding, where the Proofs were not more clear 
than Day-light) and ſo her Majeſty, howſoever 


being dilpoſed to forbear Severity, yet reſolving 


to ule Correction of fo ill an Inftrument. 

The ſame 8th Day of Fly the Lord Deputy 
recciyed Letters from the Lords in England, 
wherein after congratulating his Lordſhip's Re- 
covery, as one to whom (both in reſpect of her 
Majeſty's Service, wherein almighty God had ex- 
traordinarily bleſſed him, and for their own par- 
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ticular Affection) they wiſhed both Health and 
Honour. Their Lordſhips at large ſigniffied, that 
the Grounds of the Summer Service were ſo well 
laid, as no Man could diſallow them. That Sup- 
plics of Men were ſent, and thoſe without Cap- 
rains. That for the Victuals required, her Maje- 
{ty thought it an unſupportable Charge to pro- 
vide one Year's Victual for 14000 Men, yet they 
had ſo reconciled the Demand and the Proviſion, 
as the Demand being for one Year, and the whole 
Numbers by Pole, the Proviſion was anſwerable 
to the Numbers, but not for the whole time, ex- 
perience teaching, that the Defects in the Num- 
ben would ſupply the Abridgment in the time, 
beſides the Help of many Garriſons taking halt 
Victuals and half Money, and that Beeves might 


be bought in every Country with mixed Money 


(whereas the Victuals in Exglaud were provided 


with Sterling Money.) That concerning Forti- 


fications he knew her Majeſty's Pleaſure, praying 
him to commit that Work to {auch diſcreet and 
honeſt Perſons, as her Majeſty might neither be 
put to unneceſſary Charges, nor deceived in the 
Disburſements. That more than 459907. had 
been paid to Merchants in London for Bills of Ex- 
change, granted by the Treaſurer to 1riſh Mer- 
chants, for ſatisfying their Debts due in London 
before the Alteration of the Standard, which ab- 
ſurd Courſe he could never have held, if he had 
given no Merchant any Bill of Exchange for any 


more Money than he could bring good Proof to 
have disburſed, or to owe for Merchandize brought 
into the Kingdom. That whereas upon his Lord- 


ſhip's Motion, and the Captain's good liking, 
her Majeſty had been pleaſed to commit the ap- 


parelling of the Soldier to them, againſt which 
Reſolution now many Reaſons were produced, 


their Lordſhips found further Impediment, in thar 


3007. impreſt to each Captain beforehand was re- 


quired, 
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quired, and their Sufficiency for the greater Part 
to anſwer ſuch a Sum, was ſo doubted, as it was 
thought her Majeſty's Money ſhould run a Ha- 
zard, whereas formerly the Contractors gave her 
Majeſty time, and beſides put in good Sureties to 
anſwer all Defects. Beſides that, it was feared 
the Captains would either let the Soldier go naked, 


or fill their Companies with Jriſb, who would | 


require no Apparel; requiring to know his Lord- 
ſhip's Judgment, whether the old Courſe were 
fitter to be continued than this. Laſtly, that 
they conceived the King of Spain, had not fully 
abandoned his Purpoſes for Ireland, yet were ad- 
vertiſed that her Majeſty's Fleet lying upon that 

Coaſt, made him for the preſent rather apply his 
Council to ſtand upon Defence, efteeming it dan- 
gerous to put to Sea while her Majefty's Ships 
were ſo ready to attend him: So as they hoped 

his Lordſhip ſhould not be interrupted by any 

foreign Power, although no Certainty could be 
given of ſuch Actions of Princes, who having 

many Deſigns, and for them many Preparations, 
may change Minds at their Pleaſures. EE 


In the ſame Camp, and the ſame 8th of July, the _ 
Lord Deputy received the following Letter from 
Maſter Secretary Cecil, between whom a firm 
Combination of Love (or at leaſt) ſo firm as to ſuch 
great Perſons is incident, had long been prattiſed, 
and now within few Months had been finally con-

FF I were now to begin the Frame of our Friend- 
1 ſhip, I ſhould be curious to faſten it with all 

the ten Nails that belong to Architecture, becauſe 

in the Beginning Men are curious to obſerve Mi- 

nutiſima: But I that know how ſtraight the Knots 

are tied of our Affections, by the mutual Os

Let that Argument ſerve therefore for Excule of 
my long filence, becauſe I judge you by my own 
Affections. To ſpeak of the Subject of the ge- 
neral Diſpatch in this my private Letter, were 
but impertinent, ſeeing I have joined in the ſame, 


and yet ſceing I write there as a Counſellor, and 


here as a Friend, that hath bound himſelf by E- 
lection, and not by Compulſion, I will tell you my 

Opinion ſincerely of thoſe things which are moſt 
material in the ſame: Firſt, my Lord, I do aſſure 


| you, that it is not in the Compaſs of my Judg- 
ment how to maintain that Army, at that Height 
it is at, longer than the time of Profecution, 


without extreme Prejudice of this Eſtate, where- 


of though you are not the Efficient Cauſe, or 
Sine qua non, yet I muſt confeſs, I had rather that 
Lot might light upon any other than upon you, 
| becauſe I would be loth your Return ſhould not 
ſucceed a Diminution thereof, whereby you might 


receive the Thanks for that Effect, by which 
this State feeleth Victory more than by any other 
Conſequence whatſoever. For this Purpoſe, I 


muſt confeſs, I have endeavoured to prepare her 


Majeſty's Mind to give you the Power of com- 


pounding with Rebels, both becauſe you draw 


the Sword which would beſt cut out the Condi- 


tions of Submiſſion, and becauſe for a while they 
ſhall rather hope for, than feel any foreign Suc- 
cours: For the Traitor himſelf, what you have 
you ſee, and therefore I know that muſt be your 
Warrant, yet will I privately fay this unto you, 
that if her Majeſty had not the Prejudice in her 
own Thoughts, that he will inſult when it comes 
to the Uplhot, and ſo her opening her ſelf in Of- 


fer of a Pardon, would return unto her a double 


| Scorn, I am confidently perſuaded, that when 
; TY =. 
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you have made Trial, and ſhall make it appear, | 


that there is no other Impediment, than her Ma- 
jeſty's Acceptation, you ſhall receive ſufficient 
Warrant for Concluſion. In the mean time, leſt 


vou ſhould ſay, you are put to do that which is | 


tender to handle, becauſe my Word can be no 


__ Warrant, or for that which is impoſhble to ef- 
feet, (which is, that he will truſt his Lite in your 
Hands by a Perſonal Submiſſion,) firſt you have 


Warrant to try it for receiving him upon Condi- 


tion of his Life, ſo as therein you may faſhion 
your own Courſe as you lift. Secondly, for the 
Point of his not daring to truſt the State for his 
perſonal coming in, all other things but that may 
be digeſted, and that Doubt ſent over hither, 
whereby her Majeſty ſhall yet have the Honour 
of Refuſal, (if God do ſo diſpoſe her Heart,) and 
not he, which her Majeſty ſecketh to avoid. For 
the Preparation in Spain, I can ſay no more than 
I have done, in the joint Diſpatch, only the Con- 
tinuance of her Majeſty's Fleet upon the Coaſt ; 
and this breaking out of Tyrone's Conſpiracy, in 


which Spain hath given the French King Occa- 


ſion of Offence, may hinder any preſent Invaſions, 

and ſo give you more time, than when Don Jean 

arrived it was reſolved. And thus have I now of 
the publick Affairs delivered yoo as much, as I 


know to be worthy of Advertiſement. My Lord, 


being ſomewhat troubled with a Pain in my Eyes, 


{ preſumed to write the ordinary Matters of my 


IJ. etter in a borrowed Hand, reſerving that which 
was of more Privateneſs to my own ſelf. To ai- 
ure you of the Queen's Acceptation of your Ser- 


vices, and of 'the Abolition of her former Excep- 


tions, I vow before God, that my Heart doth _ 
give me that Warrant, out of my poor Judgment 
of her Diſpoſition, (more than upon ſudden 
Speeches ſometime when the firſt Apparition f 
new Charge and likelihood to continue doth pre- 


ſent 
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f ſent it ſelf,) that I might ſay, Dormito ſecurus : 
When I can by any Occaſion, I bring Sir Oliver 
S.. Jobn to her Majeſty, becauſe he uy ſee how 
ber Majeſty's Aﬀections move, to whole Report 
of her Language now, to him do refer me. But 


to come to the Point, my Lord, this I ſay, the 


Way to do your Lordſhip good, is to increaſe 
your Merit, and that cannot be done without in- 
- creaſing your Means. For the Supplies of Means 


© therefore to proſecute, I labour (as far as I have 


Credit) to procure you them. For the Wd to 


make an End by Peace, I think no Man ſeeks 


| more than my {elf to enable you, by perſuading 


her Majeſty to give you that Power; wherein 
when Lack of Arguments happens to work her 


* Majeſty's Mind (which in her Princely Indigna- 
tion againſt that Arch-traitor is full of Obſtruc- 


tion,) 1 do fall to the binding Argument (which 
of all things moſt concludeth,) and that is this: 
That in ſhort time the Sword cannot end the 


War, and long time the State of England cannot 


| J well endure it. What in the firſt is granted, I 
leave to the things themſelves. But for the ſe- 
cond Kind, I confeſs that in Tyrone's Caſe you 


have nothing that can produce good Effect, ex- 
cept there be more Mortar ſent you to faſten the 


Foundation, which is yet to be laid upon dry 


Stone. For although I know that by this War- 


| rant you may ſafely give ear, and can cauſe him 
to be dealt with, yet that which you can do for 


bim by this Way, will be by him contemned. In 
Which reſpect, as I know your Lordſhip hath 


Wiſdom enough to conceal the Latitude of your 
Commiſſion, ſo believe me (out of my Judgment)

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ſuch are the Minds of us all, that are ſworn to 
give her Majeſty true Council, as I doubt not, 
but by our humble Importunity upon your Adver- 
tiſements what you find would be accepted, her 
Majetty would be readily induced to do that, 


Which is ſo much for her Majeſty's Service, be- 


ing a Matter, which if my 1 55 to God could 
s in her Mind at 


more advantagious, than to have it ſent after Oc- 
caſion, and fitteſt Opportunity. And ſo much 


(my Lord) for my Comment upon the Text of 
her Majeſty's own Letter. For your Return 
therefore I remain as I was, that it could be of 
no other Conſequence to her Majeſty, than for 
the greateſt Good of her Service, and to your 
ſelf infinite Comfort and Honour. Of which it 
is {ſuperfluous to ſpeak, till time give me more 
Tight, and give you more Opportunity in this 
preſent Action, to ſend me more Grounds. Then 
will I not fail to ſpeak like an honeſt Man, that 
will neither halt nor practiſe with you. In Con- 


fidence whereof, worthy Lord, believe me, that

* for my own part, that I cannot be diverted from 


my Opinion, that they will again come into Mun- 
ſter. I ſend you not the News of Sir Richard 
Leviſon's taking of the Carrick at Lisbon, becauſe 
it came but to-day by France, but ſurely I hope 


it is true, and the Flemmings have ſurely taken

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After the Building of Mountjoy Fort, the Lord 


Deputy purpoſed to follow Tyroze through his 


_ greateſt Faſtneſs, till he ſhould utterly ruin him, 
or drive him that Way to the Sea: But by reaſon 


this Degree of Proſecution required long time, and 
already the Victuals were waſted, which his 
Lordſhip could with any Conveniency bring 


with him, and becauſe the further the Traitor 


ſhould be followed, his Lordſhip ſhould be the 


further from any Means to relieve his Forces, he 
Was inforced to alter his Reſolution, and imbrace the 


following Courſe of it ſelf as good as the Former. 


Firſt, he diſmiſſed Sir Henry Dockwra, to gather 
and provide for ſome good Numbers of Men at 
the Om), and to prepare within twenty Days, to 


draw as far as Dungeven in 6 Kane's Country, ſut- 
ficiently enabled with Means to proſecute, and 


fall upon Tyrone that Way. Secondly, his Lord- F 
ſhip gave Order to Sir Arthur Chicheſter, to do 
the like by Toome. And laſtly, he himſelf pur- 


poſed to return within twenty Days limited, to 
make the War upon Tyrone by the Way of Ai, 


letro, lying next upon the Border of Tyrone's 
Country. In the mean time, on all Sides they 


put up as much Victuals as they could, to ſuch 


Places as were moſt fit for the ſubſiſting of theſe 


ſeveral Forces, during this Proſecution. His 
Lordihip was confident, that the Garriſon of the 


Omy under Sir Henry Dockwra, and the Garrifon 
of Mountjoy upon Loughſidney, (where were let 


850 Foot, and 100 Horle) under Sir Arthur Chi— 


cheſter's Command, would reſtrain Tyrone from the 
Plains into the Faſtneſſes (where now he was) for 


the twenty Days above limited. In the mean 
time, his Lordſhip with the Army intended to 


lie in ſuch Places, as without great Convoys he 


might put up Victuals for this Purpoſe, mean- 


ing to imploy the time in aſſuring or waſting all 
rhe Countries betwixt Blackwater and the Foe 
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And with this Purpoſe he marched back towards 
Monaghan, and in the Way taking ſome Iflands 
and ftrong Places, though in thole and all the 
former Scrvices we had not loſt five Men of the 
Army, yet we had the Diſaſter, by a caſual Shot 
out of one of the Iſlands, to leeſe Sir John Bark- 
ley, a worthy Gentleman, and Serjeant Major of 
the Army, and in another ſlight Skirmiſh to leeſe 
Capt. Yillis. Upon the Death of Sir 70% Bar- 
ley, his Lordſhip made Sir Henry Davers Serjeant 
Major in his Place, and coming into Monaghan, 


his Lordſhip on the 19th of July advertiſed the 


Lords in England of the former Services, as alſo 
that he had directed Sir Henry Dockwra, and Sir 
Arthur Chicheſter, that in caſe any new Spaniſh 
Forces ſhould land in /relard, they ſhould draw 
unto him with their principal Forces, yet leave 
the Garriſons defenſible, as Bridles to the ſubmit- 
ted late Rebels, and a Diverſion to the reſt re- 
maining in Rebellion. That howſoever the Num- 


ö bers of thoſe Garriſons ſeemed to threaten the 


Continuance of her Majeſty's Charge, yet it was 
the moſt ſure Way to leſſen the Army, and end 


the War in ſhort time, which only foreign In- 
vaſion could hinder, in which caſe, it would be 


no longer the War of Ireland, but the War of 
England in Ireland, and would require as royal 
Supplies, as if a Part of England were invaded by 
ſo mighty a Prince. That the Garriſons upon 
Tzrone were left ſo ſtrong in Numbers, as that 
every of them apart, might without apparent 
Hazard, not only withſtand all the Force, Where 


with Tyroze was able in any one Place to make 


head againſt them, but be ſtirring with ſome Par- 
ties to ſeek out him and his Creaghts in their 


= Paſtneſſes, and to keep them from feeding, or 


ſtirring upon the Plain, which muſt neceſſarily 


undo the Rebels, and this Effect of the Summers 


Service would appcar in the next Winter. For 
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if in the mean time it were not his Lordſhip's 
Hap, according to his earneſt Endeavour, to get 
Tyrone's Head, which was a Work of Difficulty, 
not to be hoped in fo ſhort a time, yet he wx 
confident to cut off ſo many of his Members, 35 
he ſhould not be able to continue in any one

dily, and by entring into a royal Charge at once, 


to cut off her Majeſty's continuing Charge, which 
being now above 300000 7. yearly, it ſeemed good 


Husbandry, if by beſtowing 1000007. at once, 


eſpecially in the new mixed Coin, her Majeſty 


might both ſecure the Kingdom againſt foreign 
Invaſion, and ſo bridle the Towns and Country, 


as half the ſaid yearly Charge might be preſently 
ſaved, and yet the Army might be drawn ſtronger 


into the Field than now it could be: For it would 
be leis Charge to her Majeſty, to keep twenty 
Men in a Caſtle coſting yoo 7. the Building, than 
to keep 100 Men in a Fort built for 100 J. yet 
that he would conform himſelf to her Majeſty's 
Pleaſure in that Point, imploying the Money al- 
loved to the beſt he poſſibly could.

. draw 
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draw the War to ſome good End, no Way ſo well 
to be done, as by planting ſtrong Garriſons upon 
Tyrone, and by drawing from him his ſtrongeſt 
Partakers, to which Purpoſe he had ſent Sir Hen— 
7y Folliot to govern the Garriſon lately plantedat 
Balliſhannon, who had Inſtructions to receive Ma; 
Gyre to Mercy, upon Condition he would be con- 
tent to have his Country divided between 9 Connyr 
Roe and himſelf, and would deliver to her Maje- 
ſty's Uſe the Caſtle of Enis&killin with the Ordi— 


nance therein. His Lordſhip further fignified, 
that when the Garriſon of Balliſhannon had effect- 
ed the intended Service, he would leave it as a 


Ward, this fame and all other Fortifications being 


ſo made, as one {mall Fort of very good Strength 
was firſt framed guardable by a few, to which 
| was added a greater Fort of leſs Strength and 
Charge, like to a Bawn or Yard, wherein many 


upon Occaſion might be lodged, ſo as if at any 


time one Company were found ſuthcient, the reſt F 
being drawn away, the Loſs of the bigger Fort,

The 29th of Pauly the Lord Deputy, being in 


Monaghan, received Letters from Sir George Ca- 


re, Lord Preſident of Munſter, by the Hands of 


Sir Samuel Bagnol, whom the Lord Deputy had 


ſent into Munſler to bring from thence 1500 Foot, 


which accordingly he had performed. Theſe Let- 


ters advertiſed certain Expectation of the Spar:- 
ærds preſent inyading Munſter with great Forces, 
ES; _ os 
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able to keep the Field without any Support from 
the /ri/þ Rebels, which Expectation was ground- 
ed upon the Confeſſions of many coming out of 
Spain, and by divers Letters ſent from thence by 
the /riſh, bur eſpecially was confirmed by the Ar- 
rival of a Spaniſh Ship at Ardea, bringing a good 
Proportion of Munition to O/villivan Bear, Capt. 
Tyrrel, and other Rebels in Manſter, together 
with a good Sum of Money to be diſtributed a- 
mong them for their Encouragement to hold out 
in Rebellion till the Span; Succours ſhould ar- 
rive. And the Lord Preſident ſignified his Fear 
of a general Detection upon the Spaniards firſt 
Arrival, which he gathered from the Confidence 
of all the Rebels in that Province, who having 
before ſought for Mercy in all Humbleneſs, and 


with Promiſe to merit it by Service, now ſince 


the Spaniſh Ship arrived were grown proud (call- 
ing the King of Spain their King, and their cea- 
ſing from Rebellion to be the betraying of their 
King and of the Catholick Cauſe,) yea, fell no- 
thing from this Inſolency though they had been 
ſometimes beaten by him, many of their chicf 
Men killed, and had loſt the ſtrong Caſtle of 
Dunboy.

deſired that for Speed of Intelligences a running

The Lord Deputy by this Time had planted a 
Garriſon in Monaghan, wherein he left for the 
ws | „%%% pre

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reſent Sir Chriſtopher St. Laurence with his 25 
Horſe and 150 Foot, and under him Capt. Eſinond 
with his 150 Foot. This Garrifon lay fitly to 
ſecure the Pale from Northern Incurſions, and to 
proſecute thoſe Rebels which were like to ſtand 

out longeſt. This done, his Lordſhip took, burn- 
ed, and ſpoiled all the Iſlands in thoſe Parts of 


greateſt Strength, placing Wards in ſome of them: 


And finding Mac Mahown, Chief of Monaghan, 
to ſtand upon 1 Terms (though otherwiſe 
making Suit to be received to Mercy, ) his Lord- 
| ſhip ſpoiled and ranſacked all that Country, and 
by Example thereof brought many Chiefs of ad- 


Joining Countries to ſubmit to Mercy with as 
ood Shew of Duty and Obedience as could be 
geüired, and more ſtrict Oaths and Pledges than 
had formerly been required: So as now from the 
Bann to the Dartry (including all Tyrone,) and 
from thence to Dublin, the whole Country was 
cleared, and the chief Lords more aſſured than 


they were ever before. His Lordſhip placed Con- 


nor Roe Maguire (to whom her Majeſty had lately 
given the Chiefry of Fermannagh) in the princi- 
pal Houſe of Mac Mahon, Chief of Monaghan, 


lying within two Miles of Fermannagb, ſo as he 
might from thence eaſily plant and ſettle himſelf 
in his own Country, and ſo be able to do her Ma- 
jeſty many good Services in thoſe Parts. 

This done his Lordſhip returned to the Newry, 


95 meaning there for a ſhort Time to refreſh his 


wWearied Forces. The 29th of Faly, his Lordſhip 
and the Council! with him made to the Lords in 


England a relation of the paſt Services (which for 
Brevity I omit) and wrote further as followeth : 
Upon ſuch Bruits as we hear of a new Invaſion 

out of Spain (the Lord Prefident in a Manner aſ- 


ſuring us that they will in that Province invade pre- 
{ently with a ſtrong Army of 15000 Foot and 2000 


Horſe) we are much diſtracted what next to do; 
for if we ſhould draw that Way to provide to 
entertain them we ſhould loſe the Advantage of 
this Proſecution and {ſpend another Year unpro- 
fitably, which we grieve to think upon, and yer 
perhaps miſs of their Place of landing. It we 
proceed, as we yet intend, to draw this War to 
. a ſpeedy End (which is that which we acknow- 


ledge we do moſt affect) we ſhall be the leſs able 


to make that defenſive Stop to their Invaſion that 
we might if we attended that Buſineſs only : We 


do therefore moſt humbly and earneſtly defire to 


be directed from your Lordſhips (who in likeli- 


hood beſt know the Spaniards Intentions) which 
of theſe Courſes we ſhould molt apply ourſelves 


unto, otherwiſe we are reſolved, whatſoever be- 


fal, to proſecute the War Northward with all 
earneſtneſs, out of the Deſire we have to draw 
the War to an End, and caſe her Majeſty of that 


exceſhve Charge which, to our exceeding Grief, 
we obſerve her to be at, which we doubt not to 


effect to her great Contentment, and eaſe her Ma- 
jeſty ſpeedily of a great Part of her Charge, if 


we be not interrupted by the Spaniard ; for be- 


ſides the good Hold we have 8 of thoſe that 
elves, which by all 


have already ſubmitted them 
Arguments of ſound and ſincere Meaning in them 


we look to be better and more aſſured than any 


that was taken heretofore ſince her Majeſty and 
her Anceſtors enjoyed this Kingdom, eſpecially 


with the Holds that we have planted among them, 
we have ſet down ſuch a Plot for the proſecution 


of the reſt, upon all Hands at one Inſtant, ſo ſoon 
as we take the Field next, which is agreed upon 
the roth of the next Month (till which Time we 
have thought fit to refreſh this Army over-toiled 


and wearied out with continual working upon 
the Forts that we have made, and with exceeding 


great Marches which we were driven to, for lack 
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of Means to carry Victuals with us for a longer 
Time, ) as we are very confident we ſhall in ſhort 
Time ruin or ſubdue all theſe Rebels: For we 
have left no Man in all the North that is able to 
make any very great Reſiſtance, or that hath not 
made Means to be received to Mercy, 6 Rourke 


only excepted, who hitherto hath been furtheſt 
off from feeling the Fury of our Proſecution. 


Tyrone is already beaten out of his Country and 


lives in a Part of 6 Kane's, a Place of incredible 
Faſtneſs, where though it be impoſſible to do him 

any great Hurt ſo long asqhe ſhall be able to keep 
any Force about him, the Ways to him being in- 
_ acceſſible with an Army, yet by lying about him, 


as we mean to do, we ſhall in ſhort Time put him 


to his uttermoſt Extremity, and if not light upon 
His Perſon, yet force him to fly the Kingdom. In 
the mean Time we can aſſure your Lordihips thus 
much, that from 6 Kane's Country, where now 
he hvcth, which is to the Northward of his own 
Country of Tyrone, we have left none to give us 
Oppoſition, nor of late have {cen any but dead 
Carcaſſes meerly ſtarved for Want of Meat, of 


which Kind we found many in divers Places as we 


paſſed. The Forces which laſt we drew out of 
Munſter, being 1500 Foot above the Munſter Lit, 


(which the Lord Preſident defired to retain there 


only till he had ended his Buſineſs at Dunboy,) arc 
now under the Command of Sir Samuel Bagno!, 
| (preſently upon their Arrival to the Borders) di- 
rected by the Annely to proſecute 6 Rourh, where 
| moſt fitly he may join with the Forces of Cor- 


naught, and ſhall be met withal by thoſe of Bal. 


li ſbannon, commanded by Sir Henry Folliot: All 
thoſe will help us greatly to pen up the Northern 
Rebels on that Side when we next attempt them 
(as by the 1oth of Auguſt we mean to do) from 

 Loughfoyle and Carrickfergus, which Sir Arthur 
Chicheſter from thence is now very well enabled 

” „ tor 
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for by the Means of the Garriſons we laſt planted 
at Toome and upon Lough/idney, both being on that 
Side of the Lough that lies next upon Tyroze. And 
as thoſe Forces on Connausbt Side lie very fitly to 
aſſiſt us for the ſpeedy Diſpatch of the Work, ſo 
are they very ready to entertain the Spaniards if 
they ſhould land in Connaught, and not much un- 
fit for Munſter if they ſhould arrive there. We have 
directed them therefore ſeverally to apply and bend 
their Endeavours to anſwer theſe fnadry Occaſi- 
ons; and this in our Providence is the beſt Courſe 
that we can think upon; for by the fame, if Spa- 


niards come not, we ſhall go on very roundly 


with our Buſinels, and we hope (by the Grace of 
God) to perform it to your great Contentment , 


and if they come (which is the worſt) they will 


be able to make ſome good defenſive War till 


we with the reſt ſhall draw unto them, and then 


we cannot hope to do any more until your Lord- 
ſhips ſupply us royally out of England. For if 
the Spaniard come fo ſtrong in Horſe and Foot 
as is reported, and as it mult needs be thought he 
will, (finding the Error that the laſt Time he 
committed,) it may not be expected at our Hands 


with all the Forces we can draw to Head, leaving 


ſome Forts guarded, (as we mult needs do, to 
| bridle and keep in Awe the Country, and to keep 
our former Labours from being utterly over- 
thrown,) that we ſhall be able of ourſelves to put 


them from any Place that they have a Mind to 


hold, but mult rather give them Way till we be 


better furniſhed. We are therefore humbly to 
defire your Lordihips, if the Spaniards arrive, or 
if you expect them certainly, then to think upon 
us favourably and to ſupply our Wants, and that 


ſpeedily, eſpecially Men, Munition, and Victu- 
als, for this Kingdom will not be able to afford 


us any Thing for ſuch a War as then we muſt. 


make, which your Lordſhips cannot but know 
3 ONO far 
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far better than we can expreſs, for as we have 
noted heretofore (which we ͤbeſecech you give us 


leave ſtill to remember you of) it will not then be

Right truſty and well- beloved We greet you well; 
LTHOUGH We have heard nothing from 
you directly ſince Our laſt Diſpatch, yet 
We impute it to no Neglect of yours, having ſo 
great Cauſe to judge the beſt of your Actions, 

when every Diſpatch from other Parts of Our 
Kingdom reports of great Honour in the Succeſs 
ok Our Army under you, a Matter ſpecially appear- 
ing by thoſe Letters which We have ſeen directed 
to our Treaſurer at Wars in Ireland, containing 1 
the Diſcourſe of your Marches and abiding in the 9 
Heart of Tyrone, and the Recovery of that Iſland, 
and that Ordnance of Ours which had been foul- 
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ly loſt before: In which reſpect We value the 


{ame ſo much the more acceptably. We have allo 
thought good at this Time to add this further, 
that We arc glad to find that you are joined with 
Duckwra and Chicheſter, becauſe that is the thing 
which hath been long withed, often attempted, 
but never before effected, (being indeed the true 
Conſequence of Our Plantation, with great Ex- 
pence both at Loxghfoyle and in other Parts of 
Clfier.)

This Reſolution the Lord Deputy ſignified to 


Sir Henry Dockwra, who expected to meet bis 

Lordſhip in Tyrone about this time, according to 

their former Purpoſe. And withal advertiſed him, 
that he had lent ſuch a Part of the Army to Char- 


 lemouit, 
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lemount, and the other Forts near to the Black- 
water, as would be (in a manner) to as good Pur- 
poſe, for any Service Sir Henny Dockwra fnould 
think fit to attempt upon Done, or for the ſtop- 
ing of him from paſſing with his Creaghts from 
the Faſtneſs wherein he now lay, as if his Lord- 
ſhip were there preſent with the whole Forccs. 
For his Lordſhip's Troop of Horſe, being lodged 
at Charlemount, with more than 1000 Foot in

SIR, : 


I Underſtand from Sir Oliver Lambert, that the |

(but J think it will be well, if they be all Cul- 


verins, and of Iron,) which he thinks will make

and other ſuch great Works, I think we muſt 
2 good great Ordnance, and 
therefore beſeech you, Sir, to be a Mean, that 
we may be ſpeedily ſupplied with a Score of Iron 
Pieces, weil furniſhed, and fitted to be placed 
there, and elſewhere in Munſter, to the moſt Ad- 
vontage of the Service, whereby I am very con- 
fident that this whole Country will much the bet- 
ter be ſecured, and her Majeſty greatly eaſed in 


hercontinuing Charge, though her preſent Charge 


ſeems thereby much increaſed. I proteſt I do ap- 
ply with all Carefulneſs my beſt Endeavours, ſo 


to husband this Buſineſs, as her Majeſty in a ve- 


ry ſhort time ſhall find Abatement of her Charge 
here, to her own Contentment, if I be not m- 


terrupted by the Spaniards; and if they do come, 


I doubt not but theſe greater Works will keep 
the Towns (ncar which they ſtand) in ſo great 
Awe, as they will not ſuddenly nor eaſily fall to 
their Party, as otherwiſe in all likelihood they 


would, ſo as they ſhew themſelves any thing ſtrong 


before 
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before any of them, and then will it manifeſtly 
appear, that this Coſt was beſtowed to great good 
Purpoſe: For the keeping of one Town from re- 
volting, will very well countervail the whole 
Charge that her Majeſty ſhall be at, in planting 
of all thoſe Fortifications, and yet will they at- 
terwards be ſuch Bridles to the Countries all about 
them, as they ſhall never be able to rebel again. 
[ conceive that by the placing of a Conſtable and

I beſecch you, Sir, 
conceive, that I have juſt Cauſe to be grieved,

make no Doubt of them, nor to bring the reſt to 


what Terms ſhall be fitteſt for her Majeſty" s Ho- 
nour and Profit. We have thought fit to ſuffer = 
molt of the Natives of Tyrone (the reſt being put 
over the River of the Bann) to follow Henry and 
Con Mac Shane, and perchance many of them will | 
not quit them though the Traitor ſhould return 
and grow ſtrong. But for all Events we have 
| ſpoiled and mean to ſpoil their Corn; and in re- 
| ſpect of the Garriſons, and of the Blackwater, 
their Creaghts can hardly return but they will 
be ſtill at our Command. If they ſhould prove 
falſe we have Fellow Bridles upon them, and at any

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rone, will caſily forſake them. Theſe Followers 
ſeem to deſire nothing more than to hold their 
Land of the Queen without any Dependency up- 

on the 0 Neals. Hovſoever, for the preſent, we 
think good to hold them thus together, partly for 
the Good of the Service, and to give theſe two 
young Men ſome Livelihood, who (with the reſt) 
Fein utterly rejected, might by ſome deſperate 
Couiſe much prolong the War; and partly (we 
muſt confeſs freely) out of human Commiſeration, 
having with our Eyes daily ſeen the lamentable 
E ſtate of that Country, wherein we found every 
where Men dead of Famine, inſomuch that 9 Ha- 
gan proteſted unto us, that between Tullogh Oge 
and Toome there lay unburied a 1000 Dead, and 


that ſince our firſt drawing this Year to Black- 
water there were above 3000 ſtarved in Tyrone. 
And ſure the poor People of thoſe Parts never 


y_ had the Means to know God, or to acknow- 


ledge any other Sovereign than the d Neals, which 


makes me more commilerate them, and hope bet- 
ter of them hereafter. When we have conferred 


with the reſt of the Counſel at Dublin, and are 
better informed of the State of thoſe Parts, we 
will again preſume to write to your Lordſhips. 


In the mean Time we haſten thither, finding here 


all, both Subjects and others, as fully poſſeſſed of 


the Spaniards coming as it they were alrcady ar- 
rived : 'The like Opinion (as we hear) is generally 
over all Ireland, upon what Ground we know not, 
for we have not heard any ſuch ſubſtantial Intel- 


ligence, excepting the Bruit advertiſed by the |

; The ſame 12th Day of September his Lordſhip wrote 


from the Newry this following Letter to Maſter 
Secretary in England. 3 


OU will underſtand by our Letters to my 
Lords how hitherto we have beſtowed our 


Time. Being returned back to the Newry I find 
all the World ſtrangely poſſeſſed of the coming 
of the Spaniards, although I cannot learn of any 
aſſured Ground they have thereof. Upon the ge- 
| neral Concurrence from all Parts of ſuch Bruits 
I did employ two as likely Inſtruments as any are 
to know the Truth, and to learn what Aſſurance 
| Tyrone himſelf had from Spain. They undertook 
upon their Lives, that all the Intelligence he 
| hath received of Succours is only by Letters out 
of the Pale. Tyrone hath many Ways made im- 
portunate Means to be received to Mercy; but I 
did ſtill reject him, and publiſhed it, that her Ma- 


jeſty had commanded me not to hearken unto him, 
yet {till he continued to urge me to become a Suitor 


to the Queen for him. It is true, I have been ever 


loth to negotiate with him any otherwiſe than 


with my Sword, becauſe I find it dangerous for 
| myſelf, conſidering the Queen's Reſolution; but 


upon the receipt of my Lord Preſident's Letter 
of a new Spaniſh Invaſion I adventured thus far 
to entertain his Motions, that if he would ſwear 


to ſubmit himſelf abſolutely to her Majeſty's Mer- 
cy, (if it ſhould pleaſe her to receive him,) what- 
ſoever Succour he ſhould receive in the mean 


Time, I would only undertake to become an hum- 


dle Suitor unto her Majeſty for him, ſo that, not- 


withſtanding, till J knew her Pleaſure I would 
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one to me agreeing to ſo much, but withal pro- 
pounding certain Articles that he defired ſhould 
be granted; whereupon, miſliking that he ſhould 
in any wiſe capitulate, I commanded his Meſſen- 
ger preſently to depart, and forbad him to ſend 
any more to me, and to cut off all Hope to his 
Party, I have directed all the Garriſons anew to 
proclaim his Head, and the like to be done in the 
Creaghts of ſuch as are become Subjects. In the 
mean Time N. N. out of his own Head, and by 
that general Authority that is given to all Com- 
manders to parley with Rebels, hath ſpoken with 
Dyrone to the Effect of his own Letter, which 
_ even now I received, and ſuch as it is I ſend 
it you. I proteſt before the Eternal God it was 
without my Privity; but I muſt bear with him 
for greater Faults than this; for he and all the 
Jriſh are very irregular, though he be fit enough 
for the Charge I have given him, which is only 
of /riſþ Companies, in a Garriſon which of all 
other I can worſt victual, and they will make beſt 
Shift for themſelves, and greateſt Spoil upon the 
Enemy. I have commanded him to meddle no 
more with Tyroxe, for if I ſhould think it fit, 1 
would employ one better inſtructed for that Pur- 
pole. It is true, Sir, that for many reſpects I 
have been fearful to deliver freely my Opinion 
what Courſe I think fit to be taken with Tyroze, 
and ſo am I now; but if it ſhall pleaſe her Ma- 
jeſty to truſt me with the Authority to hearken 
unto him, I would never uſe it but when I ſhould 
be ſure to give her a very good Account of my 
Proceedings therein; for the lower he is brought, 
the more it will be for the Queen's Honour to 
ſhew him Mercy, and it is thought he might be 
made an excellent Inſtrument if Spain continue 
their Purpoſes for this Kingdom. If the Queen 
be reſolved never to receive him, it is moſt neceſſa- 
ry that er ſhould preſently be made a Provincial 
N i e _ Government z 
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Government; for this People ſeem to thirſt for Ju- 
ſtice, and by that Means the Dependency upon the 

| 5 Neals will be ſoon extinguiſhed. If the Queenbe 

| loth to augment her Charge, I think it were much 
better that the Inſtitution of Connaught were diſcon- 
tinued, and the like Officers to be transferred 
hither. It is true, that in all Jrelaud, for the 
Good of the general Service, there is no Place ſo 
fit for the Deputy to be reſident as at Athlone; and 
if he were there, Connaught would little need a 
Governor. I have here but little Time and much 
to do, and therefore I cannot write to you of all

N po to do when I come to Dublin; only of this 
I pray you, Sir, reſolve me by your next; We have 
here the worſt Intelligence of any Initrunents 
| that any Prince in Chriſtendom doth employ in fo 
© weighty a Buſineſs; I do know ſome that I do 
think were fit to be employed both in Spain and 
about the Traitor here, yet though 1 know my 
ſelf to be honeſt, they may prove Knaves. If 
the Queen be ſo confident of my Faith, that thc 


| will be pleaſed to make the beſt Interpretations of 
What I ſhall do therein, I ſhould be able to do her 
© perchance ſome good Service, and give myſelf 
greater Light of all Things than now I have; but 
if the miſlike it, I will only lay about me with 


my Sword, though it be in the Dark. It is not 


| a Letter, nor a reaſonable Book, that can deliver 


all ſuch Conceits of mine as I think neceſſary to 
let you know of this Kingdom, wherefore I de-

ny Thanks, neither will I be ſparing to teſtify ſo 

much, where it may moſt redound to your due 
and well deſerved Commendation. Yet muſt ! 
withal note, that it ſomewhat grieves me, to ob- 

ſerve ſo great an Alteration in thoſe that of late 
ſeemed deſirous (or at leaſt not unwilling) to re- 
ceive her Majeſty's Mercy, for that I have ſome

hath a juſt Pretence for his ſtanding out ſo long, 


and for any Action into which he ſhall enter, 
neither ſhall we be able to diſprove his Allegations, 


for ſome Reaſons apparent to your ſelf: Vour 
fear prove chargeable, and very long; yet can 


I do no more than recommend it to your good 
Husbandry and Diſcretion, who may beſt judge 


and Monaghan may fitly draw upon all Occaſions, 
and ſo I have left Order with Sir Arthur Chiche- 


latter and to Omy, (which is but twelve Miles 


from it) Sir Henry Dockwra hath promiſed me to 
put up molt of the Forces of Loughfoyle, and to 
lie thereabout himſelf. To Eniskillin or there- 
about, Sir Henry Folliof hath Direction to draw 
his whole Force, leaving a Ward only at Balli- 
ſhannon and Beleeke, which is already done, but 
he hath not his Boats yet from you, which 1s a

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t Hindrance unto him, and therefore I pra 

you ſend them with all ſpeed poſſible, if they be 
not gone already. Touching your Motion for 
Maſter Attorney, I now return to Dublin, where 
if he cauſe it to be moved at the Table, I will 
with the reſt yield to any thing that is fit. In 
the mean time you may uſe the chief Juſtice in 
thoſe Buſineſſes, who hath Allowance for his Diet, 
and is of great Experience and Continuance in 

| that Province, ſo as thereby he may beſt know 
every Man's Diſpoſition. I pray you let me hear 
from you again with as much ſpeed as you can, 
| touching the State of that Province under your 
| Government. And ſo hoping, for all theſe late 
Bruits, that we ſhall not this Year be troubled by 
the Spaniards, or if we be, that their Number 
ſhall be ſmall, (for ſo Maſter Secretary hath con- 
fidently written to me out of England,) I com- 


comend me right heartily to you. 


From the Newry this 1 2th 
of September, 1602. 


The Lord Deputy being arrived at Dublin, and 
this Summer's Service ended, ſince the compo- 
ſing of the 1riþ Troubles was henceforward to 
be wrought by the Garriſons planted in all Parts 
upon the Rebels, and the ſettling of the State to 
be managed by Counſellors, Sir Henry Davers, 
Serjeant Major of the Army, was the rather in- 
duced by the Neceſſity of his private Affairs, to 
diſcontinue his Service in Ireland. Whereupon 
his Place of Serjeant Major being void, was con- 
ferred upon Sir Arthur Chicheſter. And becauſe 
Sir Richard Moryſon had a Pretence to the Place 
by former Hopes given him from the Lord De- 
puty, his Lordſhip to give him Contentment, rai- 
{ed his Company of Foot, reduced lately in a ge- 
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neral Caſh to 1570, to the former Number of 
200. 


The 27th of September the Lord Deputy as Dub- 
lin received from the Lords in England this 
following Letter, directed to his Lordſhip and the 
Council of Ireland. | 


Aſter our hearty Commendations to your good Lord- 
ſhip, and the reſt of the Council there. 
WW your Lordſhip in your late 
; Letters of the 29th of the laſt Fuly, doth 
_ advertiſe us of a great Abuſe crept in amongſt the 
| Miniſters of the Victuals in that Realm, namely 
that you cannot know from any of them, when 
the Victuals arrive in any Port, nor whether it 


be of an old Contract or a new, nor whether it be 


for her Majeſty or themſelves, and by that Means 
Fou can never find how you are provided for, 
nor what you may further expect, and (which is 
worſe) that the Rebels do get of the beſt Victu- 
als that are ſent thither, and you cannot call the 
*Victualler to account thereof, becauſe he affirms 
ſtifly that he is warranted by us to ſell it for his 
Benefit, and ſo as he fell it to the Subject (how 
ill ſoever affected) it is no Fault of his, if the 
Rebels afterwards get it. Upon this Informati- 
on from your Lordſhip, we have not only called 
all the Victuallers to account how this great A- 
buſe is committed, but have peruſed our former 
Order taken this time two Years, when we con- 
_ tracted with them to appoint Commiſſaries there, 
for the keeping and iſſuing of Victuals, by whoſe 
Default (being their Miniſters) it ſhould ſeem 
theſe lewd Parts are play'd. Therefore for your 
Lordſhip's Satisfaction in the firſt Point, the An- 
ſwer of Folles and Cockain will ſuffice, who do ab- 
ſolutely affirm, that they ſent no other 3 
DE OR i; thither 
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thither than ſuch as by Contract they were tied 


to ſend. And though they ſend often a greater 
„e than will ſerve to furniſh any Con- 


tract, yet that doth always appear unto us upon 
the Certificates of the Invoys, and we that un- 


| dergo the principal Care of thoſe Matters here, 
have injoined them to have always a good Propor- 
tion in ſtore to ſerve upon all Occaſions, where- 
of they ſend (as they find convenient Shipping) 
| oftentimes a large Quantity beforehand, more 
than by Contract they are bound unto. For if 


they ſhould not make Proviſion before we con- 


tract with them, it would be hard for them to 
erform the ſame in ſo ſhort a time, and by ſuch 
Days as we mult of Neceſſity limit unto them, 
upon Diverſity of Accidents and Demands from 
| you, and the Overplus doth always paſs into the 
next Contract: But in that your Lordſhip doth 
find Fault, that you can never be informed upon 
what Contract the Victuals are provided, which 
do arrive there, we muſt remember unto you the 
Order we have always obſerved here, which will 


eaſily reconcile the Difficulties in this Matter.

will find Paſſage there, and follow the Army in 
ſome Company or other, and do ſuch Services as 
he is able, and when he hath gotten ſome Know- 
ledge of the Country, and of the Captains and 
chief Officers, then he procureth a Paſſport from 
ſome Captain or other, or ee he getteth his 
Name to be inſerted in ſome general Paſſport, as a 
Man (by reaſon of Hurts received) unfit for Ser- 
vice, and ſo upon his coming over hither again, 
he is recommended into the Country for a Penſi- 
on, by which Means the Countries are burthened 
with this kind of Men, and the poor Soldier, 
that is indeed maimed in the Wars, 1s diſappoint- 
ed and hindered of that Penſion he ought to have. 
This is to be reformed by two Means: Firſt, that 
Order be taken no maimed Men, that have re- 
ccived their Hurts in Service, be ſent away in a 
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general Paſs, becauſe the Statute doth require a 
particular Certificate from their General, certify. 
ing the Hurts and Maims the Soldier hath recei- 
ved: Next the Remedy 1s, that no ſuch Paſſports 
be given but by Subſcription of your Lordſhip, 
the provincial Governors, or chief Colonels, un- 
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der whom he doth ſerve, expreſſing the Hurts 


and Maims the Soldier hath received, and in what 


Service, and under what Captain, and the Office 
and Place he held in that Company. This by ge- 


neral Direction being obſerved, will avoid the

cit Soldiers, and give due 
Way to the Relief of the maimed Soldier, who 
indeed without ſuch particular Certificate, ought 


not by the Statute to be relieved, and the Want | 


thereof hath been great Hindrance to many poor 


Men, 'Therefore nothing doubting but your 
_ Lordſhip will take Order herein accordingly, we 
bid your Lordſhip heartily farewel. 


From the Court at Oatelands, 


the 29th Auguſt, 1602. 


The $th of Ogober, the Lord Deputy wrote 


to the Lord Preſident of Munſter, that howſoever 
by reaſon of Cormack's Eſcape, he could not for 


the preſent ſpare the Horſe and the Foot which were 


with him above the Munster Lift, under the Com- 
mand of Sir Samuel Bagnol, yet he would not 
fail to fend Fo Horſe preſently into Connaugii, 


whither he purpoled ſhortly to take his Journey, 
being now buly about Preparation for the fame. 
And further, his Lordſhip prayed him, to ſend a 


good Proportion of Victuals from the Store in 


{ imrick by Water to Athlone, without which the 
Forces could not be kept together in that Pro- 


vince, and accordingly his Lordſhip gave Order, 


that Boats ſhould be tent from Athlone to Limrick, 


ro fetch the fame. And whereas his Lore 
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had written to the Sheriffs in Munſter, to levy 
certain Beeves for the Army, he prayed the Lord 
Preſident to give them Aſſiſtance, for taking them 
up, and {ending them into Connaught with all conve- 
nient Speed. 
The 15th of October, the Lord Deputy was ad- 
vertiſed from the Lord Preſident, that Cormack 
mac Dermot lately eſcaped, had made Suit to him 
to be reconciled to the State, and that upon his An- 
ſwer, that if he would juſtify himſelf to be inno- 
cent, he ſhould have a juſt Trial, or if he would 
confeſs his Faults, then he would be a Suitor to 
the Lord Deputy for his Pardon, he the ſaid Cu; - 
mack had made Choice to ſue for Pardon, rather 
than to ftand to his Trial. And that in the mean 
time all the Caſtles in his Country were poſſeſſed 
for her Majeſty, and his Followers diſpoſed under 
bother Lords upon good Aſſurance, beſide the Fac- 
tion which was nouriſhed againſt him among his 
_ neareſt Kinſmen, which things made him unable 
to do any Hurt, ſo as if his Lordſhip had any Oc- 
caſion to employ in Coxnaught the Forces which 
were in Munſter above the Liſt of the Province, 
his Lordſhip might diſpoſe of them at his Plea- 
ſure, Further, the Lord Preſident advertiſed, 
that he underſtood by one James Black, lately come 
out of Spain, that 6 Donnel was dead there, and 
that this News was molt certain. ce 
The 2oth of October, the Lord Deputy diſ- 
patched Capt. Blany from Dublin, with Commiſ- 
ſion to govern the Garriſons of Ruske and Monaghan, 
(recalling Sir Chriſfopher St. Laurence and Capt. 
 Eſmond, from that Command, to repair to D#6/:;:, 
that his Lordſhip might hear and compoſe the 
Differences riſen between them.) He had further 
Order to leave Capt. Atherton, to govern the 
Fort of Mount-Noriis, whereof he had tormerly 
the Command; likewile to put up good Store of 
Victuals from the New;y to thoſe Garriſons, and 
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to deliver Letters to Sir Arthur Chicheſter, with 


whom he was to concur in the intended Services 
for thoſe Parts. He was directed to know from 


Mac Mahown his reſolute Anſwer, whether he 


would ſubmit himſelf upon the Conditions ſent 
unto him, and if he refuſed them, then to give 
him no further time of Protection, but to proſe. 
cute him preſently by all Means. To give 6 Con- 


nor Roe mac Guyre his beſt Aſſiſtance, to eſtabliſh _ 


him in his Country, and for the other Mac Guyre 
in Rebellion, not to accept any Submiſſion from 
him, except he undertake ſome extraordinar 
good Service, becauſe he had lately abuſed the Fa- 


your, offered him by Sir Henry Folliot, Governor 


of Balliſhaunon. Laſtly, whereas ſome of Tyrone's 
Captains offered to come from him, to ſerve the 
Queen, he was directed to entertain thoſe Offers, 
and either to draw them from him, or to make 
any uſe of thoſe Offers, and treating with them, 
which he in his Diſcretion ſhould think fit.

| ſhould ſerve to work their future Eaſe and Re- 
| ſpiration) they would not ſo willingly have 


born, nor we fo juſtly could have impoſed upon 


them. In all which Conſiderations, though it is 


true, that the Authority and Direction may be 
expected from us, to whom Almighty God hath 
only given the ſupream Power, to warrant your 


Proceedings in Matters of ſuch Importance, yet 

becauſe in this one Point of abating of our Forces 
nov, from the Proportion whereat they ſtand, 
' you had always in your own Judgment the cer- 
tain Idea thereof, as a thing that you are reſolved 
to do, fo ſoon as the Expectation of the Spaniſh 
Army was paſſed over, we rather think (if you 


have 
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have obſerved the Judgment which you have made 
by your laſt Letter of the Improbability of their 
coming in thoſe times with any Power, ) that theſe 
our Letters ſhall ſerve more to approve your AQ. 
ons, or at the leaſt your Reſolutions, to abridg; 
all thoſe Charges, which were either meerly raiſe 
in that only Expectation, or were only neceſſary 
to be tolerated, until you had planted thoſe Gar: 
riſons in this Proſccution, than that you are nov 
to begin it; which if it be ſo, we do then com- 
mand you to proceed with it with all poſſible 
Speed, both becauſe the Preſervation of out 
Treaſure, and the very true Reaſons of State do 
require it, and for that there is neither Appear 
ance of any foreign Army, neither are the Re- 
bels (by your own Deſcription) of any Force to 
make any dangerous Head againſt you. So as if 
now our Charge ſhould ſtill continue, we know 
not in what time it ſhould be abated. To con- 
clude therefore in that Point, We do refa 
the Numbers, the Places, and Perſons, to be 
ordered by you wholly, and by the Advice 
of our Council there. And we will for the 
preſent only lay before you in general, ſome 
things out of Square in that Kingdom, which 
would be looked unto. Firſt, we find divers Ot- 
ficers and Miniſters entertained, with many other 
Charges, which are ſuperfluous, whereof the 


Error grows upon a Conceit that our Charges 


are caſy, in reſpect of the mixed Coin, whereof 


your own Judgment can beſt inform you, all 


Circumſtances conſidered. We do alſo find lack 
in the managing of divers Poſſeſſions, which are 
won unto us, as well as in collecting and anſwer- 
ing former Duties, all which would both by your 
Diſcretion and your Authority be thought of, 
and diſtributed to Perſons, to order with time ac- 

cording to their ſeveral Offices, to the Intent the 

World may ſee, the End of our Proſecution is to 


reform the Kingdom, to revive Juſtice and Or- 


der, 
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der, and not ſtill to ſuffer theſe licentious Ex- 
pences, or looſe Coſts, in many things, by many 
inferior Perſons unremedied, although while the 
Kingdom was invaded by a powerful Enemy, and 
torn in Pieces with a domeſtical Rebellion, we 
know the time could not admit ſuch Reformati- 
ons, as may be uſed in greater Calms. And we 
mutt ſay to you our Treaſurer, that when we re- 
member your own Words, concerning the Point 
of the Exchange in the firſt Alteration of our 
Coin, how you told us ſtill, that in Continuance 
of time every ſecond Iſſue would ſo recompence 
the firſt Return, as the Exchange might well 
enough be born, we little thought we ſhould have 
ſcen ſo many Bills ſubſcribed with your own Hand 
and your Miniſter's, to be paid here in Sterling. 
For as it was not our Meaning, nor ever ſhall be, 
whenſoever in verbo Regio we publiſh any thing, 
to make it the Inftrument of Deceit ; ſo we ever 
| repoled fo much in your Judgment, as when you 
| ſhould ſee an Abuſe, or a plain corrupt Traffic 
| made of that Liberty of Exchange, which we 
only vouchſafed to erect for the Uſe of thoſe, 
that ſhould not make it a Trade, then you would 
cither have found the Means to diſcover their 
Fraud, and ſo wholly have rejected their Bills, 
and puniſhed the Fault, or elſe (if you could not 
have hit the very Bird of their Deceit in the Eye) 
you would (taking it pro conceſo, that a Fault there 
was) have taken ſome ſuch Exceptions againſt 
them, as might have ſerved ſo to have ſuſpended 
you Allowance, as they ſhould not have had from 
you fo good Warrant to demand that juſtly of us, 
which is ſo exceſſive a Burden unto us, the rather 
ſecing Merchants ſhould by all Conſtitutions be- 
ſow the Money they receive for Wares uttered, 
in the natural Commodities of the Country, which 
Impoſition would have bridled them very much, 
and is not unjuſt, ſeeing it cannot be denied, but 
A pl . 
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that there are ſome Commodities (as Hides, Tal. 
low, Yarn, and many other things) whereon they 
might have beſtowed ſome Money, and not have 
made over ſuch great Sums. Where you may 
perceive, that to all thoſe which ſerved the Army, 
and for the Bills due to the Officers and Soldiers, 
we have made no Difhculty, although we know 
(if it were examined) that in their exchanging 
over ſo much Money as ſome do, there is ſome 
indirect Dealing: We would not have you think 
(hom we know to be honeſt, diligent and a ſuffi- 
_ cient Servant) that we do touch you in the leaſt 
Degree with Lack of Sincerity, or Deſire to do 
us Service (for of both theſe we have great Res- 
ſon to take gracious Recognition) but rather to 
let you to know how ſenſible we are of the Cla- 
mour, how negligent your Deputies have been in 
many Places to charge us here : How great Por- 
tion of Treaſures is due by your Certificates, and 
how neceſſary it is (ſeeing but by this Coin thoſe 
Expences cannot be born) that all ſuperfluous 
Charge be cut off, and this Matter of the Ex- 
change corrected in ſome Degree or other, before 
(like a Canker) it conſumes our Treaſure, which is 
the Sinews of our Crown. We pray you there- 
fore (as we do mean here to do with our Privy- 
Council,) call to you ſome three or four of that 
Council, of the beſt Underſtanding, and think 
among you of {ome better Cautions for this Mat- 
ter of Exchange; wherein, ſeeing we do ſee the 
State of that Kingdom principally with your 


Eyes, we ſhall be contented to incline moſt to 


thoſe Courſes which you fhall find convenient. 
And becauſe no Day goeth over our Head where- 
in we are ſure there 1s not ſome Increaſe to that 
Load, we do hereby give you our Deputy Author» 
rity, without tarrying to advertiſe us of your 


Opinion one Way or other, to publiſh a Procla- 
mation or Order, either for Toleration or Expla* 


nation 
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nation of the Form of our former Inſtitutions, 
which ſhall ſeem beſt to you, with Conſideration 
of all due Circumſtances, not doubting but you 
ſhall find many things which were fit for us to 
ſuffer in the Beginning, which by Change of 
Circumſtances may now be altered. And becauſe 
in theſe Matters of Payments, which flow like 
Blood out of the Veins, time is precious, if there 
be any thing which you and that Council ſhall 
find fit to be done for Prevention of ſome Part 
of this abundant Conſumption, growing by the 
Freedom of all Perſons to have the Exchange, 
ſeeing the Diſtance of Place to be paſſed by Sea 
is ſubje& to Length and Uncertainty, we are 
content proviſionally to warrant your Proceedings 
in any thing you do, or publiſh in our Name. 
It remaineth now that we do ſatisfy you our De- 
puty, of ſome other things contained in your pri- 
vate Letters to the Secretary; Firſt, for your 
Doubt you may not uſe your beſt Means to ex- 
plore the Practices of Spain, and the inward Trea- 
ſons of the Rebel, becauſe your Miniſters may of- 
ten prove unhoneſt, we have no more to ſay than 
this, that if you conſider, that we have truſted 
you as abſolutely with that Kingdom, as ever we 
did Deputy, you need make ſmall Doubt of any 
other Interpretation of your Actions in that Point 
towards you; for * the greateſt Curio- 
ſity ſhall cenſure our Actions, it ſhall never ap- 
pear (where we ſee Faith and Duty only inten- 
tional in origine,) that we would be willing to 
cenſure the Actions of our Miniſters according to 
the Succeſs. And therefore as we do leave Liber- 
ty here in England to our Secretary of State, ro 
employ {uch Perſons as are likeſt to diſcover Prac- 
tices (though we allow not any immediate Trea- 
ties or Correſpondencies with Subjects of other 
Provinces, but where we are particularly acquaint- 
ed with it,) ſo do we give you Warrant by inch 
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ordinary Means, as may be taken by Opportuni. 


ty of Perſons to paſs to and fro, under Colours 
of Trade or Fraffick to foreign Parts, to inform 


your {elf of the Enemies Preparations in ſuch 


things as belongs thereunto, that you may be able 


from time to time to faſhion your own preſent 
Proceedings according to ſuch Advertiſements as 
may be brought you, ſeeing you may ſometimes 


receive them with more Expedition, and more 
Freedom for things concerning that Realm, than 


they can be uſually conveyed to our Miniſters 


here, from thoſe whom they employ for our Ser- 


vice, from whence you have {cen what Judgment 
we have made all this Year of their Diſtraction 


and Weakneſs, though we ſtick not (in ſome 
Meaſure) to provide for you, though far ſhort of 


that which we muſt have done, if we had cre- 
dited thoſe Bruits which were brought into that 


Kingdom, by ſuch as we are perſuaded (if it 


were well obſerved) came out of Spain full of 
Device and Practice to blow that abroad, which 
they believed not. „ „ 

Next concerning your Opinion for the ordet- 


ing of ſome' provincial Governments, and making 


your Reſidence at Athlone : For the Place we 
| know it is ſituate very well, to anſwer all Services, 
and (as things ſtand) Ulſter hath need of good Di- 
{tribution now, as much as Connaught, wherein as 
we can very well like that you do prepare for Re- 
ſidence in that Place, whereby the Limits of our 
Pale may be enlarged, ſo we wiſh.you, that both _ 
in Ul/er and in Connaught, you do faſhion the 
Commandment in ſuch Sort, as one Governor 
have not too much Country to rule; for where 
Mien are more abſolute than ordinary, they are 
commonly apt to uſe things with leſs Care and 
Moderation, ſo as in that Matter we confeſs to 
you, that we had rather have many good Subjects 
employed in many Places, than any one to manage 
| N e 100 
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too much. For the Matter of Charge of your 
Reſidence (becauſe we know not what Charge 
| belongs unto it, to make the Place capable, nor 
| how it may ſtand with the State of the Town of 
| Dublin, which is a Port, and not to be over- 
| thrown, ſtanding ſo commodiouſly for Paſſage out 
| of England,) we would have all Circumſtances 
| well conſidered, and then you ſhall receive more 
S: of our Ilrection, 2 

| Laſtly for Tyrone, we do ſo much miſlike to 
give him any Grace, that hath been the only Au- 
thor of ſo much Effuſion of Blood, and the moſt 
| ungrateful Viper to us that raiſed him, and one 
| that hath ſo often deceived us, both when he 
| hath craved his Pardon, and when he hath 
| reccived it of us, as when we conſider how 
much the World will impute to us of Weak- 
| neſs, to ſhew Fayour to him now, as if without 
that we could not give an End to this Rebellion, 


we ſtill remain determined, not to give him Grace 


in any kind. And ſeeing it is unſafe for an. 

Prince to make all Faults appear venial, becauſe 
| every Offender will thereby become inſolent, and 
| ſeeing in common Reaſon the cutting off ſo ma- 
ny Aſſociates, muſt needs have left him a Body 
without Limbs, and ſo not worthy our reſpect- 
ing, we do very well allow of your late rejecting 
him. For when we look on his Manner of ſeek- 


ing Mercy at all times, we do ſtill certainly con- 


clude, that it is done upon ſome Practice to ſerve 


ſome preſent Turn, ſeeing. one way he only de- 
another Day 


| fires ſimple Mercy for his Life, an 
falls to capitulate, neither can we ſee why ſo 
much depends upon his Reduction, when, for 


] ought we. know, no Man can adviſe us, if he 


1 ſhould come in, and be at Liberty hereafter, out 


of our Hands, how we could be ſo aſſured of him, 
| but that ſtil we muſt be in doubt of him, and at 


the ſame Charges we are at, to contain him and 


his, notwithſtanding their former Reduction, 


which 
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which if we muſt account to be at (whomſoeyer 
or whatſoever we recover;) we ſhall take ſmall 
Contentment in that Victory, whereof the End 
would be worſe than the Beginning. And there. 
fore miſtake not this our Earneſtneſs in this Point, 
as if 1t proceeded from any Opinton, that you 
have demeaned your ſelf otherwiſe than became 
you in the Charge committed to you : For we 
would have you know for your Comfort, that 


we approve all the Courſes you have held, ſince 


you took the Sword in your whole Government, 


to have been accompanied with Diligence, Wil- 


dom, and good Succeſſes, and ſo we accept the 


fame at your Hands. For N. N. his Proceedings 

with the Traitor, although we do not allow of 

his Boldneſs to do ſuch a thing without your Di- 
rection, yet we have ſo little Reaſon, by the 


Courſe of his Service, to doubt of his Affection, 
as we do diſpence with that Error, in which we 


aſſure our ſelves he meant no Harm.

The firſt of November, Rory 6 Donne! (Brother

 Tyrconnel,) having made humble Suit to the Lord 
Deputy for her Majeſty's Mercy, and finding that 
his Lordſhip made doubt of his true Meaning, 
did by his Letters dated the 1ft of November ear- 
neſtly proteſt, that he did defire from his Heart, 
and had long defired to become a Subject, though 
for the preſent he had the Command of all his 
Brother's Forces, and had received Promiſe ot 
Help to be ſent this next Summer from * or

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Nome. And to obtain this Mercy he pleaded, 
that his Brother went out upon his private Dit» 
content againſt the Will of his Father and him- 
ſelf, being enabled by Strangers to force them. 
That his Grandfather, by Henny the VIIIth, for 
his good Service to the Crown was Knighted, 
and had his Country given him and his Heirs hy 
Letters Patents. That his Predeceſſors had long 
ſerved the Crown againſt the 6 Neals. That him 
{elf had often ſought to become a Subject, and 
for the ſame had been impriſoned by his Brother, 
with many Dangers of his Lite. Laſtly, that 
now, as ſoon as he had made himſelf Maſter of 
his Brother's Forces, he humbly offercd to ſub- 
mit himſelf, and of late had ſuffered the Gover- 
nor of Connaught to paſs by him with the Queen's 
Forces, leſt by fighting with them, he ſhould in- 
 cenſe the State againſt himſelf and his People. 
And touching Neal Garvey, whereas he had a 
Grant of Part of his Brother's Lands, he offered 
to prove, that he had ſince that Grant agreed 
with his Brother, to join with him againſt the 
Enzliſh Forces, as ſoon as the Spaniards ſhould 
arrive in Ireland, and be able to keep the Field.

againſt her Majeſty, but for Safety of my Life 
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ſed her Majeſty's Protection, into which the Gover. 


nour of Balliſbanon had formerly received him. 


At the ſame Time Tyrone /ent to the Lord Deputy, 
by Fir Garret Moore, an abſolute Submiſſicn ty 
the Ducen's Mercy, and wrote to the Lord Deputy, 


that howſoever the ſhewing of this Submiſſion might 


binder him from receiving the Aids he expected out 

of Spain, yet he had ſent it, in confidence that his 
Lordſhip would deal honourably with him. This 
Submiſſion was in theſe Words : 


7 OUR worthy Endeavours in her Majeſty's 
1 Service, and Proceſs of Time, have {uffci- 


Right honourable Lord, 


ently taught me how improvidently I have perſe- 
vered in Action, whereas heretofore, upon my Sub- 
miſſion, I might have hoped her Majeſty would 
have received me to her Mercy, unto which Ac- 


tion I was enforced for Safeguard of my Life only, 


Which was indirectly ſought for by her Majeſty's 
Officers, as is known to ſundry Perſons of Credit 


here, and her Subjects; and that before I wa 


proclaimed Traitor I never ſent Letters into Spain, 


or received any from thence, though afterwards ] 
was animated to continue in Action upon Hope oi 
Spaniſh Aid and Promiſe of many Confederatcs, 
of both which being diſappointed, my Eſtate 1s 


greatly decreaſed ; and though I might perhaps 
be able to hold out for a Time, yet am I weary 
of the Courle I held, and do much repent me ot 
the ſame, moſt humbly and with a penitent Heart 
deſiring and wiſhing to be reconciled to my 
Prince, and to be received to her Majeſty's Mer- 
cy, whom I am right ſorry I have ſo much offended 
and provoked; and yet I know that her Majeſty's. 


Mercy is greater than mine Offences, the rather 
that at the firſt I did not wilfully oppoſe my ſelf 


Was 
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was driven into Action as aforeſaid; and for my 
Continuance therein I ſubmit myſelf to her Ma- 


jeſty's Mercy and Grace, acknowledging her Ma- 


jetty alone to be my natural Prince, and myſelf 
her unworthy Subject: But if her Highneſs will 
vouchſafe, of her accuſtomed Grace, to grant not 


only Pardon to me, my Kinſmen, and Fol- 


lowers, and unto mine Adherents, in their own 
Names, and upon their ſeveral Submiſſions, but 
alſo to reſtore me and them to our priſtinate Blood 


and Poſſefſions, I will from henceforth both re- 


nounce all other Princes for her, and ſerve her 


Highneſs the reſidue of my Life, humbly requeſt- 


ing, even of your Honour, now that you have 
brought me ſo low, to remember I am a Noble- 
man, and to take Compaſſion on me, that the O- 


verthrow of my Houſe and Poſterity may be pre- 


vented by your good Means and honourable Care 


towards her Majeſty for me, which with all Hu- 


1 mility I defire and will accept : And for the better 


doing hereof, if your Lordſhip do milſlike any of 
| the Articles which I did ſend unto you, I pray 
| your Lordſhip to appoint either ſome of the Pri- 


F »y-Council, or ſome Gentleman of Worth to 
confer with me; and your Lordſhip ſhall find me 
conformable to reform them. The 12th of No- 


vember, 1602.

e commend us unto you 0 Connor Sligo, 

X/ E have received your Letter, and as formerly 
we have written unto you, we have re- 
mained in Fermanagh well nigh this Quarter of 
a Year, and have often written unto you, and to 
0 Donnel's Son, and requeited you to come and ec 
us near Loyghearne concerning our Counſels either 


tor Peace or War, and neither of you came thither 
to meet us. We thought that you, and 6 Donnel's 


Son, and Rourk, and 6 Connor Roe, and ourſelves, 


as many of us as are of our Faction, would have FF 
maintained War for a great Time, and to that 


End we came to theſe Parts, and have forgone ſo 
many of our ov/n People as have not riſen with us : 


But ſeeing that 6 Rourk (if it be true) and 6 Con- 
nor have received Protection, and that every one 


doth make Peace for himſelf, we may all eaſily be 
deemed Men broken and not ſubſtantial in War: 
But concerning our Council and Advice which 


vou write for, our Advice unto you is neither 
to make Peace nor Ceſſation, but that Peace or 
 Celfirion which ſhall be made by all our Conſents 
and Agreements z and if you do otherwile, ſtand 


ro the Hazard yourſelves, for you ſhall not havc 
my Content thereunto. N

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The Lord Deputy took the foreſaid Journey 
into Connaught, as well to take Order with the 
Rebels in Action, which had ſent Meſſengers to 
Dublin in their Names to crave the Queen's 
Mercy, as alſo to view the Town of Galloway, 
and to conſider how the Deſcent of forcign Enc- 
mies might beſt be prevented by building of a Fort 
upon the Haven. Betore his Lordſhip's coming, 
Sir Oliver Lambert, the Governor, with the For- 
ces under him, had made a Journey, wherein he 
quite baniſhed Mac H//1iam out of the County 
Mayo. His Lordſhip, having made ſome Stay in 
the Pale, came to Athlone the 2d of December, and 
lay in the Caſtle, being very ſtrong, and divided 
from the Town by a Bridge over the River Han- 
non, where the Governor and the Council for that 
Province made their Reſidence. 
Here, the 14th of December, 0 6 Connor Slizo and 
\ Rory 6 Donnel (Brother to the Traitor 6 Donnel, late- 
ly dead in Spain,) two Rebels of greateſt Power 
in thoſe Parts, came to his Lordſhip, and made 
their humble Submiſſion to her Majeſty 0 Con- 
nor Fligo alledged many Things in his own Excuſe, 
as the Manner of 6 Donnel's taking him and kcep- 
ing him in Priſon, and ſubmitted himſelf to her 
Majeſty's Mercy. Rory 0 Donnel, albeit he had 
under him all his Brother's Followers and Creaghts, 
yet did he both {imply and abſolutely ſubmit him-

Servitors, that he himſelf, with the privity of 
Sir Conyers Clifford, then Governor, had reſolved 
to have ſerved her Majeſty againſt his Brother,

but upon the Diſcovery of his Purpoſe he was 


kept in Irons, (a Matter well known to be true,) 
and now moſt trankly offering his Service (if he

ing from a Man of good Spirit, active, and wile, 
induced the Lord Deputy to reccive him, and did

Warrant for taking ſuch a final Order between 
them, as by the general Advice and Content of 


this Council ſhould be thought fitteſt for her Ma- 


jeſty's Service. | 


The Lord Deputy proceeding on his Journey 


to Ga//way kept his Chriſtmas there, and in that 


Yown all the Rebels of that Province (the la- 
hertics, the lac Dermots of the Conurlewes, Connor 
Ree, and divers others) ſubmitted theniſelves, and 
were received, and fo for the preſent this Province 
was brought to Quietneſs.

Only the proud, inſolent, faithleſs Brian 6 Rowrk, 
notwithſtanding his former humble Meſſage ſent 
to the Lord Deputy touching his Deſire to be 
received to Mercy, abſented himſelf; and having 
drawn unto him Tyroze's Mac Guire, (whom tor 
his deceitful and treacherous Dealing the Lord 
Deputy had baniſhed out of Fermannagh, and ex- 
poled to Proſecution,) and the Traitor Tyrre!, 
lately come out of Munſter,) and truſting to the 
en of his Country, perſiſted in his Rebelli- 
And therefore, albeit his Lordſhip did fore- 


oe the manifold Diſcultics which mult grow in 


his Proſecution, yet did he hold it very neceſſary 
to take the preſent Opportunity to ſcourge him 


ſeveral Ways, before the Spring, and before his 
forcien Hopes might give him any further En- 
couragement : And tor this End, as he had ap- 
pointed a Proportion of Victuals and other 
Neceſſaries to be preſently brought from 
Limrick to Athlone, fo now he reſolved to

ſently to raile a third Army, to be ſent from the 
Pale to annoy him, by which Courſe his Lord- 
hip hoped this Rebel ſhould not be able long to 
ſubſiſt in his Pride and Contempt.

or domeſtic? ), that thall attempt any Thing againſt 
the ſacred Perſon or Eſtate of her Majeſty, or 
to the Hurt of her faithful and obedient Subjects, 


and eſpecially, and namely, I do renounce (as be- 
fore). and promiſe my Endeavours (as aforeſaid) 
"2 inſt the King of Spain, and the Arch-Traitor, 


the Earl of Tyro. one. 


All this as I do upon my vulvatics Foear to 
perform ſincerely; ſo if I do herein break my 


Oath, I do acknowledge myſelf not only to be 
worthy ot all Infamy and extreme Puniſhment, 
but to be ever after accounted unworthy the 
Nane of a Chriftian, or the Socicty of Men, to 
the which, as 1 have unfeignedly worn, fo I do 
now in W itneſs hereof ſet to my Hand. 3 
In Chri/mas Holy- days his Lordſhip viewed the 
Town of Calla), and judging it a Place of great 
Importance to be preſerved” from being poſſeſſed 
by any foreign Enemy, he gave preſent Direction

meant, though they ſucceed not always as is wiſh- 
ed, though the had given us Charge to write 
much more particularly in that Matter, yet now _ 
hath been pleaſed to command us only to let you 
know Maſter Treaſurer, that (although you ſhall 
never need to excuſe your Integrity, becauſe the 
never doubted it,) yet ſhe cannot free you and 
your Minifters from ſuch Overſights as have en- 
creaſed the Burthen of this Exchange. For tho? 
one Part of your Anſwer is, that new Things 
muſt be ſettled with plauſible Circumſtances at 
the Entry, yet theſe are her own Words, that 
you ſhould not have thought it new (long ago) 
to have ſtopped that Current, when you ſaw it 
carried {o much contrary to the true Meaning of 
the Proclamation, even now that the Inſtitution 
| hath been on Foot almoſt two Years, and that 
ſuch a Sum of Money 15 returned back again by 
you when the Iſſue of the new Coin hath been 
no greater, ſceing (that excepted which ſpends in

ſurely it may not be denied but many of theſe Bill; 


might have been kept from the Bank if your De- 


puties had been as careful as they ought. For 


although Captains, and Soldiers, and Merchants, 


(cirrying and delivering Neceſſaries for the Army, 
were by her Majeſty's Inſtitution intended to be 
relieved in their reaſonable and juſt Demands; yet 


who could ever think that her Majeſty ever in- 


tended that Merchants ſhould have been ſuffered to 
ſell thole Merchandize for 300 J. there, which 


coſt them but 1001. here, and then turn that 3000. 
upon the Exchange, or that Captains and Off 


cers would make over four Times more Money 


by one Bill than their whole Entertainment comes 
to ina Year: And therefore, Foreſight hereof {by 
the Experience dearly. bought) makes her Ma- 

jeſty now reſolve, in her laſt Order, that ſhe will 


not allow any Exchange but only to the Army 


and ſuch as do relieve the ſame, and that ſhe means 


from henceforth ſhall be juſtly anſwered, howſo- 


ever it may be that ſome ſeditious Perſons, miſ- 
liking that theſe unreaſonable Bills have been 


looked into (and ſo ſome Suſpence of Payment 
made, ) may ſpeak ſcandalouſly, either of the paſt 
or future, when already there is delivered to your 
Deputy Matter Treaſurer 10 or 12000 J. and more 
ſhall follow after, towards the Diſcharge. And 
now to come to that which follows, and doth re- 


quire Expedition, your Lordſhip ſhall underſtand 


that the Greatneſs of her Majeſty's Army being 
ſuch as ſhe cannot bear it up without extreme 
Prejudice to her State and Kingdom, ſhe hath 
commanded us hereby to let you know that ſhe is 


not ſatisfied with this Abatement of 1090, but 


doth command you with all poſſible Expedition | 
to reduce the Army to 12000 Foot and 1009. 

Horſe, a Matter which ſhe findeth good to do 
in her Wiſdom, not only for the Neceſſity of the 


Fxpencc, 
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Expence, but out of this Judgment, that ſhe ſhall 
be ſufficiently able to prov ide for the Defence a- 
gainſt foreign Power before the Storm ſhall fall, 
without which Occaſion, conſidering your own 
Relation of the W eaknels and deſperate Eitate of 
the Rebel, with the Deſire of the reſt to come 
from him, ſhe perſuadeth herſelf that this Liſt 


well compounded out of the Bands that are ca- 


ſhiered) will be ſtrong enough againſt any Home 
Rebellion, and ſo much the- rather, if you make 
it as much Eng/i/h as you can, by ridding as many 
of the Iriſh as you think mect, in all which, for 
the Perſons and Places, ſhe refers it wholly to 


your own beſt Judgment. And now that we are 
ſpeaking of the Army, we think it fit to remem- 
ber unto you, that it is a great Error in the Offi- 


cers of the Miniſters of that Kingdom that the 
Muſters (which is one ot the principal Keys of 


her Majeſty's Charge) is no better ordered; the. 


Fraud whercof doth evidently appcar, lecing that 
Army which is kept upon ſuch a height in Lift 


and Payment, is known and conftelled (even by 
the Captains themſelves) to be ſo extremely de- 
fective in their Numbers; for although we are 
not ignorant that Multiplicity of Garritons hinder 


the Poſſibility of exact Muſters, yet there is Dit- 
terence between tolerable Imperfections and thoſe 
groſs Negligences which are uſed by the Mini- 


iters of that Service, whereot the World is apt 


ſometimes to accuſe thoſe that thould (both here 


and there) cenſure the Offenders, as thoic that 


do commit the Faults unpunithed : Herein we in- 
treat your Lordſhip and that Counſel to make 


our Caſe your own, and then to conſider, whether 
we can well diſcharge our Duties to her Majeſty, 


when n Time of ſo great an Expence) we are notable 
to ſhew her any Mannerof Account of her Army 
oy any authentic: al Certificate more than every 


Captain 
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Captain or Paſſenger can relate unto us, no not 
for the Expence of eight or ten Months Time: 
In which Point of the Muſters we think it not 
amiſs to ſay ſomething to you, what we conceiye 


concerning the Checque upon Apparel; Firſt, the 


Order ſet down very caretully and at large for the 
Manner of the Delivery and the Checque to he 
raiſed upon the Apparel 1s not obſerved, the due 
Obſervation whereof would advantage the Checque 
of the Apparel very much: For ſuch Soldiers as 


are ſent from us thoroughly apparalled oftentimes 


have Apparel there again (at the 'Time of their 


Delivery) given them, eſpecially thoſe that are 
_ diſperſed into Bands to fill them up, whereby we 


ſee her Majeſty's double Charge, though ſpecial 


Warning hath been given thereof from hence: 
And daily able Men are ſuffered to come over hi- 
ther, (as of late ten of thoſe that were ſet out of 

_ the County of Lincoln in the late Levy,) and by 


the Examination taken here lately it is proved, that 


Money is given to procure them Paſſports, and 
none of thoſe Soldiers of the late Levies do ſtand 
her Majeſty and the Country (before they arrive 
there) in leſs than 6/1. a Man. The Order is not 

_ obſerved that hath been preſcribed, that no Sol- 
dier ſhould be diſcharged but by Paſs from the 
Lord Deputy, principal Governor, or chict Com- 
manders; for daily divers come over with Paſſes 
of their Captains, and divers are ſent away to- 


gether in one Paſs, (ſometimes to the Number of 


thirty,) and few of them maimed, and thoſe bring 


no other Paſſes than from the Mayor where they 


are ſet on Land here: In all which, and other 
particular Duties though the Muſter-Maſter, 
Comptroller, and ſuch other Officers, may be 


thought to be only reſponſible in ſuch Caſes 


(wherewith they are truited,) yet the Authority 
which your Lordſhip hath, and the Means you | 


have 


j Do Oo 
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have to diſtinguiſh how and when Things of that 
Nature may be in ſome good Sort reformed, and 
the Perſons offending therein being in your Eye 
to behold both them and their doing, and in your 
Power to rule and puniſh them as you find Caule, 


| doth impoſe upon you thus much, either to call 


upon them and to chaſtiſe them, or elſe to deliver 
your own Judgment, which when we ſhall re- 
ccive from you, and thereof inform her Majeſty, 
it would include your Care and ours to have 1t 
otherwiſe, and would ſatisfy the Expect tion and 
Diſcourſe of this Time, when her Majeſty's Sub- 
jets (being bitten with accidental Charges of 
the Wars) begin now to think that much of that 
which her Majeſty impoſeth here at Home 1s not 
neceſſary, but rather voluntary, or for lack of 
Care and Providence in the Expence unprofitably 
waſted, eſpecially now they hear of nothing but 
Victories and Improbability of foreign Power, 
and yet find no Difference between the preſent 
State of her Majeſty's Charge and that which 


ſhe was at when there was a Spaniſh Army in that 


Kingdom. We have alſo thought good to let 


your Lordſhip know how great Confuſion it 


breeds in her Majeſty's Expence, that thoſe of 
her Counſel there (while your Lordſhip hath 
been wholly converſant in military Cauſes) have 


not called to their Anſwer, nor (according to their 
_ Deſert) have puniſhed ſuch Commiſſaries of Victu- 


als there as have made private Gain to themſelves 


by (sale of the Victual committed to their Charge, 

without Warrant from us, or Direction from the 
Purveyors here (their Superiors,) whereof from 
you we have received both Advertiſement and 


Mitlike. But eſpecially for that you of the Coun- 


fel there have never called upon nor ſtrictly 
charged the Commiſlaries to bring in their Ac- 


counts, inſomuch as there remaineth yet unac- 
counted for (for any thing we know) the whole 
_ . „ Charge - 
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Charge of thoſe Victuals which we have careful. 
ſent over, and whereof we have received Certificate 
of the ſaie Arrival, for the Space of almoſt ty, 
Years, of which Maſs (if the {ame be reckoned 
your Lordſhip ſhall find it little leſs than the Va- 
tne of 165009 /. whereot your Lordihip may thu: 
conclude, that either the Sums detalked are great 
(which remain in the Treaſurers Hands,) or elſe 
the remain in Syecie 1s ſo great with the Com— 
miſſaries as her Majeſty might have ſpared the Pro- 
viſions lately ſent over, by which the Treaſure 
hath been ſo mightily exhauſted; or elſe the 
Waſtes muſt be ſuch, as are not only to be re- 
jected in the Accounts, but the Authors thereof 
ſeverely to be puniſned; a Matter wherein we 
write the more earneſtly to your Lordſhip, (from 
whom we would have all Exception taken that 
we aſſure ourſelves you deſerve not,) becauſe ve 


Hear that a great Part of the Waſte ſhall be e- 
cuſed, ſometimes by the avowing that it hath been | 
caſt on their Hands becauſe the Soldier hath not 


been enjoined to take it, and that ſome other Time 
they have been commanded to remove it and car- 
ry it from Place to Place, by which they pretend 
great Loſs; and (which of all Things 1s moſt 


ſubject to Suſpicion in them) that it is taken for 


a good Warrant in Ireland to allow of any Waſtes, 


for which a Commiſſary can produce a Certificate 
from a poor Mayor, Sovereign, or Bailiff of a 


Town or Port, which how eaſily it is obtained 


your Lordſhip's own Wiſdom can beſt judge, who 


are fo well acquainted with the Poverty and Con- 


dition of that Place. Further, becauſe no one 
Thing is more heavy to the Queen and the Realm 


than the Matter of victualling (wherein it is no 
Way poſſible for us to do more here,) and that we 
perceive by your Letter of the 22d of September, 
amongſt other Things, that your Lordſhip is not 
well ſatisficd in divers Things concerning the

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Victuals, we think it not amiſs to handle ſome 

articular Points of that Matter, which we wiſh 
all thoſe of the Council (and all other intereſted 
in the Care of thoſe Things) may well underſtand, 
becauſe you may the better (another 'Time) an- 
{wer thoſe Arguments with which they leck to 
ſatisfy you, when in Truth (if they examine them- 
ſelves) whatſocver they lack, it proceedeth moſt 
from their own Default: Firſt, whereas in the 
Letter aforeſaid you note how {lowly ſuch Victu— 


als do arrive there, as have been provided here 


upon Requeſt made by your Lordſhip, we anſwer, 


that Newcomer (whom you ſent over) is able to 
give you Satisfaction, that preſently upon his 
coming over hither, and peruſal of your Lord- 


ſhip's Demands, there was no Delay uſed by us to 


fatisfy you in ſuch Sort as might be to your Lord- 
ſhip's Contentment, and to ſerve the Army and 


Garriſons, and (becaule Newcomer was not only 
made privy, but did both think the Pro- 


viſion appointed to be ſufficient to anſwer your 
| Lordſhip's Deſire and the Uſe of the Army and 
HGarriſons, and is one of the Undertakers for thoſe 


Proviſions of Victuals) he is much to blame if he 


have not particularly diſcharged that Truſt. True 

it is that we conceive you have Cauſe to marvel, 
that in ſo great Diſtance of Time ſo ſmall Quan- 

tity of ſo great a Maſs as was provided hath ar- 


rived there, which if it hath happened by contra- 


| riety of Winds only, then muſt your Lordſhip be 
ſatisfied and we excuſed. But howſocver it be, 
buy the Copy of the Contracts ſent unto your 
| Lordſhip by us, with the Charge the Victuals 


did amount unto, we doubt not but you reſt 
thoroughly ſatisfied of our Care, and leave us 


rather Cauſe to ſuſpect that our former Letters 
written to your Lordſhip concerning the victu- 
alling Cauſes have not come to your Hands, or 
that the Contents of them are out of your Re- 
„„ „„ e 
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membrance : For in them, namely, that of the 
4th of August laſt, we did not only ſend your 
Lordſhip (as formerly we did of all the reſt) 3 
Copy of the Contract made by the Victuallers, 
but did ſatisfy you in divers Things whereof we 
do find you do complain, which by our former 
Letters we delivered and {ignified at large, and 
we both remember well the things you noted and 
the Courſe we held tor your Satisfaction: To 
which we add nothing more, but do repeat unto 
you that we then did fay in that Point, that we 
find it a great Fault in the Commiſſaries of the 


Victuals there that they do never inform you of 
the Arrival of Victuals in thoſe Parts, nor upon what | 
Contract they are provided, which would well 


become both the Commiſſary and Surveyor of 


the Victuals; for by many Letters ſent from him 


to us we are particularly certified both of the 
Victuals that arrive there and upon what Contract 
they are furniſhed. Beſides, the Victuallers here 


do protelt that they do provide no Victuals at all 
but for the Uſe of the Army and to furniſh the 


Contracts, ſo as what Quantities ſoever are ſent 
thither, the ſame are to be taken for her Majeſty's 
Uſe, and tobe accounted to furniſh the Contracts 
until they be compleat, and then the Overplus is 


to paſs to ſerve the next Contract. For it may 


fall out that ſuch Victuals as are ſent to one Place 
may by Contrariety of Winds arrive in another 
Province or Port, which now (as the Purveyors 


do inform us) hath of late happened to one of 
their Barks driven into Cork, and there ſtayed by 


the Governor, which ſhould have come to Callwa), 
and ſo that Town thereby disfurniſhed, and thole 


that are ſent ſooner from hence may arrive later, 


and ſometimes miſcarry. But the chiefeſt Matter that 


doth breed Scruple, Doubt, and Matter of Abuſe, is, 


that there are not appointed there in the uſual Ports, 
where there are Magazines (as in Dublin, Carling- 


bee and hear with others Eyes and Ears in that Place 


| ſuch Beeves as were taken from the Enemy, which 
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ford, Cork, Limrick, Carrickfergns, Loughfoyle, and .Y 
Galway,) ſome ſufficient Perſons, who with the 
Mayor and Officers of the Ports, may overſce the 
unlading of the Victuals from Time to "Time, 
and take Knowledge of the Goodneſs of the 
Victuals, and the Quantities of the fame, and to 
charge the Surveyors of the Victuals to perform 
their Duties likewiſe, and to be informed of the 
ſame, and certify you thereof, wherein, or in any 
other Sort, if any Abuſe be committed by the 
Commiſſaries, it is both the carneſt Requeſt of 
the Undertakers, and our abſolute Deſire, and 
that which your Lordſhip's Place doth require, to 
ſee ſome exemplary Puniſhment inflicted upon 
them for their evil Carriage, which may and 
ought to be reformed: So as for an Anſwer to 
that Letter we muſt ſtill refer you to our former 
Letters, namely, thoſe of the 4th of Auguſt laſt, 
foraſmuch as is to be performed by us here, who 


and not our own. . 
And where we do underſtand by your late Let- 
ters alſo, that the Commiſſarics and Agents tor 
the Undertakers, do refuſe to take Beeves at 205. 
a-piece, the Victuallers here do not only deny the 
lame to be done by their Privity, but carneſtly 
beſeech us (as often they have done) that they 
may have them at that Price, and in our Letters 
{ent by Necowmen, at their Entreaty we did re- 
quire, that your Lordſhip would be pleaſed to 
take order, they might have at reaſonable Rates 


Suit they do renew, and do aſſure us, they will 

be glad to receive them at that rate. And foraſ- 

much as many great and heavy Accounts are to 

5 be taken, before either Reckonings can be clear- 
ed, or Faults clearly diſtinguiſhed, her Majeſty 

hath reſolved immediately after Chrifmas, to ſend; 

over ſome well-choſen Commiſſioners, both for 


Vor.

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Integrity and Experience in all things in this Na- 


ture, to examine and ſurvey the State of her Ma- 


jeſty's Receipts and Iſſues, to whom, as ſhe no- 
thing doubteth, but your Lordſhip (whole Zeal 
and Care appears lo greatly in her Majeſty's Ser— 
vice) will give the beſt Support which you can 
poſſibly afford them, fo her Majeſty requireth 
your Lordſhip now upon Conference with the 
Council there, to appoint a Day for all thoſe in- 
ferior Perſons, who have any thing to do with 
the Matters of Accompts, Receipts, and Ex- 
pence, to come to Dublin, to the Intent that 
thoſe which ſhall be ſent over, may not loſe 
their time, by attending their Repair from re- 
mote Places, nor your Lordihip (whole Eyes and 
Judgment will give great Light to that Commiſ- 


ſion) may be otherwile diſtracted by any new

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The 4th of January, Sir Henry Dockwra, Gove; 
nor of Loughfoyle Forces, wrote to the Lord De- 
put) this following Letter. 
Right Honourable, and my very good Lord, 


HE Argument of this my Letter ſhall be 


only the Teſtification of my private Duty, 
and a little Diſcourſe touching Neal Garvey, and 
thoſe Jriſh, whom J muſt freely confeſs I am: more 
to ſeek in what ſort to govern and uſe, to the 
Benefit of her Majeſty's Service, and Diſcharge 
of my own Duty, than in any other Point of the 
whole Buſineſs. Neal's firſt coming without 
Compulſion, his bringing us to Lifßer, his Ser— 
vices many times commendably performed in his 
own Perſon, the Furtherance he gave us for 
planting at Dznegal, the Help he gave our Men 
in their greatelt Wants, when 6 Donnel beſieged 
them, the Loſs of his Brother in that Service, 


the Trial of his Fidelity, by ſtanding firm in ſo 
dangerous a time, and laſtly the Goods he for- 


ſook of his own, to ſerve the Queen for half 
Pay, are Arguments neither untruly gathered, nor 
unjuſtly alledged to make much in his Favour. 
On the other Side, his extreme Pride, Ambition, 
and inſatiable Covetouſneſs, his Want of any 
Knowledge when he is well dealt withal, his Im- 


portunity in all things, right or wrong, his con- 


tinual begging, and unprofitable waſting of what- 
ſoever he gets, his Aptnels to deſperate and unſpeak- 


able Diſcontent for Trifles of no Worth, his Facili- | 
ty to be miſhiked by Men of beſt Quality, and his un- 


derhand jugling (which is too apparent by many In- 


diccs) with the Rebels, he is truly tobe charged with 
all, as the other good Services are to be acknowledg- 


cd. And yet to diſcountenance him, and challenge 


him of thoſe Faults, were to raiſe a new War, 
and to drive the whole Country (in an unſeaſon- 
able time) to an obdurate Alienation of Mind 


from 


from all Engliſh Government. To diſcharge his 
People, we thall find a ſingular Want, for Spial 
of many things which they give us Light of, fo 
ſhould we likewile tor gathering of Preys, when- 
ſoever we go a Journey, and beſides the Arms 
they have got amongſt us, and the Charge they 
have put her Majeſty unto, the one would hard- 
ly be recovered out of their Hands, and the other 
not unworthily thought to be an ill Piece of Ser- 


vice to make uttcrly loſt. Again, on the other 


Side they give continual Advertiſements, as well 
from us to the Rebels, as from them to us. Forts 


or Places of Strength alone by themſelves, they 


neither will nor dare abide in, without Help. 


To make their Peace with 6 Donnel, they ſhall 


ever find Difficulty. To join with the Spaniards 


| (if any come near to thoſe Parts) they may if 


they will, and will undoubtedly if they be never 
ſo little diſcontented. In theſe Inconveniences on 


the one Side, and Neceſſity on the other, I ice 
not (in my Judgment) any better Couric to be 
held, than to temporize ſomewhat, to feed their

Corn, ) took 5 Kaxe's Brother Priſoner, that had 
before perhdiouſly revolted from the Queen's Ser- 


vice (whom [ ſacrificed in the Place,) and fo paſ- 
ſed by, not through the Wood, becauſe it was 
no ordinarily Paſſage, and a fair Way did he by 
the Sca- ſide hard by, ſo came into the Plains and 
Heart of the Country, burning and ſpoiling, till 
I met that Night with Capt. Oz, at a Place of 
Strength agreed upon between us, who coming

' Cows and foo Sheep, for with the reſt (for all

Journey) to have waſted and ſpoiled as high as 
Dungannon, but that I was prevented by a ſudden 
Thaw of Weather, after a long Frott and Snow, 
which raiſed the Rivers, that with much Diffi— 

culty I could recover Home. But being return- 


ed, I met with Lerters from Dunazal, advertiſing 


me of their great want of Victual, by reaſon that 


the 
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the Ship (which I had a Month before diſpatch- 


cd away with all Proviſions) was not then arrived. 


W hereupon (having divers other Reaſons alſo to 
draw me that Way) I refolved to make my next 


Journey thither, and to ſettle and eſtabliſh the 


Garriſon of Balliſpannon. So with 100 Garrons 


Load of Bisket and Munition, I paſſed unto 
them, and happily relieved their greateſt Wants 


in a moſt ſeaſonable time. At my coming 1 found 
there was a Ship from Galway arrived within the 
Harbour of Calbeg, and during the time I was 
there, the other that I had ſent from hence, came 
alſo into the ſame Harbour, but by Extremity of 
Weather (which I was an Eye-witneſs unto) nei- 


ther of them both was able to put in, either to 


Balliſannon or Dunegal, all the time I was there, 
which was twenty Days, ſo that the further Fruit 
of my coming thither, conſiſted only in this, 


that I cauſed Neal Garvey to make a Cutting up- 
on the Country for Cows, wherewith the Garriſon WM 


was plentifully relieved, went to Afhraw, and there 


left four Companies of Foot and fo Horſe, which 


I carried from thence, beſides thoſe that were at 


Dunega! before ſettled, then there got in a ſuffi- 
cient Quantity of Corn, to feed the Horſe near 


all the Winter long, fet in Turf and old Houſes 
for Fewel, by the Commodity of the Garrons 
which I carried with me, ſaw the Situation of 
Bundyoiſe and Dulike, and all that Part of the 
Country, and fo returned to Dunegal, where 1 


took in Mac Swine Fannaght, and ſome others of 


the Countrv, for whom Neal Garvey had under- 
taken and delivered in Pledges of his own, ſuch 
as in truth I made Choice of, more to bridle 


himſelf, than for any great Aſſurance I think they 
are for the other. Howbeit, the State of things 
ſtood in ſuch Terms, chiefly by reaſon of the 

extreme Foulneſs of Weather, that I was not al- 


together 
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together unwillingly drawn to accept of their 
Subjection upon {lender Aſſurance, whom (had 
the time ſerved, to compel to other Conditions) 
I ſhould hardly have dealt withal, or given ear 
unto in any fort. But this is the Advantage which 


I think my ſelf to have gained by taking them 


in, that Neal Garvey's Importunity 1s fatisfied 
(who if his Humours be altogether reſtrained, 
will undoubtedly prove a deiperate Rebel,) him- 


ſelf ſettled in full Poſſeſhon of his own Country 


(if he can keep it) furniſhed with Means to feed 


| his People of his own, which before I could not 
be rid of, but he would wring the Queen's Store, 


and beſides be always complaining (as he did ſtill) 


of his halt Pay, in which notwithſtanding he is 
now leſs to be hearkened unto, for that the juſt 
and reaſonable Colour which he had before, of 
being baniſhed from all private Means of his own 


to maintain them by, is clearly taken away, and fur- 
ther an Opportunity 1s gained, that thoſe Men 
which had played falſe before, being returned 


home, with all their Goods, thinking themſelves 


ſafe and ſure under Protection, may upon very 
juitifiable Reaſons hereafter be looked into, and 
lerzed on, when they leaſt expect, and can worſt 
avoid it, whoſe Goods by any other Means would 
never be got, but concealed or done away amongſt 
the Rebels, where we ſhall never find them. 
What other Benefit is had by ſettling that Garri- 


ſon as it is, your Lordſhips may eaſily gather out 
of your own Knowledge, to which the Bearer 


is able to add ſomewhat, as having lived a good 
Space of time thereabout, and going furniſhed 
with many Inſtructions and Remembrances for 


that Purpoſe, who will alſo lay down unto your 


Lordſhips the State of the Army, as being a 


Commiſſary, and the Neceſſaries requiſite to that 

Place, as being a Man ſpecially choſen by the 

Captains, and in that Kind of Buſineſs requeſted | 
| 2 don 
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to labour and ſollicite in their Behalf. The Caftl« 


of Balliſhannoa I could not take, by reaſon the 


Piece of Artillery was not come, nor any manner 
of Proviſion ({o much as a Board) to be had for 
the Purpoſe. But all things are now ſent away, 
which the Winds ſerving fitly to bring thither, 
that Buſineſs will be caſily effected. But your 


Lordſhip muſt underſtand, that the Bar at the 


coming in, is ſo ſhallow (whatſoever ſome vain 


Men will talk to the contrary,) and the Road ſo 


open, without being covered with any manner 
of Land, as by meer Neceſſity the Ships that 
ſhall be 'imployed in bringing any thing to it, 


mutt be of very ſmall Burden if they get in, and 


yet, if any Weather ariſe, forced (whether "they 


be great or ſmall) to make 'the Place of their un- 
lading at Dunegal, from whence it muſt be carri— 


ed to the other Place by Land, ſo that both the 


Charge and Trouble thereof will be much more 
than was expected, or than I could ever be right- 
ly informed of, till I faw it. I have now affem- 
bled the Forces, to make another Journey into 
Drone, but in 0 unfit a Scaſon of Weather, as 


t yet holds, as J ſhall be forced to ſuſpend it, 


; till ſome Alteration make the Rivers and high 


Ways more paſſable. 
The next after that, which I mean (God wil- 


ling) without Queſtion to undertake, is to accom- 
pliſh my firſt Intent of ſettling at Colrane, which 
I know my ſelf able to perform, though the 
Whole Force of the Rebels ſhould be returned 
before I undertake it. But then ſhall our Forces 
be fo far extended and divided aſunder, as more 
than the bare keeping of thoſe Holds we are poſ- 
ſeſſed of, we ſhall not be able to do, till a ne- 
Supply of Men arrive, which in my Opinion 
ſhould come molt ſeaſonably towards the Ending 


of the next Month, in that the Cows, (which

They offer again a new Parley, but becauſe I am

to {trip them of their Arms and Cloaths, ſome- 
times into the Hands of bordering Subjects, 
which deal no better with them, and ſo they be- 


come molt miſerable Creatures: So hard a thing 


is it to keep them together, to be turned over

taking from the Merchant all Benefit of Exchange 

| other than hereunder is mentioned in the Form of 

| Proclamation, which We think good to be pub- 

| liſhed in that Kingdom, to make known to all 

Men in what Manner We intend to allow of the

And for that our Intent is by this Proclamation

The Proclamation. 


PO N the Alteration of the Standard of Our 

/ Momics in this Realm, whereunto We were 
led, as well by Examples of Our Progenitors, 
who had ever made a Difference between the Mo- 
nies of this Realm and Our Realm of England, 
as alſo by a neceſſary Providence of keeping the 
Sterling Monies both from the Hands of Our 
Rebels here, and allo from tranſportation into 
foreign Countries, which chiefly by the ſaid Rebels 


and their Factors was done: We did erect an Ex- 


change for the Uſe of all Sorts of Our Subjects 
and others uſing Intercourſe between theſe two 
Realms for converting of Monies of the new 
Standard of this Realm into Sterling Monies in 
England, and of Engliſh Monics into thoſe of this 
Realm reciprocally, hoping that the honeſt and 
upright Carriage of Merchants in an equal Exer— 
ciſe of Traffick between the two Realms would 
have cauſed in the ſaid Exchange an indifferent 
and mutual Commodity, both to the Merchant 
for his Trade, and to Us for Our Payments, and 
both their and Our Intentions have concurred in 


prelerving the Sterling Monies from the Rebels, 
and from tranſportation into foreign Countries; 
but in this little Time of Experience which We 
have made thereof, being not yet two Years paſt, 
We have found Our Expectation greatly e 
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and the Scope given the firſt Inſtitution of the 
Exchange exceedingly abuſed by the Slights and 
Cunnings of Merchants, which though We did 
immediately (upon the Beginning of the Ex- 
change) diſcover to be breeding, yet did We 
not think that the ſame would ever have grown 
to ſuch a Height as ſince We have perceived: 


Wherefore We did by ſome Reſtrictions and Li- 


mitations ſeek to contain thoſe Frauds within rea- 
ſonable Bounds ; but it falleth out that the Re- 
medies propoſed have been ſo far from the eaſing |

Ground and Pretext of new Inventions of Deceit 


for that by the Cunning Craft of ſome Merchants

| vices, becauſe the one is ſubje& to ſo much Al- 
teration, and the other lightly delivered unto all 
that are not preſent with ſuch Uncertainty, and 
that I am loth to make any Project unto your 
Lordſhips, either of my Requeſts to you, or my 
oven Reſolutions here, ſince ſo many Things fall 
{ſuddenly out which may alter theGrounds of either

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© yet ſince I do write now by one that can ſo ſuffi- 
| ciently ſupply the Defects of a Letter, I have 


reſumed at this Time to impart unto your Lord- 


: ſhips that I think fit to be remembred, or do de- 
termine on, molt humbly deſiring your Lordſhips, 


that if I err in the one, or hereafter alter the 


bother, you will not impute it to my Want of Sin- 
cerity or Conſtancy, but to the Nature of the 
Subject whereof I muſt treat, or of the Matter 


whereon I work.

ces, and after to gueſs (as near as I can) at their 
Diſpoſitions, Munſter, by the good Government 
and Induſtry of the Lord Preſident, is clear of 
any Force in Rebellion, except ſome few unable 
to make any forcible Head.

Con- 
nogh mac Guire, ſometimes Lord of Fermannagh, 
is baniſhed out of the Country, who lives with 
6 Rourk, and at this Time 6 Connor mac Guire is 
poſſeſſed of it by the Queen and holds it for her. 
l believe that generally the Lords of the Coun- 
tries that are reclaimed deſire a Peace, though 
they will be wavering till their Lands and Eſtates 
are aſſured unto them from her Majeſty, and as 
long as they ſec a Party in Rebellion to ſubſiſt, 
that is of Power to ruin them if they continue 
Subjects or otherwiſe ſhall be doubtful of our 
| Defence. All that are out do ſeek for Mercy, ex- 
| cept 6 Rourk, and 0 Sullivan, who is now with 
0 Rourk, and theſe are obſtinate only out of their 
F Diffidence to be ſafe in any Forgiveneſs. The 
looſe. Men, and ſuch as are only Captains of Bon- 
naghts, as Tyrrel and Brian mac Art, will nouriſh

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the War as long as they ſee any poſſibility to ſub. 
fiſt, and like ill Humours have recourſe to any 
Part that is unſound. The Nobility, Towns, and 
Engliſh-Iriſh, are for the moſt Part as weary of 
the War as any, but unwilling to have it ended, 
e for Fear that upon a Peace will enſue a 
evere Reformation of Religion; and in particular, 
many bordering Gentlemen, that were made poyr 
by their own Faults or by Rebels Incurſions, con- 
_ tinue their Spleen to them, now they are become 
Subjects, and having uſed to help themſelves by 


Stealths, did never more ule them, nor better prevail MW

Bur as all Pain and 
Anguiſh, impatient of the prelent, doth utc 
change for a Remedy, ſo will it be impoſſible for 
us to ſettle the Minds of this People unto a Peace, 
or reduce them unto Order, while they tecl the 
Smart of theſe ſenſible Gricts, and apparent Fears 
which I have remembred to your Lordſhips, 
without ſome Hope or Redreſs or Security. 
Therefore I will preſume (how unworthy tocver 
| am) ſince it concerns the Province her Majeſty 


hath given me, with all Humbleneis to lay be- 


fore your grave Judgments, ſome few things, 
which I think neceſſary to be conſidered of.

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At the ſame time the Lord Deputy wrote to 
the Lords in England, about his private Affairs, 
wherein he ſignified, that all Manner of Provi- 
ſions neceſſary for the Maintenance of an Hou- 
ſhold were (of late eſpecially) bought at ſuch ex- 
ceſſive Rates (as well in regard of the Famine 
growing daily greater in Ireland, (by the conti- 
nual Spoil of the Country, and the Armies cut- 
ting down of the Rebels Corn for theſe laſt two 
Years) as allo in regard of the Diſvaluation of 
the mixed Coin now current, after the takin 
away of Exchange (whercof each Shilling had 
no more than Two- pence Half- penny Silver in 
it,) and that the Prices of the ſaid Proviſions dai- 
ly fo increaſed, as four times the Entertainment al- 
lowed him by her Majeſty for his Maintenance, 
would not anſwer his ordinary Expences, except 
it would pleaſe their Lordſhips to allow him Ex- 


change for the moſt Part of his Entertainment, 


that thereby he might be enabled to make hs Pro- 
viſions out of England. 
In the Beginning of March, the Lord Deputy 
underſtood, that Brian mac Art had ſecretly ſtolen 
into Killoltagh, with ſome 500 Men under his 
Leading, (as he had lately done the like, but was 
ſoon driven out again by Sir Arthur Chicheſter.) 
Whereupon his Lordſhip lent Sir Richard Mory- 
_ fon from Dublin up to his Garriſon in Lecail, and

merly of our deſtroying the Rebels Corn, and u- 
ſing all Means to famith them, let me by two or 
three Examples ſhew the miſer able Eſtate to which 
the Rebels were thereby brought. Sir Arthur 
, Chicheſter, Sir Aicherd wh ſon, and the other 


Commander 5 
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Commanders of the Forces ſent againſt Brian mac 
Art aforeſaid, in their Return home ward, ſaw a moſt 
horrible Spectacle of three Children (whereof the 
eldeſt was not above ten Years old, ) all eating and 
gnawing with their Teeth the Entrails of their 
dead Mother, upon whoſe Fleſh they had fed 20 
Days paſt, and having eaten all from the Feet up- 
ward to the bare Bones, roaſting it continually 
by a ſlow Fire, were now come to the eating of 
her ſaid Entrails in like ſort roaſted, yet not di- 
vided from the Body, being as yet raw. Former 
Mention hath been made in the Lord Deputies 


Letters, of Carcaſes ſcattered in many Places, all 
dead of Famine. And no doubt the Famine was 


ſo great, as the Rebel Soldiers taking all the com- 


mon People had to feed upon, and hardly living 


thereupon, (ſo as they beſides fed not only on 
Hawks, Kites, and unſavory Birds of Prey, but 


| on Horlſe-fleſh, and other things unfit for Man's 
| Feeding,) the common Sort of the Rebels were 
| driven to unſpeakable Extremities (beyond the 
Record of molt Hiſtorics that ever I did read in 


that kind) the ample relating whereof were an in- 
finite Task, yet will I not pals it over without 
adding tome few Inſtances. Capt. Trever and ma- 


ny honeſt Gentlemen lying in the Newry can wit- 
neſs, that ſome old Women of thoſe Parts, uſed 
to make a Fire in the Fields, and divers little 
Children driving out the Cattle in the cold Mor- 
nings, and coming thither to warm them, were 


by them ſurprized, killed, and eaten, which at 
laſt was diſcovered by a great Girl breaking from 


them by Strength of her Body, and Capt. Trever 


lending out Soldiers to know the Truth, they 
found the Childrens Skulls and Bones, and appre- 


hended the old Women, who were executed for 


the Fact. The Captains of Carrickfergus, andthe 
adjacent Garriſons of the Northern Parts can 
witneſs, that upon the making of Peace, and re- 

| ceiving 
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ceiving the Rebels to Mercy, it was a common 
Practice among the common Sort of them (I mean 
ſuch as were not Sword-men,) to thruit long 
Needles into the Horſes of our Ezgliſh Troops, 
and they dying thereupon, to be ready to tear out 
one another's Throat for a Share of them. And 
no Spectacle was more frequent in the Ditches of 
Towns, and eſpecially in waſted Countries, than 
to ſee Multitudes of theſe poor People dead with 
their Mouths all coloured green by cating Nettles, 
Docks, and all things they could rend up above 
Ground. Theſe and very many like lamentable 
Effects followed their Rebellion, and no doubt the 
Rebels had been utterly deſtroyed by Famine, had 
not a general Peace ſhortly followed Tyroze's Sub- 
miſſion (beſides Mercy formerly extended to ma- 
ny others,) by which the Rebels had Liberty to 
ſeek Relief among the Subjects of Jrelaud, and 
to be tranſported into England and France, where 
great Multitudes of them lived for ſome Years at- 
tcr the Peace made. 3 gon 2 


The 4th of March the Lord Deputy received 


Letters from Sir Henry Dockwra, advertiſing ma- 
ny vehement Suſpicions of Sir Neal Garvey's diſ- 
loyal Purpoſes, namely, his underhand putting 

Mac Swyne to go again into Rebellion, and to

Storehouſe of Arms, with extraordinary Provi- 
ſions of them. Further he advertiſed, that him- 
ſelf uſed all Means to keep Tyrone in the Glius 

(where he now was) till his Lordſhip came up 


(which Journey he adviſed to be in the Begin- 
ning of the next Month,) but underſtanding that 
within few Days he would remove towards Fer- 
managh, howſoever the Engliſh there at that time 
were weak, yet he would lie for the Arch-rebel | 


on his Way to Omy, or Agher, not doubting but 
in the Paſſage of thoſe Plains he ſhould have ſome 
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Opportunity of fighting with him, and (at the 
leaſt) to take good Part of his Prey from him. 


Laſtly, he advertiſed, that he had razed Henry 


Ovington's C aitle,and Mac Hugh*s Iſland which both 
had been Neſts and ſtarting Holes for Thieves. 


The fyth of March the Lord Deputy left Dub- 


| /in, and rode towards the Northern Borders, 
3 where his Lordihip (with his Retinue) lay to and 
fro, the remaining few Days of this Year (and 
Part of the Beginning of the next, till Tyrone 
| was received to Mercy, and the War ended) to the 


end his Lordſhip being in thoſe Parts, might give 


| Life to the preſent Service, as well of the Forces 
ſent to proſecute 6 Rowrk, as of the Garriſons ly- 
ing in wait for all Advantages upon Drone him- 
ſelf and his broken Partakers. 


Touching Munſter Affairs in the The Affairs of 


| Years 1602, the Lord Deputy at his Mer. 
| coming from Cork cauſed Sir Richard Percy to be 
| ſworn Counſellor for the Province of Munſter, 
and in his Journal towards Riltenny Knighted three 
| Jriſh Men, John Fitz Edmonds and two Citizens 
| of Waterford, Edward Gough, and Richard Ayl- 
ward. The Lord Preſident at Kilkenny took his 
leave of the Lord Deputy, and making ſhort 
| Journies, by reaſon he was ſickly, came not to 
| Cork, till the 3d of April, 1602. 


W hen the Spaniards by Compoſition were to 


| render the Caſtles in the Weſt, 5 Sullivan Beare had 


ſurprized his Caſtle of Dunboy i in Beer-haven from 
the Spaniards, whereof ſome were killed in the 
Surprifal, which freed them from Suſpicion to 
have yielded it voluntarily contrary to the Com- 


poſition. This ſtrong Caſtle upon an excellent 
Haven 6 Sullivan kept for the King of Spain, ha- 
ving 60 Warders with him at firſt, and three 


Pieces of Spaniſh Ordnance. The Lord Preſident 


meaning to take this Caſtle, took the Field the 
23d of April, and after many Attempts upon the 


Rebels, 
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Rebels, in which ſome of them were killed, and 
ſome taken and executed, and many Preys taken! 
by Parties ſent out, it was reſolved the 14th off 
May to paſs the Forces over to an Ifland, called 
the great Iſland, that way to march to Beer-haven, 
the Way thither by Land, being unpaſſable for 
the Victuals and Carriages, beſides many Place # 
of Advantage in the Mountains, where the Re. 
bels, though few in Number, might diſtreſs 3 
reat Army, and eaſily forbid their Paſſage, Here 
y the Sea- ſide, the Foot ſtayed for the Ship; i 
carrying the Victuals, Munition and Ordnance, 
which were detained by contrary Winds till the 
laſt of May. The 6th of June, the Forces were! 
ferried over to the Land near Caſtle-Dermo, 
where they incamped; and though they landed in 
another Part than the Rebels expected, who lay 
there to hinder, and impeach their landing, yet 


the Rebels haſted to them to begin the Skirmiſh B 


with them, when they were in good Order, and © 
paſſed the Ferry, {o as the Rebel; 1 


almoſt had all 


having no Advantage in this Fight, they left 23 TL 


dead in the Place, and had more than 3o wound 
ed, whereof Capt. Tirrel was one, being ſlightly 
hurt in the Belly, and ſome were taken Priſoners, 


whereas on our Part only 7 were hurt. The 1oth 
of June, our Forces having landed their Ord- 
nance, incamped within Musket-ſhot of the Caſtle 
of Dunboy, but not within the Sight of the Caſtle, 
a riſing Ground lying between the Camp and the 
Caſtle, ſo as the great Shot from the Caſtle flew 


| over the Camp without doing any hurt. The 


12th a Fort within the Iſland of Dorſes, kept by 
the Rebels, was ſurprized by the Engliſh, and all 
the Rebels killed or hanged, and therein were 
taken three Iron Pieces of Spaniſh, Ordnance. 
The 17th of June after two Days Battery, the 


Engliſh aſſaulted the Breach, and poſſeſſed Part of 1 


the Caſtle Dunboy, the Rebels keeping and de- 


fending

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dl fending the reſt, all that Day and Night, and 
ten great Part of the next, at which time the Engliſh 
of were by Force made full Maſters of it. The Re- 
eg bels defending it, were 134 ſelected Soldiers, and 
all of them were killed in the Caſtle, or ſeeking 
to fly, or being Priſoners were executed in the 
«| Camp, except 12 Men of chief Account, and 
moſt eſteemed by Tirrel, which were kept to be 
examined upon Torture, or to work ſome good 
for the Service with Tirrel, by the ſaving of their 
Lives. Of Spanih Ordnance, there was taken 
one Demi-Culverin, two Sakers, and one Falcon 
of Braſs, and two Sakers, five Minions, and one 
Falcon of Iron. The Gunners were. /talians and 
| Spaniards, who periſhed with the reſt, nine Bar- o 
rels of Powder taken in the Caſtle, were imploy- 1 
cd to blow it up, leſt any Spaniards or Rebels

| "This Caſtle taken, the Lord Preſident returned K 
to Cork, where Sir Samuel Bagnol attended his # 
coming with Letters from the Lord Deputy, and, 
| according to his Lordſhips Directions, the Lord [4 
| Preſident ſent by him 1500 Foot, being above the LR. 
old Munſter Lift, who came with theſe Forces to _—_ 
the Lord Deputy the 29th of July, and brought 
KF Letters from the Lord Preſident, advertiſing the 
| above-mentioned confident Expectation of a ſe- 
| cond Spaniſh Invaſion. At the fame Time Sir 
| Edward Wingfield was landed at Cork, bringing to 
| the Lord Preſident 500 Foot for Supplies of the 
| weak Companies. Sir Charles Wilmot, Governor 
of Kerry, (wherein were many provincial Rebels, 
| beſides a thouſand Strangers to help them,) had 
before the Siege of Dunboy proſecuted mac Mor- 
| 71s, cleared Kerry of all Rebels, and proſecuted 
them into Deſmond, taken Caſtles and great Preys 
of Cows, and brought the Knight of Kerry on 
his Knees, and this done he marched towards the 
Lord Preſident in his Way to Dunboy, and — 
5 | Kia 
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his Forces to the Army. After the taking of that 
Caſtle he was now again ſent into Kerry, with 
Directions that all Garriſons ſhould burn the Corn 
they could not gather, and that he ſhould remove 
the /ri/b Inhabitants with their Goods to a Coun- 
try near Limrick, that the Spaniards; again ex- 
pected, might make no Uſe of them. In A 
the Lord Preſident was advertiſed that many in 
Carbery revolted, and that, upon a Ship from $paj; 
not long before arrived with Money to diltribute 
among the molt active Rebels, Donogh mac Carty 
and innen, his Brother, (who had attended the 
Lord Preſident at the Siege of Dunboy,) were 
now revolted, and had taken impreſs Money from 
the King of Spain, whereupon the two Captains, 
Roger and Gawen Harvey, lying there in Garriſon, 
had taken many Preys from them, and ſpoiled the 
Country. And yet by daily Intelligence the Lord 
Preſident underſtood that the News of the taking 
of Dunboy coming into Spain, the King had com- 
manded to ſtay all his Proviſions for /reland till 
his Pleaſure were further ſignified: And no doubt, 


the Queen's Fleet, lying at this Time upon the 


Coaſt of Spain, moſt of all diſcouraged him from 
any new Attempt in Succour of the 7ri/h Rebels. 
About the End of Auguſt it was generally divul- 
ged in Munſter that a Spaniſh Fleet was diſcovered 
upon the Coaſt, whereupon the Ii poſted up 


and down the Country with great Signs of Joy, 


fo as at the Lord Preſident's Suit Sir Samuel Bar- 


uo was ſent back to him with the Forces he had 


= formerly led out of Munſten to the Lord De- 
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The 2d of September h Lord Preſident received 
this following gracious Letter written from the 
Queen with her own Haud. 


Your Sovereign, E. R. 


My faithful George, 
OW joy'd We are that ſo good event hath 
1 followed ſo troubleſome Endeavours, labo- 
rious Cares, and heedful Travels, you may gueſs, 
but We beſt can witneſs, and do protelt that your 
Safety hath equalled the moſt thereof. And ſo 
God even bleſs you in all your Actions. 


About this Time the Lord Preſident having re- 
ceived manifeſt Proofs that Cormack mac Dermot, 
Lord of Mauskerry, had lately committed many 
Acts of Treaſon, cauſed him to be apprehended. 
and committed Priſoner to the Gentleman Porter, 
and hearing his Followers practiſed his Eſcape, 
gave the ſaid Gentleman Porter Charge to keep him 
{ately, upon his Danger to an{wer for him; in 
the mean Time ſeizing all his Caſtles into her 
Majeſty's Hands, and likewiſe cauſing his Wife 
and Children to be brought Priſoners to Cork. 
Notwithſtanding, Cormock eſcaped out of a Win- 
dow the 29th of September; yet being heartned to 
Rebellion by Capt. Tyrrel and 0 Sullivan Bear, he 
conſidered that his Caſtles were all in the Queen's 
Power, his eldeſt Son, lately Student in Oxford, 
was now kept Priſoner in the Tower, that his 
youngeſt Son, his Wife and Daughter, and many 


| of his chief Followers were now Priſoners at 


Cork, and that the Rebels defiring to join with 
him were hunger-ſtarved, and would live upon 
his Country already waſted, and therefore he wiſely 
choſe to ſubmit himſelf ro her Majeſty's Mercy, 
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and upon the 22d of October this his Submiſſion 
was accepted. . 
About this Time the Lord Preſident heard that ; 
Donnel was dead in Spain. The 23d of October Sir Ha- 
muel Bagnol, with the Regiment ſent back from the 


Lord Deputy, fell by Night upon Tyrre/s Camp, y- 


ing in Musxerry, to expect Cormack's Return, killed 


8o of his Men, made him fly away in his Shirt, 


took all his Cattle, being more than 1000, with 
60 Horſes and Hacknies, beſides Things unſeen 


in /riſþ Spoils, as Velvet, outlandiſh Apparel, 
Spaniſh Coin, and all the Money Tyrrel had got- 
ten of the Proportion ſent from Spain, and made 


Tyrrel fly into the Mountains of Deſmond. In 
November Sir Charles Wilmot brake by Night in- 
to the Quarter of the Knight of Kerry, killed 40 
of his Men, took 50 Cows, 200 Garrons, and 
two Month's Proviſion of Meal. The Rebels 
Tyrrel, Burk, 0 Sullivan, and Mac Morris, being 
daily aſſaulted by the Engliſh and ſpoiled of their 
Cattle the reſt of this Month and the following 


of December, and having many of their beſt Men 
killed, ſuddenly fell into Diſputations, and after 
to Controverſies, and ſo the Strangers reſolved to 
Real away, as they did with great Amazement, 


leaving the Faſtneſſes they had held to the ran- 
ſacking of the Exgliſh, firſt Tyrrel, then William 
Burk, who leading 1500 Men, marched towards 


the Pale, Sir Charles Milmot having firſt in another 
Conflict with them, killed many of the moſt for- 


ward Kerne, taken all their Baggage and Prey of 


Cattle, being 2000 Cows, 4000 Sheep, and 100 


-Carrons:- 


In December, the Lord Preſident, leaving Sir 
Charles Wilmot to command in chief all the For- 


ces, having beſides the Lord Barry with 1609 


Provincials under him, to attend ſuch Service as 


he ſhould direct, left the Province of Munſter to 


meet the Lord Deputy at Galjway in Connaught. 


In 
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In the mean Time the ſaid Rebels fled towards 
the Pale as broken Men, ſome reſolving to join 
with Tyrone, and ſome to return into Connaught 
their own Country, wherewith the Munster Re- 
bels were ſo daunted, as they daily came in to Sir 
Charles Wilmot in great Numbers, and with much 
Cattle, to ſubmit themſelves to Mercy. The 
Lord Preſident, before his Journey into Connaught, 
took Order that 6 Sullivan Bear's Country ſhould 
be ſo waſted as neither Spaniards nor Rebels 
ſhould find Relief there. About this Time Capt. 
| Taaf, commanding our [riſhmen in Carbery, aſſailed 
| a Band of Rebels led by a Prieſt, the Pope's 
| Nuntio, killed him with moſt of his Men, and 
got all their Cattle: And now in the Abſence of 
6 Sullivan, fled away, his Country was waſted and 
his Caſtles all taken. The foreſaid Prieſt was a 
Man of ſpecial Authority, ſo as upon his Death 
the mac Cartys and all Carbery ſubmitted to Mer- 
cy, and had Power over all ſpiritual Livings in 
| ZJreland, fo as all Prieſts depended upon him. 
The Lord Preſident returned into Munſter in 
Fanuary from Connaught, and having ſent Sir Ed- 
ward Wingfield with certain Companies of Foot 
into Connaught, according to the Lord Deputy's 
Direction, and leaving Sir Charles Wilmot and Sir 
George Thornton Commiſſioners to govern Munſter, 
himſelf in the Beginning of February rode to Dub- 
lin, leaving no Rebel in Munſier but Mac Mor- 
is the Knight of the Glin, Thomas Oge, and Con- 
nor 0 Driſcol, not able jointly to make 200 Men, 
' whereof Mac Morris in few Days was well beaten” 
and ſpoiled of all he had by Sir Charles Wilmot.” 
And in the Beginning of March the Lord Preſi— 
dent failed into England from Dublin.

The 25th of March, in the Beginning of the Nor 


1603, the Lord Deputy wrote this following Let. 
ter from Mellitant, Sir Garret More's Hove,

3 K IX, . . 
I HAVE received, by Capt. Hays, her Maje- 
ſty's Letters of the 6th of February, wherein 


I am directed to ſend for Tyrone, with Promiſe of 


Security for his Life only, and upon his Arrival, 


without further Aſſurance, to make Stay of him 


till her Pleaſure ſhould be further known; and at 


the {ame Time I received another from her Ma- 


jeſty of the 17th of February, wherein it pleaſed 
her to enlarge the Authority given unto me to 


aſſure him of his Life, Liberty, and Pardon, up- 


on ſome Conditions remembered therein: And 
withal I received a Letter from yourſelf of the 


18th of Lebruatm, recommending to me your ow 


Advice 
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Advice to fulfil (as far as I poſſibly could) the 
Meaning of her Majeſty's firſt Letter, and ſigni- 
fying her Pleaſure that 1 ſhould ſeek by all the 
beſt Means I can to promiſe him his Pardon by 
ſome other Name than Earl of Tyrone, and rather 
by the Name of Baron of Dungannon, or if it 
needs muſt be, by the Name of ſome other Earl. 
Secondly,to deliver him his Country in leis Quantity 
and with leſs Power than before he had it. And 
laſtly, to force him to clear his Paces and Paſſa- 
ges, made difficult by him againſt any Entry into 
his Country. And now ſince it hath pleaſed her 
| Majeſty, by ſo great a Truſt, to give me ſo com- 
| fortable Arguments of her Favour, I am incou- 
raged the more freely to preſume to declare my 
ſelf in this great Matter, which I call great, be- 
cauſe the Conſequence 1s great and dangerous to 
be dealt in without the Warrant of her gracious 
Interpretation. And though my Opinion herein 
ſhould proceed from a long and adviied Conſide- 
ration, deſcribed with large and many Circum- 
ſtances, and confirmed with ſtrong and judicial 
Reaſons, yet, becauſe 1 think it fit to haſten away 
this Meſſenger, I will write of theſe Things lome- 
what, though on the ſudden, and commit the reſt 
to the ſufficient Judgment and Relation of the 
Lord Preſident now in his Journey towards you, 
and the rather, becauſe I find him to concur with 
me in the Apprehenſion of this Cauſe and of the 
State of all other Things of this Kingdom: And 
firſt, for her Majeſty's firſt Letter, I pray you, 
Sir, believe me, that I have omitted nothing, 
both by Power and Policy, to ruin him and ut- 
terly to cut him off, and if by either 1 may pro- 
cure his Head, before I have engaged her royal 


| Word for his Safety, I do proteſt I will do it, and 
much more be ready to poſſeſs myſelf of his Per- 
lon if by only Promiſe of Life, or by any other 
Means whereby 1 ſhall not directly ſcandal the 

DP e Majeſty 
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Majeſty of publick Faith, I can procure him to 
put himſelf into my Power. But to ſpeak my 


Opinion freely, I think that he, or any Man in 


his Cafe, would hardly adventure his Liberty to 


preſerve only his Life, which he Knoweth 
how ſo well to ſecure by many other Ways, 


for if he fly into Spain, that is the leaf 
whereof he can be aſſured, and moſt Men (but 
eſpecially he) do make little Difference between 
the Value of their Life and Liberty, and to deceive 
him I think it will be hard; for though wiſer 
Men than he may be over-reached, yet he 


| hath ſo many Eyes of Jealouſy awake, that it 
will be impoſſible to charm them, and I do (upon 


aſſured Ground) believe, that it is nothing but 
Fear of his Safety that of along Time (eſpecially 
of late) have kept him from Conformity to the 
State, and if any Thing do keep him now from 


accepting the loweſt Conditions, and from ſettling 
himſelf and his Heart to a conſtant ſerving of her 


Majeſty, it will be Fear of an abſolute Forgive. 
neſs, or the Want of ſuch an Eſtate as may in any 


Meaſure content him. The Danger of his ſub- 
ſiſting as he doth is either, if there come no to- 
reign Forces to maintain ſtill a looſe Head of 
Rebellion, (which will be better able to offend 
any ſuch as are become Subjects than we can be 


if we were a thouſand Times more, to defend 


them at all Times and in all Places,) to ſtir up and 
to maintain all Humours, and to be a Wound re- 
maining open, unto which they may have recourſe 
and uponall Accidents be ready to ſwell or to infect 
the whole Body of this Kingdom; otherwiſe, it 
there ſhould be any Invaſion, to be a powertill 


and politick Head to draw this Country to their 


Aſſiſtance: If there come no foreign Forces, and 
that he ſhould be cut off, yet is it likely ſome 
other, in the Nature of a ſpoiling Outlaw, would 
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be ariſe up in his Place as ill as himſelf; and if he 


kept Priſoner the like Effects will ariſe as if he 


were dead: If he be cut off, or kept Priſoner, 


and the Spaniards ſhould arrive, moſt of the Sword- 


men will flock unto them for Advantage of Pay, 


and the Diſcontentment of Lords of Countries 


would be as great, or greater, than if he were 
amongſt them, and therefore they as likely to fall 
then as now to the Spaniſh Party; but if it were 


poſſible to make hun a good Subject, the Uſe her 


* Majeſty may make of him muſt be amongſt theſe 
People, ſince during his Life and Liberty none 


will aſpire to that Place of 6 Neal, which doth carry 


with it ſo great an Intereſt in the North, and 
* what Intereſt he hath he may be led to employ 
| to ſuppreſs and ſettle the Minds of the People to 
Government, and having once declared himſelf 
| to be a dutitul Subject, it will be firſt a great 
| Diſcouragement for the Spaniards to come; and 
if they do come, if he continue honeſt, his Pre- 
ſence and Intereſt will {way the North from giving 
them Aſſiſtance or annoying the Subjects if We 
withdraw our Garriſons, and make the reſt of 
| Jreland more adviſed how they declare themſelves 
| againſt the State. „ 


Sir, to conclude, becauſe I cannot ſhortly ex- 


| preſs mine own Mind herein, I think it beſt, if 
it pleaſe her Majeſty to receive him to 
her Mercy, ſo that firſt his Submiſſion be 
made in as humble Sort, and as much for her 
Majeſty's Honour as can be deviſed, and then 
that ſhe aſſure him of abſolute Forgiveneſs and 


forgetting of his Faults, and as much Honour 


and Profit as he had before, provided that we 
take from him (as much as poſſibly we may) thoſe 
| Locks wherein his chiefeſt Strength lies; other- 
| wile I am perſuaded, either the Queen ſhail not 


ſerve her own Turn by him if ſhe keep him Pri- 


| ſoner, or he will ſerve his Turn if he live at Li- 
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berty and ever have (Animum reveriendi) an Aﬀec. 
tion to relapſe. How I am reſolved to proceed 
in this Buſincts you ſhall know by the Lord Pre. 
ſident, which notwithitanding many Things may 
alter, but for the Subſtance 1 do think we ſha]! 
be able to compaſs as much as by her Majeſty; 
laſt Letter is required, and by yours written after 
that, except that Point of the taking from him 
the Title of the Earldom of Tyroze, for the which 
I think there be many Reaſons that it ſhould not 
be much ſtood upon. Beſides what I have writ- 
ten before of giving him Contentment, which 
may be apply'd to this, firſt, you do but give hin 
a Title which he did ſhake off as a Mark of his 
Bondage, and that which he falls from, to accept 
this, he did as much prefer before this as the E. 
ſtare of an abſolute Prince before the Condition of 
a Subject, and it is the Name of 9 Neal, with the 
which he hath done ſo much Miſchief, that 1; 
fatal and odious, and not the Name of Tyr, 
which he was fain to leave before he could have 
Power to become a Rebel; for believe me, out 
of my Experience, the Titles of our Honours 
do rather weaken than ſtrengthen them in this 
Country, and if you give him the fame Degree, 
but with another Name, it may be thought a 
Condition rather by him obtained than by us im- 
poſed, eſpecially if he enjoyeth his Country; and 
laſtly, if you make him only Baron of Dungaunon, 
you leave in him a Spur to diſcontentment with- 
out any greater Bridle from doing Hurt, for his 


Power will be never the leſs, and yet he that 


doth not ſit caſily will ever think of another Seat, 
and his own Title will the more run in his Mind 
the more he is unſatisfied with this new. Not- 
withitanding all my Opinions of theſe Thing3 
I will run as near as I can to the ſtraighteſt Line 
of her Majeily's Pleaſure, and I preſume I will

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jeſty's Honour {hall not be endangered, (I mean)

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Deputy had been advertiſed, and at this Time ſhe 
was dead, (departing the 24th of March, the la 
Day of the Xcar paſt,) though it were not known 
to the Lord Deputy till the 27th of March in the 
Night, nor publickly, or to Tyrone himſelf, till 
the yth of April, after his humble Submiſſion 
made before the Lord Deputy to the Queen az 
then living, though indeed ſhe were dead. This 
Buſineſs paſſed in Manner following: There wx 
a Gentleman among the voluntary Followers of 
the Lord Deputy who had long been earneſtly 
ambitious of the Honour of Knighthood, which 
by no Endeavours of Service, Expence of Mo- 
ney, or Aſſiſtance of Friends, he could hitherto 
attain: Now a Servant of his poſting from Lon 
do, and getting a happy Paſlage at Sea, came 
upon the 27th of March (late in the Night) to 
Mellifant, where the Lord Deputy then lay, and 
brought with him the firſt News of the Queen's 


Death, which when he had related to his Maſter, 2 


he having been long pleaſed to take my Advice in 


his Affairs, advertiſed me of theſe News and 


brought his Servant to confirm the ſame in my 
Hearing, whereupon I required his Servant not 
to ſpeak a Word thereof to any Man, threatning 
him with the Lord Deputy's Diſpleaſure and {c- 
vere Punithment if any ſuch Rumour were ſpread 
by him: Then I was bold to give his Maſter 
Confidence of receiving the Honour he deſired ii 
he would follow my Advice, which was this, that 
he ſhould go to the Lord Deputy and tell him 
this Report of the Queen's Death brought by 
his Servant, and the ſtrict Charge he had given

ip ſhould think fit to make it known, and witha! 


to make tender of himſelf and all his Means to

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Likewiſe his Lordſhip commanded me to write 
ſeveral Letters to the Governors of Garriſons, 
requiring them to give Tyrone and his Followers 
full Benefit of this Protection: And theſe Wri- 
tings, being all ſigned by the Lord Deputy, were 


delivered to Sir William Godolphin, with Charge, 


that when Tyrone was in his Company, and on 
the Way to come to his Lordſhip, then (and not 


betore) he ſhould deliver him the Protection, and 


likewiſe the Letters, to be ſent to the ſcveral Gar- 


riſons, by his own Meſſengers. Theſe Commiſ- 
ſioners on the 26th of March, ſent one Bath from 
F Armagh to Tyrone to prepare the Way of their 


Meeting. The 27th both the Commiſſioners 
came to Charlemount, where Sir William Godot- 
phin ſtay'd for his Troop of Horſe, but Sir Gar- 


ret Moore rode that Night to Tallugh-Oge, where 
he ſpake with Tyrone. The 28th Sir Carret 


Moore wrote to Sir William that Tyrone was fully 


reſolved to obey the Lord Deputy's Command- 
ments, and would meet him the next Morning at 


Nine of the Clock, to ride forward in his Com- 


pany to the Lord Deputy: And Henry Hagan, 


who brought this Letter, gave Sir William con- 
fident Aſſurance of Tyrone's Performancc. 


The ſame 28th Day the Lord Deputy being at 


Mellifant, and there having the foreſaid Notice 
of the Queen's Death, and conſidering that this 
| Rumour was no good Ground for a new Treaty 


with Tyrone, yet breaking out, were it true or 
falle, might cauſe new Combuſtions in Ireland, 


molt apt to relapſe into new Tumults (as appeared 
by the enſuing Mutiny of the very Cities and 


corporate Towns,) as alſo, that if it were true, 
then he had no Power from the ſucceeding King 

to receive Tyrone to Mercy; yea, that in Cale it 
ſhould prove falſc, then ſuch Treaty with the 


Arch-traitor in any other than Queen Elizabeth's 
Name might prove very dangerous to him. For 
5 33 theſe 
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theſe Reaſons he reſolved Toney to ſtrike up the 
former Treaty with Tyrone, and fo preſently diſ- 


patched a Horſeman to Sir William Godolphin to 
advertiſe him thereof, and to require him to haſten 


Tyrone's coming, by remembrance to him that his 
former Delays in Treaties had much incenſed the 


Queen, and by threatning him that if he made the 
leaſt Delay of his Submiſſion his Power to do him 
Good might be eaſily reſtrained, and then he ſhould 
expect nothing from him but a ſharp Proſecution 


to his utter Ruin. Sir William having received 
| theſe his Lordſhip's and Sir Garret's foreſaid Let- 
ters, thought it no Time to ſtand nicely upon

| and after moſt unhappily led to make good that

_ themſelves I do acknowledge deſcrve no Forgive- 
neſs, and that it is impoſſible for me, in reſpect of 


their Greatneſs, in any Proportion, even with my 


Life to make Satisfaction; I do moſt humbly de- 


fire her Majeſty to pardon them, that as I have 
been already a ſufficient Argument of her royal 


Power, having little left but my Life to preſerve

And concerning the Gentleman formerly ſpo— 


ken of, whoſe Servant brought the firſt News of. 


the Queen's Death, I was aot deceived in the 
Honour I did ominate to him, (as I have former- 
ly written,) for after he had followed my Advice, 
in the Manner of his imparting that important 


News to the Lord Deputy, his Lordſhip con- 


ceived ſo good an Opinion of him, for his Diſcre- 
tion, and for the particular Affection he had ex- 
preſſed towards him, by the tender of his Service 
in following his Fortune this doubtful time, as 


his Lordſhip did not only by the Way from Me- 
lifant to Dublin, extraordinarily grace him, and 
often call him (not without ſome Admiration of 


the better Sort of his Train) to ride by his Side, 


talking familiarly with him, but now upon his 
Arrival to Dublin, upon this Occaſion of honour- 


ing his Couſin Leigh, did alſo Knight him. 


| In the mean time according to the Lord 
Deputy's Commandment, the Counſellors of 
the State, the Noblemen, Knights, and chief 
Commanders of the Army, then being at Dub- _ 


lin, aſſembled together in the Caſtle, to whom 


his Lordſhip made known the Queen's Death, 
and the King's Proclamation, which he firit, 
then all in Courſe ſigned, and preſently taking 
Horſe, with joyful Acclamations, publiſhed the 


ſame through the chief Streets of Dublin. 
1 u cannot omit to mention, that the Earl of 
Drone, upon the firſt hearing the Lord Deputies 
Relation of the Queen's Death, could not con- 


tain himſelf from ſhedding of Tears, in ſuch 


Quantity as could not well be concealed, eſpecial- 
ly in him, upon whoſe Face all Mens Eyes were 


| caſt: Himſelf was content to inlinuate, that a 


tender Sorrow for Loſs of his Sovereign Miſtreſs, 


cauſed this Paſſion in him; but every dull Under- 


itanding might eaſily conceive, that thereby his 


| Heart might rather be more caſed of many and

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continual Jealouſies and Fears, which the Guil; 
of his Offences could not but daily preſent him. 
after the greateſt Security of Pardon: And there 


needed no Ocdipus to find out the true Cauſe of 
his Tears: For no doubt, the moſt humble Sub. 


miſſion he made to the Queen he had ſo high| 


and proudly offended, much eclipſed the vain 
Glory his Actions might have carried, if he had 


held out till her Death: Beſides that by his co- 


ming in, as it were between two Reigns, he loſt 
a fur Advantage, for (by England's Eſtate, for 


the preſent unſettled) to have fubſiſted longer in 


Rebellion (if he had any ſuch End) or at leaſt an 


ample Occaſion of faſtning great Merit on the 
new King, if at firſt and with free will he had 


ſubmitted to his Mercy, which he would have 
pretended to do, only of an honourable Affection 


to his new Prince, and many would in all likeli- 


hood have believed ſo much, eſpecially they to 


whom his preſent Miſery and ruined Eſtate were 
not at all (or not fully) known.

Majeſty, but until I had further Direction from 
her, I would ſtill proſecute him as I did before, 


and get his Head if I could, and that was all the 


Comfort I gave him; yet ceaſed he not to con- 


tinue a Suitor with all the Farneſtneſs that he 
could deviſe, hoping in the End to obtain that 
he defired.

Letters from her Majeſty, of the 16th and 17th of 


| february, whereby I was authorized to give him

{.etters contained. And withal I was ſpecially re- 
quired, above all things to drive him to ſome iſ- 


| ſue preſently, becauſe her Majeſty then conceived 
that Contrariety of Succeſles here, or Change of 
t Accidents in other Parts, might turn very much 


to her Diſadvantage; for which ſhe was {till apt 


| to believe that he lay in wait, and would ſpin 
out all things further than were requiſite, with 
| Delays and Shifts, if I ſhould not abridge him. 
| Shortly after the Earl renewing his former Suit, 
with very great Farneſtneſs, and in moſt humble 


Manner (as may appear by his Letter in March 
ſent me to Tredagh, whither I was then drawn 


| upon ſpecial Occaſion of Service,) I thought it 


fit to entertain the Offer of his Submiſſion, and 


; to draw on the ſpeedier Concluſion of ſo impor- 
tant a Buſineſs, both for that the daily Intelli- 


gence out of Spain, threatned Danger unto this 


Kingdom, and for that I had then reccived Ad- 
vertiſement from the Council in Eugland of her 


Majeſty's dangerous Sicknels, the leaſt of which

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Accidents might have revived his Hopes, added 
new Life unto his languiſhing Partiſans, and ut. 
terly changed the whole Frame of my Proceed. 
ings. To this end I ſigned his Protection for 
three Weeks, with ſeveral Warrants to the bor. 
dering Garriſons of Forbearance from doing any 
hoftile Act, cither upon his Perſon, and the Per. 
{ons of his Followers, or upon their Goods, du- 
ring the Term aforeſaid, appointing Sir Garret 
Moore (a Gentleman well deſerving of the State, 
and out of ancient Acquaintance with the Ear, 
much reſpected by him) to repair unto him, and 
to give him Knowledge, that if fimply and plain- 
ty (according to the 'Tenour of his humble Re- 
_ queſts) he were reſolved (without any Delay) to 
preſent his Petitions unto me in his own Perſon, 
where I aſſigned his Appearance, he ſhould then 
receive a Protection for his fate Coming and Re- 
turn, with Aſſurance for his People and Good; 
during his Abſence, by the Hands of Sir William 
Godolphin whom I had purpoſely ſent into thoſe 
Parts with a ſufficient Guard, to attend his Reſo- 
lution, and to bring him ſafely unto me. Thele 
Conditions (though at firſt ſeeming {omewhar 
hard, as both taſting of too great an Humblenel;, 
and not utterly free from Danger of his Perſon, 
whoſe Head was ſet to Sale, by a publick Act, 
and private Men not bound to take Knowledge 
ok the preſent Proceedings,) found eaſier Accep- 


tance than almoſt any Man would have imagined, 


the Earl peremptorily commanding, that none ot 
hie, upon what Pretence ſoever, ſhould preſume 
to diſſuade him from obeying this Summons, ſec- 
ing no Way of Mediation was left unto him, 
{re only this, vowing in the Preſence of a great 
man”, that although the Deputy's heavy Hand 
had wlmo! brought him to the height of Mitery, 


vet ſhould no mortal Power have extorted from 


him a SulMmilon of this Nature, but that out 
| | | | of 
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of long and earneſt Obſervation of his Proceedings, 
he had found Reaſon to hope that when his Lord 
ſhip ſhould diſcover the unfeigned Penitency of 
his Heart, for his forepaſt Miſdeeds, with a firm 
Leſolution to redeem his Offences, by faichful 
ſerving her Majeſty, and well deſerving of the 
State, during the whole Remainder of his Lite, 
that he ſhould then find from him as great Com- 
miſeration of his preſent Sufferings, and as chart- 
table a Repair againſt the threatned Ruins of his 
Houſe, Poſterity, and poor diſtreſſed Country, as 
he had taſted Bitterneſs in the whole Courle of 
his former Profecution. Thus perſuaded, he left 
Directions for ſettling his Country, the beſt he 
might on ſuch a ſudden, and with a Guard of 50 
Horſe under the leading of Sir Hilliam Godolphin, 
making great Marches, until he came unto me 
within three Miles of Tredagh, fell there down 
on his knees before a great Aſſembly, confeſſing 
his Unworthineſs, humbly craving her Majeſty's 
Mercy, which as above all carthly things he pro- 
teſted to deſire, fo he vowed with the uttermoſt 
of his Power to deſerve the ſame. It were too 
long to ſet down all that paſſed in this firſt In- 
terview, he ſtriving to expreſs in all his Speeches 
and Geſtures the loweſt Degree of Humblenels, 
to nie, that was to value and to maintain the Great- 
nels of her State and Place, who he fo highly 
had offended. The next Morning I ſent for him 
(che Treaſurer at Wars being only pretent with me,) 
and made him ſee how well I underſtood his pre- 
ſent Condition, how impoſhble it was for him to 
ſubſiſt, even in the pooreſt and moſt contemptible 
Fathion of a Wood-kerne, if her Majeſty were 
but pleaſed to imploy the preſent Inſtruments of 
his Ruin.

making their Contumacy againſt the Commiſſi- 
oners Authority, a private Quarrel to the Perſon 
of one of them, as being their Enemy, and ſeek- 
ing their utter Ruin.

(in regard of the Impediments by the Slackneſs 
and failing of Supplies of Garrons and Beeves

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and coming thither upon the 1oth of May, was 
without any Contradiction received into the Town, 
with all the Forces he brought with him, though 
Sir Charles Vilmot had inveſted the Town, and 
at the ſame time (with the Forces of the Munſter 
Liſt) lay before it. W 
The 11th Day his Lordſhip, to make it appa- 
rent to them and all the World, how willing he 
was to give them gentle Audience in their juſt 
Complaints, firſt admitted them to ſpeak what 
they could of any Offence they had received, or 
juſtly ſuſpected, before they were called in any 
Queſtion for their own Diforders. But their Ac- 
cuſations for the moſt Part were ſuch, as if they 
had been proved (which was not done, the Proof 
as leſs important being deferred to a more conve- 
nient time) yet imported rather Imputation of 
Want of Diſcretion in raſh Speeches, than any 
juſt Pretext for their Proceeding, and therefore 
were laid apart, as impertinent to the main Cauſe 
then to be handled. And for the reſt of their 
more ſelected Accuſations, they were judged to 
have in them no important Excuſe for their ſe- 
ditious Carriage, but were ſuch for the greater 
Part, as his Lordſhip was forced to juſtify with- } 
out calling the adverſe Party to his Anſwer, as 
being done either by his Lordſhip's Directions, 
or out of Duty impoſed upon the Commiſſioners 
of this Province by Virtue of the Place of Au- 
thority committed to their Charge. Thus the 
Townſmen laboured to divert their publick Of- 
fences by a colourable Excuſe of private Spleen,

And in regard the Earl of Ormond came that 
Night to Cork, the Lord Deputy (being deſirous 
not only to have his Lordſhip, but as many of

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and of the mild Proceedings againſt them) did 


defer till next Day, the receiving of the Townl- 
mens Anſwers in Juſtihcation of their own Acti— 
ons. At which time many Breaches of his Ma— 
jeſty's Laws and their Duties were objected a— 
gainſt them. Firſt, in the publick Erection of 


the Romiſh Religion againſt the Laws, and the 
abolithing that Profeſſion which was allowed by 


the ſame. Secondly, in their maintaining theſe 
Actions by Force and armed Men. Thirdly, in 
their Attempt to demoliſh the King's Fort at the 
South Gate of the City. Fourthly, in ſtaying

After due Examination taken of all theſe Points 
his Lordſhip reſolved, as he had formerly done at 
Waterford, to leave the Cenſure to his Majeſty's 
Pleaſure, that he upon View thereof might uſe 
his royal Mercy or Juſtice in remitting or puniſh- 
ing and reforming the ſame; only his Lordſhip 


took Notice of ſome few of the principal Offen- 


ders and Ring-leaders whoſe Offences were appa- 
rent and ſevered from the common Action, and 


them his Lordſhip commanded to be hanged for 


Example and Terror to others: Some his Lord- 
ſhip left in Priſon to be tried by Courle of Law, 


as Mr. Mead the Recorder, who was a molt prin-

The Lord Mountfoy, coming to Court, was 
bonoured of all Men, and graciouſly received of the 
King, being preſently ſworn one of his Majeſty's 
Privy-Council: And for further Reward of his Ser- 
vices, ſhortly after, the King made him Maſter 
of the Ordnance, gave him 200 J. yearly old Rent 
of Aſſize out of the Exchequer, and as much more 
out of the Dutchy, to him and his Heirs for 
ever, beſides the Country of Lecazle in Ireland, to- 
gether with other Lands in the Pale there, which, 
after the Deceaſe of the Lady Mable, Countels of 
Kildare, were to fall to the Crown for Want of 
Heirs Males of her Body: He had the full Super- 
intendency over all r:;fþ Affairs, no Diſpatches 
aſling to and from the Lord Deputy but thro' 
bis Hands as Lord Lieutenant. And his Majeſty 
likewiſe created him Earl of Devonmn r.

begotten : But it dy'd with him, vonſhire, 
and- be enjoyed the” reit of his 
Worldly Happineſs but few Years; for he was 
ſurprized with a burning Fever, whereof the firſt 
Fit being very violent, he called to him his moſt 
familiar Friends, and telling them that he had 
ever by Experience and by preſaging Mind been

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taught to repute a burning Fever his fatal Enemy, 
deſired them (upon Inſtructions then given them) 


to make his Will, and then he ſaid, Let Death 


look never ſo ugly he would meet him ſmiling; 
which he nobly performed, for I never ſaw a 
brave Spirit part more mildly from the old Man- 
ſion than his did, departing moſt peaceably, after 
nine Days Sickneſs, upon the third of April, in 
the Beginning of the Year 1606. 


This moſt worthy Lord cured Jreland from the 


moſt deſperate Eſtate in which it ever had been, 
and brought it to the moſt abſolute Subjection in 
which it had ever been ſince the firſt Conqueſt 
thereof by our Nation. Yet he left this great 
Work imperfect and ſubject to relapſe, except

Mariners eaſily diſcovered the Harbour of 
Zoughal, and the Tide ſerving happily, we paſſed 
the Bar into the ſame. And the next Morning 


we might ſee the Danger we had eſcaped moiſt 


apparent; for our Ship was ſo far unable to in- 
dure the Waves of the Sea, with her great Lake 


and the Toulneſs of the Pumps (if we had been 
forced to keep on Board till the next Day's Light 


might make us know the Coaſt) as the ſame 


Night ſhe had ſunk in the quiet Harbour, if the 
Mariners had not choſen rather to drive her on 


Ground.

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This famous Ifland in the Virginian Sea, is by 
old Writers called Jerna, Inverna, and Iris, by 
the old Inhabitants Erin, by the old Britains Tu- 
erden, by the Engliſb at this Day Ireland, and by 
J the Jriſh Bards at this Day Banno, in which Senſe of 
J the /r/fþ Word, Aviten calls it the Holy Iſſand; be- 
ſides, Plutarch of old called it Ogygia, and after him 
J /idore named it Scotia. This Ireland, according to 
the Inhabitants, is divided into two Parts, the 
J wild Jriſh, and the 1 living in the 
Engliſo Pale: But of the old Kingdoms, five in 
Number, it is divided into five Part. 

1. The firſt is by the Jriſh called Mone, by 
the Engliſo Munſter, and is ſubdivided into fix 
Counties, of Kerry, of Limrick, of Cork, of Tip- 

perary, of the Holy Croſs, and of Waterford, to 
J which the ſeventh County of De/mond is now ad- 
ded. The Gangavi, a Scythian People, coming 
into Spain, and from thence into Ireland, inha- 
bited the County of Kerry, full of woody Moun- 
tains, in which the Earls of Deſinond had the 


a little Town now almoſt uninhabited: Not 
far thence lies St. Mary Mic, vulgarly called 


Lord Deputy, happily overthrew theaiding Troops 
ſent to the Earl of Deſmond from the Pope and 
the King of Spain. On the South- ſide of Kerry 
lies the County of Deſmond, of old inhabited by 
three Kinds of People, the Luceni (being Spani- 
ards,) the Velabri (lo called of their Seat upon 
rY the Sca-Waters or Marſhes,) and the Jberni, called 
the upper Jriſh, inhabiting about Beer-haven and 
Baltimore, two Havens well known by the plen- 
tiful fiſhing of Herrings, and the late Invaſion of 
the Spaniards in the Year 1601. Next to theſe. 
is the County of Mac Carty-Moor, of 1riſh Race, 
whom, as Enemy to the Fitz-Geralds, Queen E- 
 lizabeth made Earl of Glencar in the Year 1566:

Dignity of Palatines, having their Houſe in Trailes, 


Smerwick, where the Lord Arthur Gray, being 
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For of the Fitz-Geralds, of the Family of the 
Earls of Kildare, the Earls of Deſmond deſcended, 
who being by Birth Engiiſh, and created Earls by 
King Edward III. became hateful Rebels in our 
Time. The third County hath the Name of the 
City Cork, conſiſting almoſt all of one long Street, 
but well known and frequented, which is ſo com- 
paſſed with rebellious Neighbours, as they of old 
not daring to marry their Daughters to them, the 
Cuſtom grew, and continues to this Day, that by 
mutual Marriages one with another all rhe Citi- 
zZz⁊ens are of Kin in ſome Degree of Affinity. Not 
far thence is Yoghal, having a fate Haven, near 
which the Viſcounts of Barry, of Engliſh Race, 
are ſeated. In the fourth Caunty, of Tipperary, | 
nothing is memorable but that it is a Palatinate. The 
little Town Holy Croſs, in the County of the 
fame Name, hath many great Privileges. The 
ſixth County hath the Name of the City Limrick, | 
the Seat of a Biſhop, wherein is a ſtrong Caſtle ? 
built by King John. Not far thence is Awnre, the 
Seat of a Biſhop, and the lower Oury, giving 
the Title of an Earl to the Butlers, and the Town 
 Thurles giving them alſo the Title of Viſcount. 
And there is Caſſiles, now a 2 City, but the 
Seat of an Archbithop. The ſeventh County hath 
the Name of the City Waterford, which the Triſo 
call Porthlargi, of the commodious Haven, a rich 
and well inhabited City, eſteemed the ſecond to 
Dublin. And becauſe the Inhabitants long faith- | 
fully helped the Engliſß in ſubduing Ireland, our 


Kings gave them exceſſive Privileges; but they 


raſhly failing in their Obedience at King Fames's | 
coming to the Crown could not in long Time 
obtain the Confirmation of their old Charter. | 


2. Leinſter, the ſecond Part of Jreland, is fertile, 


and yields Plenty. of Corn, and hath a moſt tem- 


perate mild Air, being divided into ten Counties, 
of Catherlough, Kilkenny, Wexford, Dublin, Kil- 
8 „ 5 dare, 
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dare, the King's-County, the Queen's-County, 
the Counties of Longford, of Ferns, and of Wick- 
low. The Cariondi of old inhabited Catherlogh 
(or Carlow) County, and they alſo inhabited great 
Part of Kiltenny, of upper O/fory, and of Ormond, 
which have nothing memorable but the Earls of 
Ormond, of the great Family of the Butlers, in- 
feriour to no Earl in Ireland, (not to ſpeak of 
[itzpatrick, Baron of upper OHory). It is ridi- 
culous which ſome {rf (who will be believed as 


Men of Credit) report of Men in theſe Parts 
yearly turned into W olves, except the Abundance 
of melancholy Humour rranſports them to imagine 
that they are ſo transformed. KJkenny, giving 

Name to the ſecond County, is a pleaſant Town, 

the chief of the Towns within Land, memorable 
for the Civility of the Inhabitants, for the Hus- 
bandman's Labour, and the pleaſant Orchards. I 


paſs over the walled Town Thomaſtown, and the 


ancient City Rheban, now a poor Village with a 
_ Caſtle, yet of old giving the Title of Baronet. 
I paſs over the Village and ſtrong Caſtle of Leigh- 
lin, with the Country adjoining, uſurped by the 


Sept of the Cavanaghs, now ſirnamed 6 Moors. 


Alo! omit Roſs, of old a large City, at this Day of 


no Moment. The third County of Z/exford (called 


by the 1riſþ County Reogh) was of old inhabited ; 
by the Menapii, where, at the Town called Ban- 


na, the Engliſh made their firſt Deſcent into 1re- 


land, and upon that Coaſt are very dangerous Flats 
in the Sea, which they vulgarly call Grounds. 


The City Weſbford, Weisford, or Wexford, is the 


chief of the County, not great, but deſerving 
Praiſe for their Faithfulneſs towards the Engliſh, 
and frequently inhabited by Men of Engliſh 
Race. The Cauci a Sea-bordering Nation of Ger- 
many,) and the Menapii aforeſaid, of old inhabited 
the Territories now poſſeſſed by the 5 Moors and 
6 Birns: Alſo they inhabited the fourth Coney, 
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of Kildare, a fruitful Soil, having the chief TowWw un 
of the ſame Name, greatly honoured in the In- 
fancy of the Church by St. Bridget. King EAu- 
ward II. created the Giralds Earls of Kildare. The 
Eblani of old inhabited the Territory of Dublin, 
the fifth County, having a fertile Soil and rich 
Paſtures, but wanting Wood, ſo as they burn 
Turf, or Sca- coal brought out of Exgland. The 
City Dublin, called Divelin by the Engliſh, and 
 Balacleigh (as ſeated upon Hurdles) by the /riſh, 
is the chief City of the Kingdom, and Scat of 


Juftice, fairly built, frequently inhabited, and 
_ adorned with a ſtrong Cattle, fifteen Churches, 
an epiſcopal Seat, and a fair College, (an happy 
Foundation of an Univerſity laid in our Age,) and 


endowed with many Privileges, but the Haven is 
barred and made leſs commodious by thoſe Hills 
of Sands. The adjoining Promontory, Hoth-head, 
gives the Title of a Baron to the Family of $7. 
Laurence: And towards the North lies Fingal, a 
little Territory, as it were the Garner of the 


Kingdom, which is environed by the Sca and great 
Rivers, and this Situation hath defended it from 
the Incurſion of Rebels in former civil Wars. I 
omit the King's and Queen's Countics (namely, 
Ophaly and Leax,) inhabited by the 5 Connors and 


Moors, as likewiſe the Counties of Longford, 
ferns, and Wicklow, as leis affording memorable 


Things. 


3. The third Part of Jreland is Midia or Media, 


called by the Engliſh Meath, in our Fathers Memory 
divided into Eaſtmeath and Weſtmeath. In Eaſt- 


meath is Drogheda, vulgarly called Tredagh, a fair and 
well inhabited Town. Trim is a little Town upon 


the confines of Ulſer, having a ſtately Caſtle, 


but now much ruinated, and it is more notable for 
being the ancient (as it were) Barony of the La- 


cies. Weſtmeath hath the Town Delvin, giving 
the Title of Baron to the Eugliſb Family of the 
PER Ee eo Nugents, 
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Nugents, and Weſtmeath is alſo inhabited by many 
great Jriſh Septs, as the 6 Maddens, the Magoghi- 
gans, 0 Malaghlans, and Mac Coghlans, which ſeem 
barbarous Names. SHamon is a great River, in a 


long Courſe making many and great Lakes (as the 
large Lake or Lough Regith) and yields plentiful 
Fiſhing, as do the frequent Rivers and all the 


Seas of Ireland. Upon this River lies the Town 


Athlone, having a very fair Bridge of Stone, (the 
Work of Sir Henry Sidney Lord Deputy) and a 


ſtrong fair Caſtle. 


44. Connaught is the fourth Part of Ireland, a 
fruitful Province, but having many Bogs and thick 


Woods, and it 1s divided into fix Counties, of 


Clare, of Leitrim, of Gallway, of Roſcommon, of 
Mayo, and of Sligo. The County of Clare, or 
| Thomond hath his Earls of Thomond, of the Fami- 
ly of the 6 Brenes the old Kings of Connaught, 
and Twam is the Seat of an Archbiſhop, only Part 
but the greateſt of this County was called Clare

ing Territory, Clan Richard (the Land of Richard's 
Sons,) hath his Earls called Clanrickard of the 
Land, but being of the Engliſh Family de Burgo, 
vulgarly Burk, and both theſe Earls were firſt cre- 
ated by Henry VIII. In the ſame Territory is the 
| Barony Atterith, belonging to the Barons of the 
_ Engliſh Family Bermingham, of old very warlike, 
but their Poſterity have degenerated to the /ri/b 
Barbariſm. The City Gallway, giving Name to 
the County, lying upon the Sea, is frequently in- 
habited with civil People, and fairly built. The 
Northern Part of Connaught is inhabited by theſe. 
lIiriſh Septs, 0 Connor, 0 Rourk, and Mac Diermod. 
Upon the Weſtern Coaſt lies the Iſland Arran, fa- 
mous for the fabulous long Lite of the Inhabi-

Towards the North, in the midſt 
of vaſt Woods, (and as I think) in the County 


Donnegal, is a Lake, and therein an Iſland, in 
which is a Cave, famous for the Apparition of 


Spirits, which the Inhabitants call Ellanvi fruga- 
dory, that is, the Iſland of 1 and they 
call it St Patrick's Purgatory, fa 
tained of God by Prayer, that the Jriſh ſeeing the 
of the damned might more carefully avoid

The Land of Hreland is uneven, 
mountainous, ſoft, watry, woody 


fenny, as it hath Bogs upon the very Tops of 


Mountains, not bearing Man or Beaſt, but dan- 


gerous to paſs, and ſuch Bogs are frequent over 


all /reland. Our Mariners obſerve the failing in- 
to Ireland to be more dangerous, not only becauſe 
many Tides meeting makes the Sea apt to ſwell 
upon any Storm, but eſpecially becauſe they ever 
find the Coaſt of Ireland covered with Miſts, 
whereas the Coaſt of England is commonly clear 
and to be ſeen far off. The Air of Jreland is 


unapt to ripen Seeds, yet (as Mela witneſſeth) the 


Earth is luxurious in yielding fair and ſweet Herbs. 


Ireland is little troubled with Thunders, Light- 
nings, or Farthquakes, yet (I know not upon 


what Preſage) inthe Year 1601, and in the Month 
of November almoſt ended at the Siege of Ain/ale, 


and few Days before the famous Battel, in which 


the Rebels were happily overthrown, we did 


nightly hear and ſee | ang Thundrings and Light- 
nings, not without ſome Aſtoniſhment what they 


ſhould preſage. The Fields are not only moſt apt 
to feed Cattle, but yield alſo great Increnſe of

and open to Winds and Floods of Rain, and ſo 
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Winter's Cold to be far more mild than it is in 
England, ſo as the Jriſh Paſtures are more green, 
and ſo likewiſe the Gardens all Winter time, but 
that in Summer, by Reaſon of the cloudy Air and 
watry Soil, the Heat of the Sun hath not ſuch 
Power to ripen Corn and Fruits, ſo as their Har- 
veſt is much later than in England: Allo I obſer- 
ved that the beſt Sorts of Flowers and Fruits are 
much rarer in Jreland than in England, which not- 
withſtanding is more to be attributed to the In- 
habitants than to the Air; for Ireland being oft 
troubled with Rebellions, and the Rebels not only 
being idle themſelves, but in natural Malice de- 
ſtroying the Labours of other Men, and cutting 


up the very Trees of Fruit for the ſame Cauſe, 
or elſe to burn them: For theſe Reaſons the In- 


habitants take leſs Pleaſure to till their Grounds 

or plant Trees, content to live for the Day in con- 

tinual Fear of like Miſchiefs: Vet is not Ffreland 
altogether deſtitute of theſe Flowers and Fruits, 
wherewith the County of K/kenny ſeems to abound 
more than any other Part: And the ſaid Humility 

of Air and Land making the Fruits for Food more 
raw and moiſt ; hereupon the Inhabitants and 
Strangers are troubled with Looſeneſs of Body, 
the Country Diſeaſe. Yet for the Rawnels they 
have an excellent Remedy by their Aqua Vitæ, 
vulgarly called U/quchagh, which binds the Belly, 
and drieth up Moiſture more than our Aqua Vitæ, 
yet inflameth not ſo much. Alſo Inhabitants as 
well as Strangers are troubled there with an Ague 
which they call the /r;/þ Ague, and they who are 
fick thereof, upon a received Cuſtom, do not uſe 
the Help of the Phyſician, but give themſelves 


to the keeping of rio Women, who ſtarve the 


Ague, giving the ſick Man no Meat, who takes 
nothing but Milk, and ſome vulgarly known Re- 
medies at their Hand. „J

Ireland, after much Blood ſpilt in the ,., 
Civil Wars, became lets 558 and 3 

as well great Lords of Countries as 

other inferior Gentlemen laboured more to get 
new Poſſeſſions for Inheritance than by Husbandry 
and S of their old Lands to increaſe their 
Revenues, ſo as I then obſerved much Grafs 
(wherewith the Ifland ſo much abounds) to have 
periſhed without Uſe, and either to have rotted, 
or in the next Spring- time to be burnt, leſt it 
ſhould hinder the coming of new Graſs: This 
Plenty of Graſs makes the riſb have infinite Mul- 
titudes of Cattle, and in the Heat of the laſt Re- 
bellion the very vagabond Rebels had great Mul- 
titudes of Cows, which they ſtiil (like the No- 
mades) drove with them whitherſoever themſelves 


were driven, and fought for them as for their Altars 


and Families. By this Abundance of Cattle the 


triſh have a frequent though ſomewhat poor 
Traffick for their Hides, the Cattle being in ge- 
neral very little, and only the Men and the Grey- 
hounds of great Stature. Neither can the Cattle 
poſſibly be great ſince they eat only by Day, and then 
are brought at Evening within the Bawns of Ca- 


ſtles, where they ſtand or lie all Night in a dirty 


Yard without ſo much as a Lock of Hay, where- 
of they make little for Sluggiſhoell, and that lit 


tle they altogether keep for their Horſes; and 
they are thus brought in by Nights for Fear of 
Thieves, the 1r;/þ uſing almoſt no other Kind of 
Theft, or elſe for Fear of Wolves, the Deſtruc- 


tion whereof being neglected by the Inhabitants, 
oppreſſed with greater Miſchiefs, they are ſo much 


grown in Number as ſometimes in Winter Nights 
they will come to prey in Villages and the Sub- 


urbs of Cities. The Earl of Ormond in Munſter, 
aand the Earl of Kildare in Leinſter, had each of 
them & ſmall Park incloſed for fallow Deer, and 


I have not ſeen any other Park in Ireland, nor 


have 
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have heard that they had any other at that time, 


yet in many Woods they have many red Deer 
looſely ſcattered, which ſeem more plentiful, be- 
cauſe the Inhabitants uſed not then to hunt them, 
but only the Governors and Commanders had them 
ſometimes killed with the Piece. They have alſo 
about Ophalia and Wexford, and in ſome Parts of 
Munſter, {ome fallow Deer ſcattered in the Woods: 
Vet in the time of the War I did never ſee any 
Veniſon ſerved at the Table but only in the Hou- 
ſes of the ſaid Earls and of the Engliſh Comman- 


ders. Ireland hath great Plenty of Birds and 


 Fowls, but by reaſon of their natural Sloth they 


had little Delight or Skill in Birding or Fowling : 


But Ireland hath neither ſinging Nightingal, nor 
Chattering Pie, nor undermining Mole, nor black 
Crow, but only Crows of mingled Colour ſuch 


as we call Royſton Crows. They have ſuch. 
Plenty of Pheaſants as I have known 60 ſerved at 
one Feaſt, and abound much more with Rails, bur 
Partridges are ſomewhat rare. There be very many 
Eagles, and great Plenty of Hares, Conies, Hawks, 
called Goſs-hawks, much eſteemed with us, and 


alſo of Bees, as well in Hives at Home as in hol- 


low Trees abroad and in Caves of the Earth. 
They abound in Flocks of Sheep which they 


| ſheer twice in the Year, but their Wooll is 
courſe, and Merchants may not export it, forbid- 
den by a Law made on Behalf of the Poor, that 


they may be nouriſhed by working it into Cloth, 


namely, Rugs (whereof the beſt are made at Wa- 
terford) and Mantles generally worn by Men and 


Women and exported in great Quantity. Hreland 


yields much Flax, which the Inhabitants work in- 


to Yarn, and export the ſame in great Quantity: 
And of old they had ſuch Plenty of Linen Cloth _ 


as the wild 1rifþ uſed to wear 30 or 40 Ells in a 


Shirt all gathered and wrinkled, and waſhed"in 


_ Saffron, becauſe they never put them off till they 


were 
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were worn out. Their Horſes, called Hobbies, 
are much commended for their ambling Pace and 
Beauty; but Ireland yields few Horſes good for 
Service in War, and the ſaid Hobbies are much 
inferiour to our Geldings in Strength to endure 
long Journies, and being bred in the fenny ſoft 
Ground of Jreland are ſoon lamed when they are 
brought into England. The Hawks of J eland, 
called Goſs-hawks, are (as 1 ſaid) much eſteemed 
in England, and they are ſought out by Money 
and all Means to be tranſported thither. Trelaud 
yields excellent Marble near Dublin, Kilkenny, and 
Cort; and I am of their Opinion, who dare ven- 
ture all they are worth, that the Mountains would 
yield Abundance of Metals, if this publick Good 
were not hindred by the Inhabitants Barbarouſ- 

neſs, making them apt to Seditions, and ſo un- 


willing to inrich their Prince and Country, and 


by their Slothfulneſs, which is ſo fingular, as 
they hold it Baſeneſs to labour, and by their Po- 
verty not able to bear the Charge of ſuch Works, 


1 beſides that the wiſer Sort think their Poverty 
beſt for the publick Good, making them peace- 


able, as nothing makes them ſooner kick againſt 
Authority than Riches. 7reland hath in all Parts 


pleaſant Rivers, ſafe and long Havens, and no leſs 
frequent Lakes of great Circuit, yielding great 


Plenty of Fiſh; and the Sea on all Sides yields 


like Plenty of excellent Fiſh, as Salmons, Oyſters 
(which are preferred before the Engliſh) and Shell- 
| Fiſhes, with all other Kinds of Sea-Fiſh, ſo as the 


Triſh might in all Parts have abundance of excel- 
lent Sea and freſh Water Fiſh, if the Fiſhermen 


Veere not ſo poſſeſſed with the natural Fault of 


Slothfulneſs, as no Hope of Gain, ſcarcely the 
Fear of Authority can in many Places make them 


come out of their Houſes and put to Sea: Hence 


it is that in many Places they uſe Scots for Fiſher- 
men, and they, together with the Engliſh ous 
f ” | = Pront 
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Profit of the Inhabitants Sluggiſhneſs; and no 
doubt if the iſh were induſtrious in fiſhing they 
might export ſalted and dry'd Fiſh with great 
Gain. In time of Peace the 7r:/þ tranſport good 
Quantity of Corn; yet they may not tranſport it 
without Licenſe, leſt upon any fudden Rebellion 
the King's Forces and his good Subjects ſhould 
want Corn. U/fer and the Weſtern Parts of 


| Munſter yield vaſt Woods, in which the Rebels 


cutting up Trees, and caſting them on Heaps, 


_ uſed to ſtop the Paſſages, and therein, as allo upon 


fenny and boggy Places, to fight with the Eng- 
I.. But I confeſs myſelf to have been deccived 
in the common Fame that all Zeland is Woody, 


having found in my long Journey from Armagh to 


Kinſale few or no Woods by the Way excepting 


the great Woods of Ophalia and ſome low ſhrubby 
Places which they call Gl/izs: Alſo I did obſerve _ 


many boggy and fenny Places, whereof great Part 


might be dry'd by good and painful Husbandry. 


TI may not omit the Opinion commonly received 


that the Earth of /reland will not ſuffer a Snake | 


or venomous Beaſt to live, and that the Iiſ Wood 


_ tranſported for building is free of Spiders and their A 
Webs; myſelf have ſcen ſome (but very few) Spi- 
ders, which the Inhabitants deny to have any Poi- 


| ſon, but I have heard ſome Eugliſh of good Cre- 
dit affirm by Experience the contrary. The 1ri/h 


having in moſt Parts great Woods, or low Shrubs 
and Thickets, do uſe the ſame for Fire, but in other 

Parts they burn Turf and Sea-Coals brought out 

of England. They export great Quantity of Wood 


to make Barrels, called Pipe-ftaves, and make 


great Gainthereby. They are not permitted to build 
great Ships for War, but they have ſmall Ships, 
in ſome Sort armed to reſiſt Pirates for tranſport- 
ing of Commodities into Spain and France, yet 
no great Number of them : therefore, ſince the 
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Triſh have ſmall Skill in Navigation, as I cannot 
praiſe them for this Art, ſo I am confident that 
the Nation, being bold and warlike, would no 

doubt prove brave Seamen if they ſhall practiſe 
Navigation, and could poflibly be induſtrious 
therein. I freely profeſs that [reland in general 


would yield Abundance of all Things to civil and _ 


_ induſtrious Inhabitants : And when it lay waſted 
by the late Rebellion, I did ſee it after the coming 
of the Lord Mountjoy daily more and more to 
Houriſh, and in ſhort time after the Rebellion ap- 
peaſed, like the new Spring to put on the wonted 
Beauty. e 5 
3 Touching the riſ Diet, ſome 
n and Knights, un Gentlemen of 


the Evgliſh-1riſh, and all the Engliſh there abi- 
ding, having competent Means, ule the Engliſo 
Diet, but ſome more, ſome leſs cleanly, few or 
none curiouſly, and no doubt they have as great 


and for their Part greater Plenty than the Eng- 


liſh, of Fleſh, Fowl, Fiſh, and all things for 


Food, if they will uſe like Art of Cookery. Al- 
ways I except the Fruits, Veniſon, and ſome 


Dainties proper to England, and rare in Jreland. 


And we mult conceive, that Veniſon and Fowl 


ſeem to be more plentiful in Ireland, becauſe they 


neither ſo generally affect dainty Food, nor ſo di- 


* ligently ſearch it as the Engliſh do. Many of the 


Engliſh-Iriſh, have by little and little been infect- 


ed with the Triſh Filthineſs, and that in the very 
Cities, excepting Dublin, and ſome of the better 


Sort in Waterford, where the Engliſh continually 
1 lodging in their Houſes, they more retain the 
Engliſo Diet. The Engliſh-lriſh after our Man- 


ner ſerve to the Table Joints of Fleſh cut after 


our Faſhion, with Geeſe, Pullets, Pigs, and like 


13 roaſted Meats, but their ordinary Food for the 


common Sort is of Whitmeats, and they eat Cakes 


Aa made 


of Oats for Bread, and drink not Engliſh Beer 
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made of Malt and Hops, but Ale. At Cork 1 
have ſcen with theſe Eyes, young Maids ſtark 
naked grind aing of Corn with certain Stones to 
male Cakes thereof, and ſtriking off into the 
Tub of Meal, ſuch Reliques thereof as ſtuck on 
their Belly, P highs, and morc unſeemly Parts. 
And for the Checic or Butter commonly made 
by the Englifo-lrifh, an Engit/ Man would not 
touch it with his Lips, though he were half 
ſtarved 3 yet many Engliſs Inh abitants make ver 
good of both Kinds. In Cities they have ſuch 
Bread as ours, but of a ſharp Savour, and ſome 
mingled with Annilceds, and baked like Cakes, 
and That only in the Houſes of the better Sort. 
At Dublin and in ſome other Cities, they have 
Taverns, wherein Spaniſh and 1. rench Wines are 
fold, but more commonly the Merchants ſell them 
by Pints and Quarts in their own Cellars. The 
Triſh Aquavitæ, vulgarly called Uſquebagh, is 


held the beſt in the World of that kind; which * 


is made alſo in England, but nothing ſo good as 
that which is brought out of lreland. And the 
Uſquebagh is preferred before our Aquavitz, be- 
cauſe the mingling of Raiſons, Fennel- Seed, and 
other things, mitigating the Heat, and making | 
the Taſte pleaſant, makes it leſs inflame, and yet 

refreſh the weak Stomach with moderate Heat, 
and a good Reliſh. Theſe Drinks the Eneliſh- 
Triſh drink largely, and in many Families (eſpeci- 
ally at Featts) both Men and Women ule Exceſs 
therein. . And fince I have in Part ſeen, and often 
heard from others Expericnce, that ſome Gentle- 
women were ſo free in this Exceſs, as they would 

kneeling upon the Knee, and otherwiſe garauſſe 
Health "after Health with Men; not to ſpeak 
of the Wives of Triſh Lords, or to refer it to 
the duc Place, who often 446k till they be drun- 
ken, or at leaſt til they void Urin in full Aſem- _ 
blies of Nen, I cannot ; (though unwilling) © 


note 
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note the Iriſ Women more ſpecially with this 
Fault, which I have obſerved in no other Part 
to be a Woman's Vice, but only in Bohemia: 
Vet to as accuting them, I mean not to excuſe 
the Men, and will alſo confeſs that I have ſeen 
Virgins, as well Gentlewomen as Citizens, com- 
manced by their Mothers to retire, after they had 
in Curtely pledged ons or two Hcalths. In Ci- 
ties Paſſengers may have Feather Beds, ſoft and 
good, but moit commonly lowſy, eſpecially in 
the high Ways, whether that came by their being 
forced to lodge common Soldiers, or from the 


aſty Filthinets of the Nation in general. For 
even in the beſt City, as at Cork, I have obſerved. 
that my own and other Engliſo Mens Chambers 
hired of the Citizens, were ſcarce {wept once in 


the Week, and the Duſt then laid in a Corner, 
was perhaps caſt out once in a Month or two. I 


did never ſee any publick Inns with Signs hanged. 
out, among the £ygliſh or Lagliſh-Irijh;, but the 


Officers of Cities and Villages appoint Lodgings 
to the Paſſengers, and perhaps in each Ciry, they 


ſhall find one or two Houſes, where they will 


dreſs Meat, and theſe be commonly Houles of 
Lugliſhꝭ men, ſeldom: of the Ji, ſo as theſe Houles 


having no Signs hung out, a Paſſenger cannot 
challenge Right to be entertained in them, bur 


muſt have it of Courteſy, and by Intreaty. 
The wild and (as 1 may ſay) meer Jrif/, inha- 

| biting many and large Provinces, are barbarous 

and moſt filthy in their Diet. They skum the 


ſeething Pot with an handtul of Straw, and ſtrain 
their Milk taken from the Cow through a like 


handful of Straw, none of the cleancit, and fo 


cleanſe, or rather more defile the Pot and Milk. 
They devour great Morſels of Beef unſalted, and 
they eat commonly Swines Fleſh, ſeldom Mutton, 
and all theſe Pieces of Fleſh, as alſo the Intrails 
of Beaſts unwaſhed, they {eeth in a hollow Tr cc, 
St. SS ---. lapped 
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lapped in a raw Cows hide, and ſo ſet over the 
Fire, and therewith ſwallow whole Lumps of 
filthy Butter. Yea (which 1s more contrary to 
Nature) they will feed on Horſes dying of them- 
ſelves, not only upon ſmall want of Fleth, but 
even for Pleaſure. For I remember an Accident 
in the Army, when the Lord Mounſjoy, the Lord 
Deputy, riding to take the Air out of the Camp, 
found the Buttocks of dead Horles cut off, and 
ſuſpecting that ſome Soldiers had eaten that Fleſh 


out of Neceſſity, being detrauded of the Victuals 


allowed them, commanded the Men to be ſearch- 

ed out, among whom a common Soldier, and 
that of the FErgliſh-Irifh, not of the meer 1- 
riſh, being brought to the Lord Deputy, and 
asked why he had eaten the Fleſh of dead Horles, 
thus freely anſwered, Your Lordſhip may pleaſe 
to eat Pheaſant and Partridge, and much good do 
it you that beſt likes your Taſte; and I hope it 
is lawtul for me without Offence, to cat this 


Fleſh that likes me better than Beef. Whereup- 


on the Lord Deputy perceiving himſelf to be de- 
ceived, and further underſtanding that he had re- 


ceived his ordinary Victuals (the detaining where- 
of he ſuſpected, and purpoſed to punith for Ex- 
ample,) gave the Soldier a Piece of Gold to 


drink in Ulquebagh for better Digeſtion, and ſo 


diſmiſſed him. 


The foreſaid wild 1riſp do not threſh their 
_ Oats, but burn them from the Straw, and ſo make 
Cakes thereof, yet they ſeldom eat this Bread, 


much leſs any better kind, eſpecially in the time 
of War, whereof a Bohemian Baron complained, 


ho having ſeen the Courts of England and Scot 
land, would needs out of his Curioſity return 
through Jreland in the Heat of the Rebellion; 
and having Letters from the King of Scots to the 
Iriſh Lords then in Rebellion, firit landed among 


them, in the furtheſt North, where for eight 
3333 A - "Days 
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Days Space he had found no Bread, not ſo much 
as a Cake of Oats, till he came to eat with the 
Earl of Tyrone, and after obtaining the Lord De- 
puty's Paſs to come into our Army, related this 
their want of Bread to us for a Miracle, who no- 
thing wondred thereat. Lea, the wild ih in 
time of greateſt Peace impute Covetouſneſs and 
baſe Birth to him, that hath any Corn after CHriſt- 
mas, as if it were a Point of Nobility to conſunie 
all within thoſe feſtival Days. They willingly 
cat the Herb Schamrock, being of a ſharp Taſte, 
which as they run and are chaſed to and fro, 
they ſnatch like Beaſts out of the Ditches. 0 
Neither have they any Beer made of Malt and 
Hops, nor yet any Ale, no, not the chief Lords, 
except it be very rarely: But they drink Milk 
like Nectar, warmed with a Stone firſt caſt into 
the Fire, or elſe Beef-broath mingled with Milk: 
But when they come to any Market-Town, to 
fell a Cow or a Horſe, they never return home, 
till they have drunk the Price in Spaniſh Wine 
(which they call the King of Spain's Daughter, ) 


or in 1riſþ Uſquebagh, and till they have out- ſlept 


two or three Days Drunkenneſs. And not only 
the common Sort, but even the Lords and their 
Wives, the more they want this Drink at home, 
the more they ſwallow it when they come to it, 
till they be as drunk as eggs. 
Many of theſe wild rib eat no Fleſh, but that 

Which dies of Diſeaſe or otherwile of it ſelf, nei- 
ther can it ſcape them for ſtinking. They defire 
no Broath, nor have any Ule of a Spoon. They 
can neither ſeeth Artichokes, nor eat them when 
they are ſodden. It is ſtrange and ridiculous, but 
molt true, that ſome of our Carriage Horſes fal- 
ling into their Hands, when they found Soap and 
Starch, carried for the Uſe of our Laundreſſes, 


they thinking them to be ſome dainty Meats, 


did cat them greedily, and when they * 
ee . 
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theirTecth,curſed bitterly theGluttony of us Exgliſh | 


Churls, for ſo they term us. They feed moſt on W hit- 
meats, and citcem tor a great Dainty four Curds, 
vulgarly called by them Bonaclabbe. And for this 
Cauſe they watchtully keep their Cows, and fight 
for them as for Religionand Lite; and hen the 

are almoſt ſtarved, yet they will not kill a Cow, 


except it be old, and yield no Milk. Yet will ; 


they upon Hunger in time of War open a Vcin 
of the Cow, and drink the Blood, but in no culc 
kill or much weaken it. A Man would think 
theſe Men to be $:3:hians, who let their Horics 


blood under the Ears, and for Nouriſhment drink | 


their Blood, and indeed (as I have formerly ſaid,) 
ſome of the ſriſh are of the Race of Scythians, 
coming into Spain, and from thence into /rc/and. 


The wild Jiſh (as 1 ſaid) ſeldom kill a Cow to 


cat, and if perhaps they kill one for that Pur- 
pole, they diſtribute it all to be devoured at one 


time; for they approve not the orderly eating at 


Meals, but ſo they may cat enough when they 


are hungry, they care not to faſt long. And 1 | 
have known ſome of theſe Ji Footmen ſerving ] 
in England, (where they are nothing leſs than ſpa- 4 


ring in the Food of their Familics,) to lay Meat 


aſide for many Meals, to devour it all at one 


Mine. ; | 


Theſe wild Ii as ſoon as their Cows have | 
calved, take the Calves from them, and thereof 
feed ſome with Milk to rear for Breed, ſome of 


the reſt they fley, and ſeeth them in a filthy Poke, 


and fo cat them, being nothing but Froth, and 8 
ſend them for a Preſent one to another: But the 
_ greateſt Part of theſe Calves they caſt out to be 


eaten by Crows and Wolves, that themſelves 
may have more Abundance of Milk. And the 
Calves being taken away, the Cows are ſo mad 


among them, as they will give no Milk till the 


Skin of the Calf be ſtuffed and ſet before them, 


that 
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that they may ſmell the Odour of their own Bel- 
lies. Vea, when theſe Cows thus madly deny 
their Milk, the Women waſh their Hands in 
Cows Dung, and ſo gently ſtroke their Dugs, 
yea, put their Hands into the Cows Tail, and 
with their Mouths blow into their Tails, that 
with this Manner (as it were) of Inchantment, 


they may draw Milk from them. Yea, theſe 


Cows ſecm as rebellious to their Owners, as the 


People are to their Kings, for many times they 


will not be milked but of {ome one old Woman 
only, and of no other. Theſe wild 1rifþ never 


ſet any Candles upon Tables; What do I ſpeak 


of Tables? ſince indeed they have no Tables, 
but ſet their Meat upon a Bundle of Grafs, and 
uſe the ſame Graſs for Napkins to wipe their 
Hands. But I mean that they do not ſet Candles 


upon any high Place to give Light to the Houſe, 


but place a great Candle made of Reeds and But- 
ter upon the Floor in the midſt of a great Room. 
And in like fort the chief Men in their Houſes 


make Fires in the midſt of the Room, the Smoak 


whereof gocth out at a Hole in the Top thereof. 


An Italian Frir coming of old into Jreland, and 


ſeeing at Armagh this their Diet and Nakedneſs 
of the Women, is {aid to have cried out, 


Civitas Armachana, Civitas vana, 
Carnes crude, mulieres nude. 


Vain Armagh City, I did thee pit, . 
Thy Meat's Rawneſs, and Womens Na- 
e 2” Tea: 


I truſt no Man expects among theſe Gallants 


any Beds, much leſs Feather-beds and Sheets, 
who like the Nomades removing their Dwellings, 


according to the Commodity of Paſtures for their 
Cows, fleep under the Canopy of Heaven, or in 
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a poor Houſe of Clay, or in a Cabbin made of 
the Boughs of Trees, and covered with Turf, 
for ſuch are the Dwellings of the very Lords a- 
mong them. And in ſuch Places, they make a 
Fire in the midſt of the Room, and round about 


it they ſleep upon the Ground, without Straw F 


or other thing under them, lying all in a Circle 
about the Fire, with their Feet towards it. And 
their Bodies being naked, they cover their Heads 
and upper Parts with their Mantles, which they 
firſt make very wet, ſteeping them in Water of 
purpoſe, for they find that when their Bodies have 
once warmed the wet Mantles, the Smoak of 

them keeps their Bodies in temperate Heat all the 
Night following. And this Manner of lodg- 
ing, not only the meer 1r:jþ Lords, and their 


Followers uſe, but even ſome of the Englifh-Iriſh 


Lords and their Followers, when after the old 
but tyrannical and prohibited Manner, vulgarly 


called Coſhering, they go (as it were) on Pro- 5 


greſs, to live upon their Tenants, till they have 


cConſumed all the Victuals that the poor Men 


have or can get. To conclude, not only in lodg- 
ing Paſſengers, not at all or moſt rudely, but even 


in their Inhoſpitality towards them, theſe wild | 


Triſh are not much unlike to wild Beaſts, in whoſe 

Caves, a Beaſt paſſing that Way, might perhaps 
find Meat, but not without Danger to be ill en- 

tertained, perhaps devoured of his inſatiable 


Hoſt. 
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
